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Police arrest 3 for 
^chained protest' 
against Contra aid

Three Florida State Students were arrested Mondav and 
charged with unlawful assembly when they joined about 50 
I^card-toting demonstrators in protesting the Reagan 
^ministration's $100 milUon contra aid package. The 
c^ionstrators chanted "No more contra war," as the three 
students chained themselves to the front (toor of the City 
Center building. 

The three men arrested— Paul Kamotaick, Bryan Alexander, 

and Joe Parks— were taken to Leon County Jail where they 
are being held without bond. They will appear before a judge 
to have bond set today, according to their attorney Geoff 
Smith. 

**This is a small price to pay to stop a war that's killing 
t^Msands of innocent people, a war that's going to involve 
American Uves,*' said Kamolnick, a sociology graduate 
student. "From the World Court down, the law is on our 
wcte," he said referring to to week's World Court ruling 
which found U.S. actions against Nicar^ua to be in violation . 
of international law. 

Those protesting said they want their government to know 
that its policy toward Central America doesn't have public 
support. 

"This is a pledge of resistance," said demonstrator Rick 
Campbell. "We want our government to know that we oppose 
all contra aid, and we'll continue to oppose it because it is 
a de facto pledge of war by our government." 

Campbett ^d though the contra aid bill passed in the 
House, it has one more round to go in the Senate. One of 
the reasons for the dMnonstration was to keep the issiM iMve 
until later senatorial deliberation, he said. 

The demonstrators gathered in front of the downtown 
building on the corner of Tennessee and Bronough Streets 
because it houses the offices of U.S. Rep. Don Fuqua (D- 
Altha) who voted for the bill approving $100 million to the 
contra forces attempting to overthrow the Nicaraguan 
government. The 45-minute demonstration was sponsored by 
the FSU Graduate Student Union, Latin American Solidarity 
Organization. Stwfent Alliance for a Non- Violent Society, and 
Colter fc» Participant Education. 

**We're ^ppoin^ that ^ other avenue have tttUed 
to budge our particular reimitttative," said Ki^hiick. "In 
addition to contra aid Fuqua has voted for almost every^i^ 
w^pons j^nn the P^itagcm has asked for. Yet he's not done 
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Pofice pyliecl the protesters up from their post and then to the Leon County Jail. 



a damn thing for the farmers, for winnen who need^iy care, 
or people struggling for the enforcement of civil rights laws." 

Kamolnick said that whenever Boeing calls or other major 
defense contractors come knocking Fuqua always has a ready 
ear. He vowed to blockade the building's entrance and stay 
there until he and his colleagues were forcibly moved. 

The Tallahassee Fire Department Rescue Squad arrived on 
the scene soon after the three students, chained themselves 
together and to^ door, l^kitig the l^tri^e. Th^remen 
waited about ten minute until police arrived. 



"We'll cut them fawse when the polm get here and ^y 
can arrest them," said Capt. Lynwood Watts of the TFD. 

Watts said he didn't sympathize with the demonstrttm^, 
but didn't have much to say about the Nicaraguan issue either. 

"1 don't see a damn sign saying 'Russians keep out of 
Afghanistan'," said Watts. But when asked about the 
Nicaraguan situation, said only, "that's a little more 
complex."

Supreme Court upholds old law banning oral and anal sex

WASHINGTON-The Supreme Court 
ruled today the Constitution does not give 
homosexuals a fundamental right to engage in 
sc^my. 

The court, in a 54 ruling, ^held Georgia's 
anti-sodomy law in a case begun by Mkhael 
Hasdwick, who was mested by AtUuita police 
for violating the law in an offense thirt can be 
plashed by 20 years in prison. 

T!he state was appealed to the high court to 
overturn a ruling by the 11th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals that ordered a trial in a 
dispute over the constitutionality of the 
sodomy law, which applies to all people and 
makes oral and anal sex a crime. 
_^Underlying the specific legal issue of 



whether the case should go to trial is the 
broader question of how far the constitutional 
right to privacy extends into Americans' 
bedrooms. 

The courts, which has extended the right to 
privacy to issui^ relating to marriage, child 
beariiv and rearing, and educatkm, refiM^ 
to extend it to homosexual activity. 

"We think it is evident that none of the 
rights announced in those cases bears any 
resemblance to the claimed constitutional right 
of homosexuals to engage in acts of sodomy 
that is asserted in this case," Justice Byron 
White said for the majority. "No connection 
between family, marriage, or procreation on 
the one hand and homosexual activity on the 
other has been demonstrated d^tlrtf by the 



Court of Appeals or by (Hardwick). 

"Moreover, any claim that these cases 
nevertheless stand for the proposition that any 
kind of private sexual conduct between 
consenting adults is constituttonally insulated 
from state prosecution is unsupportable." 

Writing in dissent, how^w. Justice Harry 
Blackmun, joined by Justices William 
Breiman, Thurgood Marshall and John Paul 
Stevens, said the case was not about sodomy 
but about the "right to be left alone." 

He also chided the court for it's "almost 
obsessive focus on homosexual activity" 
considering the Georgia law also applies to 
heterosexual activity. 

The ruling drew quick cdiutemnation frcm 
hiMiosescual ri^ts ^oups. Rion WiMign, a 



spokesman for the National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force, said private sexual conduct "is 
something the Supreme Court and the Georgia 
legislature should not be meddUng in." 

The case began in August 1982 when 
Hardwick, then 29, charged by the Atlanta 
police with connmitting Mdomy with another 
coasting mm in the b^oom of his hmm^j/ 
Police had #one to t^ home to arrest 
Hardwick for not payinf a fine for drinking 
in public and had caught the men in the i^. 

While the district attorney decided not to 
pursue the criminal charges, Hardwick went 
to federal court seeking to wave the law 
declared unconstitutional.

Supreme Court grants reprieve to Ford

The Supreme Court granted a reprieve to Florida Death 
Row inmate Alvin Ford Thursday after ruling it was 
unconstitutional for states to execute the insane. 

Florida officials had failed to fairly determine Ford's 
mental competence, wrote the justices, and whether he lost 
his sanity while on Death Row, as his attorneys claimed. 

Ford had been examined by a three-member panel of 
psychiatrists appointed by Gov. Bob Graham in 1983 to 
d^RAi^ whether #ie was sane enough to be executed. But 
the justices said Florida must hold new competency hearings 
for Ford since his lawyers were denied the opportunity to 
participate in an evidentiary hearing. 

•*Whether its aim be to protect the condemned from fear 
and pain without comfort of understanding or to protect the 
dignity of society itself from the barbarity of exacting 
mindless vengeance, the restriction finds (constitutional) 
enforcement," wrote Justice Thurgood Marshall, who wrote 
majority opinion. 

Ford's attorney Richard Burr said the decision was a good

"Generally, it's a sign of 
real hope for people opposed 
to the death penalty as well 
as people all over the 
country," said Burr. "It's a 
commitment by the Supreme 
Court to see that punishment 
is carried out in a humane 
way. Now we have a chance 
to prove to a fair fact-finder 
that Alvin is seriously ill." 

Art Weidinger, legal 
counsel to the governor, said 
Alvin Ford office is still studying 

both rulings and isn't yet sure of their ramifications. 

"It's real difficult to say yet, but clearly the Supreme Court 
ruled our system of determining competency is flawed," said 
Weidinger. "This may indeed add another level of appeals 
to the process— but we-r| still reviewing the decision."

STARKE— Serial killer Ted Bundy failed 
Meml^ ift multiple appeals to his trial judge 
4nd Pkmia's Supmrne Court to stop his 
scheduled execution on Wednesday, the 10th 
anniva^sary of the reinstatement of th^ death 
penalty in America. 

Officials at Florida State Prison said 
Bundy, 39, was "just sitting in his cell" 
about 30 feet from the electric chair that has 
put 16 other Florida convicts to death since 
the 1976 Supreme Court ruling that allowed 
states to fesume executions. 

Bundy's only visitor Monday was Carole 
Ann Boone, who married the former 
UniversitV of Utah student during his trial 
for the d^ii#i^year-Qld kiml^rly Diane 
Leach. 

Defense attorneys tri^d and failed to get 



a stay and a new trial from Circuit Judge 
Edward Cowan, who presided over the case 
in which Bundy was convicted of the 1978 
murders of Chi Omega sorority sisters Lisa 
Levy and Margaret Bowman at Florida State 
University. 

If the courts refuse to intercede, Bundy 
will be executed at 7 a.m. Wednesday— 
exactly 10 years after the nation's highest 
court reinstated capital punishment. A total 
Of §1 inmates have been put to death since 



Also scheduled to die in a double execution 
with Bundy is Gerald Eugene Stano, the 
confessed killer of 41 women. His lawyers 
have appealed his conviction to a Brevard 
County judge and a hearing is scheduled for 
8 a.m. Tuesday.

Another problem Thaell said he has

. "I've heard many people 
say they are absolutely ted 
up with county road crews 
hanging around, not work- 
ing on the problem 
they are supposed to be 
working on," he said. 

The county had an at- 
large electoral system until 
an NAACP lawsuit proved 
the county's at-large system 
was unconstitutional since 
no black had ever been 
elected to the commission. 
This fall, five of the seven 
commissioners will come 
from single-member districts, and two will 
stffl hi elected at-large. 

Former Florida A&M University Physical 
Plant Director Cornelius M. Speed thus far 
is the only candidate to announce for Seat 
.One. Incumbent Gayle Nelson and former 
Sheriffs deputy Ron Colson are vying for 
Seat Two, 

Incumb^t Bob Henderson is being 
challenged for Seat Three by retired FBI 
agent Bob Romans and former Leon County 
School Su^rintendeht Ed Fenn.

Reagan says demos unfair

WASHINGTON—In defending his 
nominations to the federal courts, President 
Reagan has denounced Democratic senators 
for opposing somrof them olr partiMm 
ideological grounds. 

"Partisanship in the Senate," he said in a 
radio address, "has pushed fair play by the 
boards, which is why I've sent a letter to the 
Senate expressing my strong opinion about the 
prerogative of the president to make qualified 
appointments to the federal judiciary, and 
what I feel has been the partisan use of the 
confirmation process.** 

Let*s look at the- record. 

In the last year, the Senate has rejected the 
nomination of WiUiam Bradf^ Rey^^ to 
be associate attorney general, Jeffrey I. 
Zuckerman to be general counsel of the Equal 
Employment Opportunity Commission, and 
Jefferson Beauregard Sessions 111 to be a 
federal district judge in Alabama. 

The Senate Judiciary Committee, controlled 
by the Republicans, also refused to 
recommend the ronflrmation of Daniel A. 
Manion, a lawyer ftom Indiana, for a seat on 
the U.S. Court of Appeils in Chici^o, but 



agreed to send it on to the full Senate without 
recommendation. 

In the last five years, however, the Senate 
has gone along with Reagan's appointees, who 
will sooii occupy 50 percent of the federal 
judiciary, and has confirmed his last 100 
nominees with only two Koil-call votes. 

When the president nominated Sandra Day 
O'Connor as the first woman justice on the 
Supreme Court, she was confirmed on her 
record with opposition from what Reagan calls 
the "partisan liberals." 

When he chose Judge Antonin Scalia lor the 
top court and William Rehnquist as Chief 
Justice of the United States— two of the most 
conservative and distinguished members of the 
federal judiciary^the reaction Jn the Sertate, 
ft the American Bar Association and in the 
law schools of the nation was highly favorable. 

Why, then, this char^ of political and 
ideological bias by the president against the 
Democrats before they have voted on Scalia 
and Rehnquist, and just before the November 
congressional elections, when the Democrats 
have a chance to regain control of the Senate? 

It is clearly an attempt to pressure the Senate 
to confirm Daniel Manion, whose extreme 
right-wing views were criticized not only by 



in the iMt five years, however, the Senate has gone along with 
Reagan's appointees, who will soon occupy 50 percent of the federal 
judiciary, and has confirmed his last 100 nominees with only two 
roll-call votes. . 



Democrats on the Judiciary Committee but by 
two Republican senators, Charles Mathias of 
Maryland and Arlen Specter of Pennsylvania. 

They recalled that as an Indiana stale 
senator Manion spon. so led a bill to allow the 
Ten Commandments to be posted in the public 
schools just two months after the Supreme 
Court had overturned a similar Kentucky law. 

He was also criticizKl for proposing that the 
Supreme Court be stripped of some of its 
jurisdiction and for suggesting that anti-war 
demonstrators "should be penned up." The 
deans of 40 of the nation's most distinguished 
law schools, including those from Harvard, 
Yale and Georgetown, have opposed Manion's 
confirmation on the ground that he is 
wiqualified. And other institutions, including 
siveral large unions, the American j«wish 
Congress and the National Education 
Association, have taken the same public 
position. 

The Manion case is merely the latest and 
most critical evidence of dissatisfaction With 
Reagan's judicial appointments. 

For example, a recent study by Prof. 
Sheldon Goldman of the University of 



Massachuscits shows that half of Reagan's 28 
nominees to the appeals court since January 
1985 were given the American Bar 
Association's lowest possible passing rating. 

in his first term, 36 percent were rated less 
than "well qualified." The comparable figures 
in prior administrations were: Carter 25 
percent, Ford 42 percent, Nixon 27 percent 
and Johnson 23 percent. 

But the president plunges on. "Let's be 
honest," he said the other day, "the real 
objection to Dan Manion is that he doesn't 
conform to the liberal ideology ©f wme 
senators." 

Something seems to be changing the 
president's normally flexible disposition as he 
approaches his last two years in office. 

He demands the right to make ideological 
appointments but condemns ideological 
opposition even when it doesn't exist. If he has 
no doubts about his nominees, nobody else is 
allowed any doubts. 

Th« obstinacy is using up his capital, and 
why he does it on behtlf of a two-bit lawyer 
like Manion even his friends cannot 
understand.

With politics aside, 
Goodwill Games 
to open Saturday 

UNITED PMSS INTEIINATIONAL 

For 10 years, politics have kept Soviet and American 
athtetcs frwn tmm «ach other in raajw world competition. 
Cabte television maverick Trf Turner hopes his Go^wiU 
Games will cha^ that. 

The United States pulled out of the 1980 Moscow Summer 
Olympics to protest the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan the 
previous winter. The Soviets retaliated in 1984, refusing to 
attend the Los Angeles Olympics because of alleged poor 
security. 

On July 5, Turner Broadcasting System and the Soviet 
Sports committee will inaugurate the intwiational sporting 
event, aiming to give U.S. mhI Sovi^ athletes t^ first 
competition in major sports since 1976. 

"The whole idea was attractive first because Soviet and 
Anwrican sjwrtsmen have the possibility to meet in great 
sports complexes for the first time since 1976," said Anatoli 
Kolesov, deputy chairman of the Soviet Sports Committee, 
the co-sponsor. 

According to Robert Wussler, TBS executive vice 
president, about 3,600 athletes from 61 countries will 
participate in two weeks of competit^. Of those, more than 
550 athletes and trainers hail from tlw United States. 

Players will compete in W different sports, with ^ention 
expected to f«nis on the superpower «^estt, particularly 
iff track and flcld. 

'•The U.$.^un is very strong. We are also not weak. We 
see a chance to confirm new world records," said Kolesov. 

A thousand American spectators are to fly in for the 
games. Many of the 12,000 tourists in Moscow on a given 
day will have a chance to add the July 5-2(J events to their 
itineraries. 

*• We've put aside 100 tickets for each event, which wiU 
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be distributed to American tour operators working m 
Moscow," Wussler said. "We're also handing out 1,000 
Amcricatt fta^ Wc want to get some rooting going in the 
stmds. 

••The only problem we foresee is if pi^imisra turns mto 
nationalism.'* 

But the Soviet and Ai^can sponsors count <« strong 
patriotic fervor to carry the day-^l^ toost income. 

Wussler denied recent reports that tJ» Goodwill Games 
would be a Wg money-toser for Atlanta-based TBS. He 
claimed "atom 20" of 29 advertiser slots needed to break 
even were sold and said "TBS will make sales through July 
18," two days before the closing ceremonies. 

••In principle, the expenditures are rather large. But to 
think only about exploiting sports and making money is 
wrong," said Kolesov. "If we lose money, I don't think it 
will impede the future of these games." ^ 
But with superpower tensions high, future Oo«Iwill 
Games-scheduled every four years, n« Seattle as the next 
host—may be as big a question as the 1988 Olympics.

Bundy and Stano 
granted last minute 
stays of execution

STARKE— Both Ted Bundy and Gerald Stano received 
indefinite stays of execution Wednesday, averting what would 
have been the nation's first double execution since capital 
punishment was reinstated in 1976. 

iundy won an indefinite stay of execution Wednesday less 
than 15 hoursbeforehe was to die in Florida's electric chair 
for the 1978 slaying of two Florida State University women. 

A three-judge panel of the Uth U*S. Circuit Court of 
Api^s in Atlaiita granted ftindy the stay so it wottlt Mve 
more time to examine the merits of his case. 

The order, signed by Chief Judge John C. Godbold, Robert 
S. Vance and Thomas A. Clark, said: "The motion of the 
appealant for a stay of execution is granted pending ftirthcr 
order of this court. The appeal is expedited." 

Stano suffered a seizure in his prison cell Wednesday about 
two hours after the Florida Supreme Court graiited him an 
indefinite stay of execution that had been scheduled lor 7 a.m. 
Thursday. 

Vernon Bradford, spokesman for the Florida State Prison 
system, said Stano was stricken after he had been moved from 
the death-ready cell near the execution room to the normal 
death row celL Ht said guards found him on the floor of his 

cell. 

"He had a seizure of an undetermined nature and was 
moved up to the (prison) clinic," Bradford said. "He will be 
monitored all night by doctors. We don't think it is anything 
of a critical nature, but he will remain in the chnic for 
monitoring." 



» Bradford said prison 
officials did not know of any 
disease that Stano may have 
had that would have 
prompted a seizure, but 
Stano told them that he had 
a smiliar seizure in 1984. 

Bradford said Stano had 
regained consciousness and 
appeared to be stable, but 
would remain in the clinic 
for monitoring at least 
overnight. 

Although no diagnosis of 
Stano's. affliction was 
available immediately, the 
seizure could have been 
triggered by his close brush 
with death. He originally

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Crack team scores three arrests

"Crack" cocaine has made an im- 
pressive debut in Tallahassee over the 
past few months, but so has the 
Tallahassee Police Department's "crack 
squad," aco^ding to TPD spokesman 
Scrtt Hunt. 

Three Tallahassee men were arrested . 
by the undercover crack squad on 
cocaine charges Tuesday night and early 
Wednesday morning, '^e arrets bring 
to 24 the t<^^number of arrests the 
sqtiad has made made siiu% its inception 
three weeks ago. The squad has also 
confiscated almost $27,000 worth of the 
drug, said Hunt. 

Elliot L. Smith, 28, and Cedric 
Tyrone Mills, 26, were arrested at 1 1 :45 
p.m. Tuesday, shortly after police 
observed them selling crack from a car 
at the intersection of Gamble and Perry 
Streets, said Hunt. Police found 
"narcotics paraphernalia used to smoke 
'crack,* razor Mades, an uMtetennin^ 
amount of cash, and an undeternuBed 
MAOunt of oocaine" in the our after 
arresting tte two, he said. 

"The SUSIES were '"charged with 
possession <tf cocaine and booked wm^ 
County Jul. One a half hours 



later. Hunt said police arrested Carlton 
Brown, 24, after he allegedly flagged 
down an unmarked car driven by two 
undercover police agents and sold them 
a quantity of "crack." Shortly 
afterward Brown was arrested for sale 
of. cocaine and was booked into Leon 
County Jail, he said. 

Hunt said the squ^,'Mly the fourth 
of its kiMl in the country, is maki^ its 
presence felt in Tallahassee. 

"The squad has definitely made an 
impact on the situation," said Hunt. 
"Our undercover agents say it is getting 
tougher and tougher and tougher to 
make a controlled buy on the street. The 
dealers know we're sitting on them real 
tight." 

TPD created the crack squad in an 
attempt to cinrb the otmck problem here 
before it •*got out of control like it has 
in other major around the 

country," said Hunt. 

"We talked to the New, York Police 
Department before we organized our 
own squad and asked them, 'what was 
the biggest mistake you made in getting 
together your crack squad?"' said 
Hunt."They said 'we waited too long.' 
We fdl m had to get on top of it now." 

Crack's sudden popularity in 
Tallahassee will probably »^ 



unnoticed on the Florida State 
University campus, according to Dr. 
Rich Senesac of FSU's Health Center. 

It's the ideal drug from the student 
point of view," said Senesac. "It gives 
an intense high, it's inexpensive, and 
from what I hear there's a pretty decent 
supply of it in town." 

Senesac said the drug — a crystallized 
forin of cocaim which is smoked from 
a pipe— gives the user a quick, intent

The hypocrisy of celebrating liberty and 
freedom in light of current U.S. foreign policy 
would be overwhelming, if our hypocrisy was 
not m wmmonplace. The stench of rotting 

in a garbi^e dump of national self-interest ar^ 
greed. 

We can expect this weekend to be 
bombarded by smiling Third workl immigrant 
children expressing their (indoctrinated) 
version of "what liberty means to me." 

At the same time the highlights of U.S. 
foreign policy include supporting a racist, 
repressive government in South Africa and 
bankrolling and arming merceiiaries to 
overthrow the elected government of 
Nicaragua. This is certainly not in the grand 
tradition of lib^y.

Group boycotts Shell Oil

An anti-apartheid demonstration is 
jlanned for today at a local gas station but 
ihat doesn't worry the station's manager. 

The demonstration is being sponsored by 
(he Student Anti-Apartheid Committee in 
lesponse to a national boycott against Shell 
Oil Company's affiliation with South Africa, 
tnd is intended to raise public awareness of 
lat country's racist and oppressive policies 
loward blacks. 

"We will be picketing in order to inform 
ihe community of the ongoing national 
hoycott against Shell Oil Company," said 
^ara Chang, a spokesperson for the 
pmmittee. 

r "Two of the main reasons behind the 
boycott are that Shell Oil Company supplies 
fciel to the South African military and 
police and they also operate coal mines in 
which South African miners are forced to 
work under opprewive conditions," said 
Chang. 

According to Chang, this is the first 
demonstration that the committee has 



sponsored against Shell and they expect 
around eight to 12 picketers to attend. The 
committee plans to make this a weekly 
demonstration and they are hopeful that the 

attendance will increase as people become 
more aware of the national boycott of Shell, 

she said. 

Bobby Hart, a manager of Lett's service 
station, says there are no ties between their 
station and the oil company itself. 

"We are not Shell Oil. We sell Shell 
products but we are independently owned 
and operated," said Hart who had not been 
aware that a demonstration was planned. 

"People tend to get very involved, but 1 
don't think a demonstration like this is going 
to make much of an impact in a small college 
town like Tallahassee," said Hart. "If they 
really want to make a difference they should 
fly over there where th^ will be heard. Here 
we're just trying to make a living like 
everyone else." 

The demonstration is scheduled to last 
from 4:30-6 today at the Shell station on the 
corner of Monroe and Tennessee Streets. 



Pro-lifer changes plea to no contest

PENSACOLA— An anti-aboriionist 
charged with storming a clinic and damaging 
equipment told a judge Wednesday that her 
responsibility to her baby was as important 
as to the unborn, and changed her plea to 
no contest. 

"I feel that if I try to give^ill my time to 
the unborn and neglect my born then that 
is just as wrong," said Karisa Epperly, 21, 
one of six people arrested during a March 
26 melee at the Ladies Center. 

Epperly pleaded no contest to resisting 
larrest, burglary with assault and criminal 
mischief. Circuit Judge William Anderson 
sentenced her to a year of community control 
followed by two years probation. 

Lawyer Steven Flynn of Fort Walton 
Beach, who had represented Epperly at 
previous hearings, was not in court 
Wednesday. 

Epperly, John Burt, 48, his daughter, 
Sarah Burt, 18, all of Pensacola, and Joan 
An'i^bws, 38, of Newark Del., were arrested 
a/j^ they entered the Ladies Center, a clinic 
(i!at has been the frequent target of anti- 
/abortion protesters. 

Epperly, Sarah Burt and Andrews were 
accused of going upstairs and damaging 
equipment. Two other people were arrested 
outside the clinic on charges of trespassing. 

In April, bail was revoked for Burt, 
Epperly and Andrews after they allegedly

returned to the Ladies Center. The decision 
by Circuit Judge Lacey Collier was upheld 
by an appeals court. 
"It was wrong for me to do it in the first 

place and it was wrong for me to do it at all," 
Epperly said Wednesday. Her statement was 
interrupted by the cries of her baby. "I have 
other responsibilities, and the little one 
making all the noise is one of them." 

Two women who sought medical attention 
after the melee were in court Wednesday. 
One of them, Georgia Wilde, president of 
the Escambia County chapter of the National 
Organization for Women, said she thought 
Epperly had a lot of time to think. 

"I think that evidently the time during 
which she was incarcerated was sufficient to 
convince Miss Epperly that there is another 
world outside John Burt's house," said 
Wilde. 

Epperly, who had been a resident at Burt's 
home for "women in crises," planned to 
return to her home in Tallahas^ with her 
parents and baby to serve her probation. 

The other defendants go on trial later this 
month.

Illegal aliens 
captured by 
Paramilitaries 

IMI KIJ PRIXS INTERMATiONAI. 

PHOENIX— An Alabama-based paramili- 
tary group caught 15 illegal aliens in Arizona 
near the Mexican border and held them at gtm- 
point for 1 '/a hours until Border Patrol agents 
arrived, it was reported Sunday. 

Twenty members of the anlicommunist 
group known as Civilian Materiel Assistance 
apprehended the aliens Saturday, about three 
miles north of the border in the Lochiel 
Valley— 30 miles east of Nogales— the 
Arizona Republic said in a copyright story. 

The paramilitary group was on exercises 
and had camped in the area for a week, steeping 
in military-style tents, dressed in military 
camouflage uniforms and armed with AK-47 
Soviet assault rifles, American M-16s and 
other weapons, the newspaper said. 

Jhe group's action was criticized by Harold 
Ezell, Western regional commissionci of the 
U.S. Immigration and naturalization Service. 

"The only Border Patrol angels we need are 
on the hill of the U.S. Congress trying to get 
immigration reform," Ezell said. "We do not 
want people out playing military angels, 
playing Border Patrol with guns." 

Ezell said the U.S. attorney's office has 
declined to file any charges because none of 
the aliens was hurt, but he said the FBI was 
conducting a separate investigation. 

J. R. Hagan, director of operations for 
Arizona and Utah for Civilian Materiel 
Assistance, said his group has been conducting 
rtipht maneuvers aloiig the Mexican border for 
a week in order to intercept the flow of cocaine 
from Mexico. 

One member of the group, who declined to 
be identified, said the organization used 
sophisticated infrared scopes for night vision 
to spot four vehicles containing the aliens. He 
said the vehicles were halted inside the United 
States after the paramilitary group used a 
system of booby traps that punctured the tires. 

The man said he was "ashamed" of the 
group's action because the aliens, including 
women and children, were "terrorized." He 
said he resigned from the organization after 
the incident. 

Ezell said the &)rder Patrol was notified of 
the incident about 4 a. m. and sent officers to 
the scene. He said the aliens were taken into 
custody and were deported Saturday 
afternoon. 

Tom Posey, head of the paramilitary 
organization, defended his group. 

'it's the right of any American citizen to 
uphold the U.S. Constitution," he said. "If 
they caught any iUe^ jyiem^ they have a right 
to stop them."

Should Supreme Court legislate intimacy?

Jeff, a friend of mine who attended the 
University of North Carolina, told me about 
seeing The Rocky Horror Picture Show in 
Chapel Hill. The audience there, like 
audiences for that film everywhere, sang, 
threw things, and screamed at the screen. 
But, he said, one thing was unusual: when 
Frank (Tim Curry) said to Brad (Barry 
Bostwick), "Come on, Brad, pleasure's not 
a crime," the Chapel Hill audience yelled 
back, "in North Carolina it is!" 

And it still is, according to the Supreme 
Court— even in Florida. A week ago, the 
Court upheld (5-4) the constitutionality of 
a Georgia statute prohibiting oral and anal 
sex and, by extension, Florida's "unnatural 
and lascivious acts" law. Though Georgia's 
law applies equally to heterosexuals and 
homosexuals (as do the laws of Florida and 
17 of the 23 other stales and the District of 
Columbia that prohibit sodomy), the 
majority opinion, written by Justice Byron 
White, addresses itself exclusively to 
homosexual acts and the limits of privacy 
rights, dismissing the issue of proscribed 
heterosexual activity. 

Thus, the ruling has been of utmost 
importance to gay men and lesbians, whose 
battle against bigotry and discrimination is 
beaten back by decisions like this one. 
"Ck^ ckx^^ted slainming abiMtt^two 



o'clock Monday afternoon," said local 
businessman Art Skipper, who has worked 
since 1974 as a gay activist.

The Act 

Around noon one day in 1982, a police 
officer in Atlanta went to the home of 
Michael Hardwick to serve a warrant for an 
unpaid public drunkenness fine. Hardwick, 
a bartender and caterer, worked at night so 
he was in bed when the officer arrived. A 
roommate answered the door and admitted 
the officer, who walked back to the bedroom 
and found Hardwick having sex with another 
man. 

The policeman didn't excuse himself and 
waited outside the door— he arrested 
Hardwick and his friend. They were charged 
with sodomy, an offense punishable in 
Georgia by up to 20 years in prison. The 
charges were dropped later, but Hardwick 
and his attorneys decided to challenge the 
constitutionality of the Georgia statute. And 
after four years of work, they lost. 

The outcome of Hardwick v. Bowers was 
announced at an ironic time, Jum 30-^the

day after June 29, which is celebrated 
nationwide as Gay Pride Day. That day 
marks the anniversary of a night in 1969 
when the patrons at The Stonewall Inn, a gay 
bar in New York City's Grennwich Village, 
decided they'd had enough of police 
harrassment. Riots that continued the 
following night signaled the end of years of 
silent suffering by homosexuals. 

This year there was an entire week of 
celebrating in New York, where a non-

Cops paint the cars blue

If you're arrested by the Tallahassee Police 
Department in the near future, don't let them 
frisk you against the [x^licecar. You may end 
up with blue palms. 

Thai's because ten freshly-painted police 
cars will soon be hitting the Tallahassee 
streets, searching for crime while sporting a 
two-toned color scheme. 

The reason for the change, according to 
Lt. Walter McNeil, is belter visibility. 
Currently TPD vehicles are white with a 
single blue stripe down the side. The new 
look will feature white doors with solid blue 
trunk and hood areas. 

"It is an experiment," McNeil said. "We 
want to see if we can make our vehicles more 
v isible. We feel that a solid white car is just 
not as visible as it could be." 



Only one car has been painted with the 
new color scheme so far, but McNeil said 
about ten of the 40 car fleet will eventually 
be repainted. McNeil said the cost of the 
paint jobs would be S3()() per car. 

Another change adopted a year ago by the 
department was the warning lights mounted 
on the jpofs of police cars. They had been 
solid blue, but McNeil said while they were 
visible in the dark, red lights were more 
visible during the day. So the department has 
opted for a half blue, half red light. 

McNeil said the department was 
considering purchasing larger cars to their 
visibiHty. 

If the new paint jobs are successful, 
McNeil said cars purchased in the future 
would be painted in the new color scheme 



Political talk show hits local tube

One-time Tallahassee activist Ira Schorr 
may have moved to the nation's capital to 
further the cause of peace, but he left a small 
video legacy tehind. 

A new, local television series America: The 
Peace with Justice Perspective premieres 
tonight at 6 on local cable channel 3 and 
features Schorr's interviews with nuclear 
physicist Michio Kaku, said Ed Green, co- 
producer of the show . Schorr was co-director 
of the Tallahassee Peace Coalition and host 
of the radio talk show Speakeasy. 

Green is primarily responsible for the new 
local television program. He said he r«:ently 
"inherited some money and wanted to 
contribute something important to the 
community." 

He said the show provides an alternative 
viewpoint and perspective on issues ranging 
from hunger and homelessness in America 
to current issues like U.S. involvement in 
Nicaragua. 

"We're working with people in town like 
the Center for Participant Education and the 
Tallahassee Peace Coalition because they 
bring in good, interesting speakers," said 
Green. "With the program we can allow 
people to see these speakers who otherwise 
might nm be aMe to because of work or 
something. The show can educate the 
community on a different perspective." 

Green said the show already has five hours 
of taping— mostly interviews or tapes of 
speakers who have rece^^ly been in 



Tallahassee. 

Tonight's guest— Kaku— is an expert on 
nuclear weapons. He is a former pupil of 
Edward Teller, a pioneer in America's 
nuclear weapons program. Kaku will be 
discussing his book— The Pentagon's Secret 
Strategy to Win a Nuclear War. 

"Michio Kaku was weaned on and studied 
under Teller but has done an about-face," 
said Green. "Now he's trying to get the word 
out on how dangerous nuclear weapons 
really are." 

Schorr's also interviewed John Carey — a 
former Florida State University religion 
professor and president of Warren Wilson 
College, a liberal arts college in North 
Carolina. Green said the show focuses on 
•*the real John Carey— who he is and what 
he stands for." Carey helped found the 
Peace Studies program at FSU and is a 
proponent of nuclear disarmament. 

Other shows planned for the new series 
include a taped interview with Ralph 
McGehee which will air July 14. McGehee 
is a CIA veteran and author of the book— 
Deadly Deceit: My 25 Years with the CIA. 
McCWiee— who was in town last spring- 
will talk about the CIA and their alleged 
abuses of power in Vietnam and Cantral 
America. Scheduled for July 15 is a 
conversation with the Maryknoll -sisters, a 
group of nuns who have worked with 
refugees in Central America. 

Green said the show is currently searching 
for a new host since Schorr left for 
I A^ajliington D.C. in May.

MANILA, Philippines— A political ally of ousted ruler 
frerdinand Marcos backed by 350 soldiers and 8,000 supporters 
proclaimed himself "acting president" of a new goveninciil 
Sunday in a challenge to President Corazon Aquino. 

No violence was reported, and by early Monday 200 of the 
rebel soldiers had surrendered, leaving slightly more than 100 
soldiers with the insurgent, Arturo TolenUno. Aquino declared 
herself in full control of the situation in what appeared to be 
a waning revolt. 

Aquino's two top military advisers— although named to the 
rebel government's Cabinet— reaffirmed their loyalty to 
Aquino's government. The soldiers who gave up were trucked 
to suburban Fort Bonifacio, reporters said. 

KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia— Two Australians were 
hanged simultaneously at dawn Monday for heroin trafficking 
after last-minute mercy pleas from Australia, Britain and 
Amnesty International were rejected. 

Fifty-fi\^ iBfeut^ after the hangings at Pudu Jail, the bodies 
of Kevin John Bartow, 28 and and Brian Jeffrey Chambers, 
29, were put in plastic bags and taken from the prison in a 
large truck to a hospital mortuary to be collected by next of 
kin, Acting Prison Superintendent M. Ponusami said. 

PARIS— Bombs exploded early Sunday outside the offices 
of two companies with ties to South Africa, causing damage 
but no injuries. A radical group claimed responsibility and 
denounced U.S. -French celebrations of the Statue of Liberty. 

in a mocking statement entitled "The Capitalists Celebrate 
their Liberty," the Director Action group said, "The Franco- 
American couple is sipping champagne with the blood of the 



blacks of the townships of Pretoria or New York." 

The extreme left-wing group in a statement to a French news 
agency criticized "white capitalists" and was clearly referring 
to July 4 celebrations in New York of the 100th anniversary 
of the Statue of Liberty hosted by President Reagan and 
French President Francois Mitterrand. 

JOHANNESBURG, South Africa— Eight South African 
business leaders called Sunday for the government to free 
imprisoned African National Congress leader Nelson 
Mandela and legalize the outlawed black revolutionary group. 

Gavin Relly, chairman of the giant Anglo- American 
Corporation, told the newspaper, "1 have always taken the 
view that whether one likes the ANC or not... it constitutes 
an important factor in the Soutib African political setup." 

Southern Life Insurance chief Neil Chapman said, "There 
can be no meaningfel decision on South Africa without 
Mandela's release and the unbanning of the ANC." 

The executives were asked by the Johannesburg Sunday Star 
to comment on Mandela's status and other aspects of South 
Africa's racial crisis. Mandela is now serving the 23rd year 
of a life sentence for sabotage and the government says he 
must renounce violence to gain his freedom. 

TOKYO^Millions of Japanese voted Sunday in 
parliamentary elections in a heavy turnout that boosted 
chances of a big victory for the ruling Liberal Democratic 
Party and a third term for Prime Minister Yasuhiro Nakasone. 

The results of the election of both houses of the Diet, or 
parliament, to be officially announced Monday, will determine 
Nakasone's political future. 

The Liberal Democrats were virtually assured of a victory, 
but the margin would decide whether they would regain the 
majority they lost in the 1983 election.

NEW YORK— A wet baby need suffer no more. Chic 
French children's boutiques now sell musical diapers to alert 
parents. 

Babylodie, People magazine reported Sunday, is a small 
device that slips into a baby's diaper and, at the first hint of 
wetness, begins to play "When the Saints Go Marching in." 

The music only stops when the wet diaper is changed. 

The battery-powered plastic device is being sold in Citrouille, 
a chain of French children's boutiques. 

The three French mothers who own the chain say the 
invention saves them from having to check their babies bv 
hand— and saves the babies the agony of an unattended wet 
bottom.

Our Congressional Unrepres^tatives in Washington are traversing 
a course that is horrifyingly similar to America's genocidal and deceitful 
policy of intervention against the Viet Namese population— commonly 
known as the Viet Nam war. 

Last week, the House voted 221-209 to send another $100 million 
to the mercenary contra forces fighting to overthrow the democratically 
elected government oiF Nicaragua and now there are reports of sending 
Viet Nam vets back to fight yet another unpopular war.. 

Of the 19-memlier Florida ctelegation, only two—Reps. William 
Lehman (D-N. Miam^ ami Buddy McKay (D-Ocala)— voted against 
continued funding of this illegal war even though polls show that more 
than two-thirds of the American public oppose contra aid.

And they are negotiating 
for «her fringe l^n^ts 'also— d«pite General Accounting Office 
reports revealing that out of last year's $27 million contra aid package, 
$12 milHan ended up in offshore bank accounts and Honduran generals' 
pockets. ^ 

After the money and weaponry, comes the all-too-familiar request 
for military advisors; Contra leader Arturo Cruz said Saturday that 
the Reagan administration is already studying a request to send Viet 
Nam veterans to train contras. We won't be surprised if Cruz and his 
contra cronies get a green light from "the Hill." Critics and 
supporters alike argue that money and munitions is hardly enough to 
finance and win a war. being waged against an entire nation armed and 
willing to die for the cause of national sovereignty. In the immediate 
future they point out that U.S advisors will have to be brought in if 
the contras have arfy hope of becdihing a formidable military opponent . 
They're right. 

If American advisors are invited to participate in training the contras, 
it's alm<»t certain that U.S. soldiers will be one step behind. And before 
you know it, this administration will be training Reagan's "freedom 
fighters" at Ft. Benning or Ft. Bragg, and dispatching soldiers to engage 
the enemy iii Nicarslgua.

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Save the river 

Editor: 

Letters and phone calls are needed to our senators 
and representatives in Washington concerning the 
Corps of Engineers. The Corps has been picking, 
pecking and dynamiting away at one of Florida's 
outstanding rivers, the Apalachicola River. The 
Corps actions threatens this remarkably pr<»ttuctive 
river system and Bay. 

The Corps is trying to keep a nine-foot channel 
open for shipping 95 percent of the time. While 
striving to reach this goal they have pushed and 
shoved soil around destroying environmentally 
valuable floodplains, forests and wetlands. 

The cost to taxpayers is over 60 times more 
expensive than the national average expense for 
inland waterways. There is no system for users to 
share the expense of operating and maintaining the 
Apalachicola-Chattahoochee-Flint waterway. Some 
cities and port autltorities along the rivers have 
influence even though it is not economically feasible 
to transport goods on the rivers. It will take a lot 
of letters and public voice to overcoiw the shipping 
interests that benefit from our tax dollars. 

The way to stop the Corps from doing more harm 
to the rivers is to ask Congress to de-authorize the 
channel to its natural flow. Goods can be transported 
by highway and rail. This would be less threatening 
to the environment. Savings to taxpayers would be 
$4.5 million asked for by the Corps for maintenance 
of the Apalachicola River in 1987. 

Management for navigational purposes threatens 
importent fish and wildlife resources along the rivers 
and the Apdachicola Bay. Write to Sens. Paula 
Hawkins and Lawton Chiles as well as your 
representative and let them know the citizens want 
our natural resources protected and the way to do

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'Death Watch' survivors struggle to sustain sanity

find his existence even more torturous than usual 

In a prison described by its own superintendent as ill- 
designed for the extremes of heat or cold in north Florida, 
McCray says, "I stay in the buff all day. and douse myself 
with water every half hour." 

"They bake those guys in the summer," is how one former 
deputy general put it. 

Here in the state with the largest backlog of executions in 
the country, James McCray is one of 13 inmates on Florida 
State Prison's Death Row who have survived two **certain" 
dates with the electric chair. Willie Darden is another. After 
12 years, Uarden has lived on Death Row longer than any 
other prisoner except one. 

McCray and Darden, both black, claim they are not 
criminals but victims, and the details of their arrests and trials 
are irregular enough to provoke nagging worries that they may 
be right. Court maneuvers on behalf of both continue. But 
beyond their legal battles another, less publicized 
struggle consumes them— the struggle to maintain sanity and 
hope among the condemned. 

Occupants of death row each live in six-by-nine foot cells, 
a single vent lor air circulation, in solitary confinement. The 
dull beige walls, lit by an overhead bulb, often give rise to 
eye problems among inmates because of the dim light. 

McCray, an epileptic who 
is charged with raping and 
murdering a wdman while in 
the throes of a.sleizure that he 
says blocked his memory, 
claims that "there is not even 
a modicum of health care for 
the inmates." When McCray 
has seizures, about e.very 
three months, he is left to lie 
on the floor. The officers, 
not qualified to treat 
prMoners, can only report it 
to medical personnel who 
arrive a half-hour latea-. 

Thirty-four years - old, 
McCray says not the least of 
the problems of being under 
the uhimate sentence are the 
constant racist taunts of the 
guards. 

**1 have been incarcerated 
on the row since 1 was 22 
years old. And 1 still don't 
know if I will €ver die. This 
is what the government calls 
a deterrent, ^Is Justice.** 

Last September 4, Willie Darden had finished what was 
intended to be his final meal of oystm^allops, shrimp and 
lobster, and his clothes had been bundled for disposal. Seven 
hours away from the electric chair, Darden's attorney 
managed to wrangle an indefinite stay from the U.S. Suprenw 
Court.

In May of 1979, Darden came withui 12 hours of death 
before a similar legal rescue. Darden has always maintained 
his innocence in the 1973 shooting death of a furniture store 
owner. 

"I am a man. I have feelings, 1 hurt. 1 cry. 1 laugh. I joke. 
I do what I have to do» to survive, to stay strong," Darden 
said shortly before Florida Gov. Bob Graham signed his third 
death warrant. 

A quick, smooth, articulate talker who converted to 
Christianity six months after his arrival on Death Row, 
Darden was judged by prison psychiatrists to be above average 
intelligence but unable to compete successfully in society, 
having a criminal record dating back to childhood. 

"I'm not going to let myself get angry at society," Darden 
says. **!f I have to die because of this travesty, I will die with 
a smile on my face, because I have did no wrong." 

He, with McCray, are among the few who are articulate 
about their situation. Many come to death row with 
retardation and mental impairment, many more grow insane 
with the years of solitary confinement and lack of 
psychological counseling. Others who were able to bring more 
publicity to their cases— like John Spenkelink, Robert Sullivan 
and James Adams— have already been executed, and McCray 
believes they were among the first to go for that reason. 

"I'm one of the more frequently interviewed guys back there 
now," says the soft-spoken, nervous, nearly stuttering 
McCray. The awareness that, like Darden, a third warrant 
might be pending for him was a cause of mounting anxiety. 

"ThQf never tell you when a death warrant has been signed. 
They want you up front' could mean an interview, or a death 
warrant, or a trip to the dispensary," McCray explaim. When 
a prisoner's death warrant is read all his personal effects in 
his cell are taken away and he never returns there. Instead, 



he is taken to the Q-wing immediately adjacent to the electric 
chair where he awaits the outcome of his appeals in the 30-day 
period before the execution date. 

"The pillow and the sheets are stamped 'Death Watch," 
notes McCray. ''Yeah," he laughs, "they always want you 
to know where you are." 

McCray is a shy man, but over the years he had built a 
friendship with Spenkelink, a man who shared his jokes and 
sense of humor. After Spenkelink was electrocuted in May, 
1979, something went out of McCray. 

"John's passing more than anything changed my living 
patterns on Death Row. \\ hen he was ali\e, I was ptcttv much 
outgoing. Now I'm simply afraid to get close to indi\iduals...l 
want to protect myself so I won't be hurt as much as before." 
Darden, too, has said as much. 

Those who spend their time watching their btaek and white 
TVs located outside their cells are "capitulating to their own 
demise," McCray feels. He has found his solace in reading— 
"1 found friends in books"— and complains about tlw lack 
of moral passion in today's writers. 

"Dickens wrote about prisons and society and no one has 
looked at them quite the same since. There are so few good 
writers anymore. So few take a social stand." 

A self-described "Shakespeare fanatic," McCray is on his 
third reading of Shakespeare's complete works. Flaubert is 
another favorite. Prisoners are allowed to order only eight 
books a year. McCray 's cell was lined with Ars of Iwoks u^l 

a guard was stabbed on the 
row in 1980; then officials 
threw out all his books alor^ 
with his radio, which was 
broken and tossed in his 
toilet. 

Nevertheless, much of the 
literature remains in his 
head. Today McCray 
philosophizes about his 
predicament with near 
academic phrasing. 

"Many of us here have 
committed atrocious and 
heinous crimes. People make 
mistakes and our mistakes 
happen to be lot worse than 
most people's. But what we 
do out of poverty and the 
ravages of mental illness, the 
state does with rational and 
intelligent being. 

"If vengeance is necessary 
for a decent civilized socie- 
ty, now, whtt qualities are 
> needed for an indecent 
society— pity, mercy, 
compassion, forgiveness, justice, perhaps?" 

Says McCray: "All that barbed wire and bars are not just 
to keep us in. It is also to keep those on the outside from 
getting in to talk to us."

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York, where a non-discrimination ordinance was passed in 
March. A Sunday parade down a street painted with a lavender 
stripe ended what Mayor Edward Koch had declared "Gay 
Pride Week." 

But Monday brought the bad news. Sandwiched baween 
gay pride and a national celebration of liberty came, the 
announcement that the Supreme Court was not going to strike 
down the antiquated sodomy laws that make criminals of 
otherwise law-abiding gay men and lesbians. Instead, the 
justices presented a narrow view of history to support the 
validity of the statutes. 

The Majority 

Concerning sodomy, Justice White wrote that 
"Proscriptions against that conduct have ancient roots," and 
proceeded to give a short summary of sodomy legislation in 
the United States. Chief Justl<% Warren E. Burger, however, 
filed a separate, concurring opinion that included citations of 
Roman and Engttsh laws (never mind that sodomy was

decriminalized in England years ago) and his statements that 
"Decisions of individuals relating to homosexual conduct have 
been subject to state intervention throughout the history of 
Western civilization. Condemnation of those practices is firmly 
rooted in Judeo-Christian moral and ethical standards. . .To 
hold that the act of homosexual sodomy is somehow protected 
as a fundamental right wouM be to cast aside millennia of 
moral teaching.** 

But we know now those teachings were incomplete. 
Revisionist history has uncovered the fact that the previous 
millennia did contain people whose sexual orientation was 



different from that of the majority, and gay and lesbians 
have been persecuted and tolerated in various degrees. To 
assume that a single strand of sodomy laws justifies the 
continued denial of rights to modern homosexuals is as 
fallacious as saying the historical wealth of anti-black or anti- 
semitic (or supply your own targets) literature justifies bigotry 
against blacks or Jews. 

The Reaetlon 

In the days following the ruling, gay men and lesWans have 
taken to the streets in a number of major cities. Tuesday, in 
New York, protesters blocked traffic in Greenwich Village. 
On Saturday, between 1,500 and 6,000 people marched 
through lower Manhattan as their answer to the the Fourth 
of July celebrations. 

Boston City Councillor David Scondras, one of the nation's 
foremost openly gay elected officials, said in a telephone 
interview last week that the decision "underlines the need we 
have to get more a^ressive in our civil rights struggle. If 
people (Udn*t know it, they should know it now — we are not 
even legal.*' 

When asked why the Court would return a ruling 
unfavorable to homosexuals, especially after years of civil 
rights campaigning by gay men and lesbians, Scondras replied, 
"because the Supreme Court is composed of homophobes. 
It's that simple. The gay community is always surprised at 
the depth of homophobia." People must realize, he said, that 
"Racism is real and homophobia is real." 

The ruling was consistent with other instances of anti- 
homosexual biia on the part of the government, Scmidras said. 
The trickle of funding for AIDS research and care that has 
been issued during the Reagan administration has 
demonstrated that **Peopte are willing to allow us to die.** 

Scondras said that decisions such as the one issued in 
Hardwick v. Bowers indicate that in the minds of many "we 
are a separate and inferior class. The court in essence condoned 
violence against jay and lesbian people. The decision is gonna 
license bigots to pick on gay people." 

The Minority 

For Scondras, the one redeeming feature of Hardwick was 
that it was Justice Harry A. Blackmun*s "finest hour, his 
spirited ctefense of the gay community.** 

And a spirited defmse h was, as Blackmun took the unusual 
step of reiKling aloud from his dnsenting ppmon. He rejected 
the majority's invocation of outdated oodes in a brilliant plea 
for civil liberties.

He quoted Oliver Wendell Holmes's The Path of the Law: 
"(I)t is revolting to have no better reason for a rule of law 
than that so it was laid down in the time of Henry IV. It is 
still more revolting if the grounds upon which it was laid down 
have vanished long since, and the rule simply persists from 
blind imitation of the past." 

Blackmun took the majority to task for its "ahiwst obsessive 
focus on homosexual activity,'* which, he wrote, "is 
particulariy hard to justify in light of the broad language 
G^rgia has used. Unlike the court, the Georgia Legislature 
has not procoded on tht^ a^fiption that homosexuals are 
so different from other citizens that their lives may be 
controlled in a way that would not be tolerated if it limited 
the choices of those other citizens." 

And Blackmun denied the majority's assertion that the 
Judeo-Christian tradition provided ample evidence that 
sodomy is morally reprehensible. *'That certain, but by no 
means all. religious groups condemn the behavior at issue gives 
the State no license to impose their judgments on the entire 
dtizenry. The legitimacy of secular l^slation d^nds instep 
on whrther the State can advance some justification beyond 
its conformity to religious doctrine. . .A state can no more 
punish private behavior because of religious intolerance than 
it can punish such behavior because of racial animus." 

Here at Home 
In Florida, sodomy is a misdemeanor, like disorderly 
conduct or petty theft, following the Florida Legislature's 
removal in 1974 of the "abominable and detestable crime 
against nat ure' ' statute which was more along the lines of the 
Georgia law, considering sodomy a felony. Prosecutions are 
as rare here as they are anywhere else, simply because sexual 
activity is, in most cases, a private matter. Assistant State' 
Attorney Warren Goodwin, Tallahassee Police Department 
spokesman ^^ott Hunt, and local attorney Davis (who has

statute) all said the Supreme Court's decision probably won't 
cause an increase in the number of sodomy arrests. 

"It's not something we can totally ignore because it's the 
tow," Hunt said. "But there are so many other sex crimes that 
we teve to be concerned with. It's a matter of priority " 

Cfevis gave a similar opinion. "I don't think it's going to 
make any difference whatsoever in law enforc«nent practices 
m Leon County," he said. ••By and large we have very 
professional law enforcement. I don't think they're imerested 
in snooping around in people's bedrooms." 

But Davis added that it's not as simple as considering 
sodomy an obscure, victimless crime. The ruling, he said, may 
'•remove constitutional doubts" about the issue, but "it 
doesn't dispel the political questions or the social questions." 

Local gay and lesbian activists are concerned with those 
questions. Gail Dixon is dir^tor of A Woman's Agency for 
Resources and Educ^ (AWARE) and is a member of the 
t^Man and Gay Victims' Committ« of the National 
Ckganization for Victim Assistance (NOVA). She said she 
thinks there are consequences to the decision that most 
homosexuals— and lesbians in particular— haven't considered. 

'•The existence of the law places us all in jeopardy," she 
said, because when sodomy statutes are on the books, 
employers may be reluctant to hire people whose sexual 
orientation makes them habitual felons. The same may be true 
for gay parents— as in the recent controversy in Massachusetts 
surrounding the removal of foster children from the home of 
a male couple. 



Dixon disagreed with the assertion that states have, in this 
case, the right to estabUsh moral guidelines for its citizens. 

•*It's real hard for me to buy that s& an argument that's 
consistent with democratic values," she saki. ''In a democratic 
society, the majority doesn't obscure, deny, and obliterate the 
minority. We recognize that as fascism and dictatorship. 1 
can't buy that (homosexual) behavwr tteeitte^ the fabric of 
America." 

Forward together 

"We will probably need to do some hard thinking and 
regrouping," Dixon said. "1 would hate to see attention 
diverted, as the primary issue facing our community is 'How 
do we keep ourselves healthy?' We must fight for survival first 
and what the quality of that survival is second." 

Boston City Councillor Scondras also urged quick action, 
giving "power" as the answer to the problems of the gay 
community. 

"There's only one way to solve this problem," Scondras 
said, "and that's to get politically involved quickly, and I don'l 
mean just elections. The gay and lesbian community needs 
to gear up and fight. To not come out now would be the 
equivalent of being a Jewish person in pre-war Germany. 
Hiding doesn't help. It only weakens you. 

A step to the right? 

Gay liberation has come a long way: far enough for us to 
have openly gay businessmen, far enough for us to have openly 
gay politicians, far enough for us to witness a Supreme Court 
opinion (albeit a dissenting one) as free from prejudice as the 
one filed in Hardwick v. Bowers by Justice Blackmun. 

But one thing remains unchanged. For Michael Hardwick. 
his friend, and.millions of Americans, pleasure is .still a crime. 



S. African jailed while 
searching for freedom

OAKLAND, Calit. A black South African teenager in 
search of freedom was in an Oakland jail Sunday, seeking 
asylinn in An^rica after thr^ m<mths at s^ as a stowaway 
on two merchant ships. 

'•I'm hoping for my freedom," said Patrick Mtoto. 19, 
held on suspicion of entering the country without inspection 
papers. An organization called East Bay Sanctuary 
Communities is trying to set up a hearing this week for him 
with the Immigration and Naturalization Service. 

•*1 knew when I came to America, things would be better 
for me," he said. "In America, there is freedom for 
everyone." 

A native of Kayu, South Africa, Mtoto was arrested on 
the Fourth of July, hicHi^ umkr puin^ at a pier in Martinez 
Calif., where he swam after jumping from a Norwegian- 
owned oil tanker late Thursday. The tanker had plucked 
Mtoto from the Atlantic 28 days earlier, during its crossing 
from Spain to the Tosco Refinery in Martinez. 

"I wanted July Fourth to be my indepeiKlence day also," 
Mtoto said. 

He decided to flee to Europe or America and hopped 
a French-bound freighter. But once at sea he was discovered 
and captain kept an eye on him. When the ship arrived in 
France two months later, he lock^ Mtmo in a cabin and 
refused to let him off the vessel. 

When the ship began its return to Africa, Mtoto was 
allowed out of the cabin. He stripped to his underwear in 
the middle of the night and jumped overboard with a life 
preserver. 

"I was swimming to get to shore. 1 knew it was a risk 
but I didn't want to go back." 

Mtoto spent about five hours in the numbing water of 
the Atlantic when a tanker bound for Martinez picked him 
up." 

'*l told them my probtem," he said, **and I feh very good 
to be rescued." 

He was allowed to work on the ship, but when it pulled 
into California water he determined to not make the same 
mistake he had in France. He jumped overboard before 
the ship docked and hid under a pier until a Tosco employee 
reported him. 

Contra Costa County sheriff's deputies made the arrest.

Becker sweeps past Lendl 
for second Wimbledon title

WIMBLEDON, England— Boris Becker, 
feeling very much at home on the center stage 
of tennis, dealt Ivan Lendl a devastating 
blow Sunday by winning Wimbledon for the 
second year in a row. 

Living up to his nickname of "Boom 
Boom," the red-haired West German 
bombed away with 15 aces in handing the 
world's No. 1 player a 6-4, 6-3, 7-5 defeat. 

By doing so, Becker away doubts 
that Ms victory of last.yestf was a fluke, and 
at the same time as^rted himself as the 
outstanding grass courts player in the world. 

Still ony 19, l^ker is \mth the youngest 
and second youngest man iver to win 
Wimbledon, which celebrated its centenary 
this year, showing evidence he can dominate 
this event for many years to come. 

"The Duchess (of Kent) said to me 
probably my ambition was to go on and win 
Wimbledon four or five times like (Bjorn) 
Borg,"^ecker said, "and I said, 'See you 
in three years then.'*' 

A year ago Becker was unseeded and went 
through the field withoitt meeting a seed 
better than ^fth, defeating No. 8 Kevin 
Curren in the final. This time, though, 
Becker had to contend with the world's top 
player, one who had won 83 of his previous 
86 matches and was the becoming U.S. and 
French champion. 

"Winning Wimbledon this year was much, 
much more satisfying for me than last year," 
said Becker, who was seeded fourth. "Then 
I was a nobody. TTiis year I really proved I 
can play well on grass, and pr<^ed I can be 
a Winb^on otail^m. It f«|t iMter 
this y^ than last year." 

Becker earned $196,000 for his victory, 
thus becoming the youngest pteyer to reach 
the million-dollar mark in career earnings 
with $1,079,575. Lendl, who said he was 
"very disappointed and very tired," can 
console himself with the knowledge his 
$98,000 runnerup check moves him ahead of 
John McEnroe as ,the all-time careei pfii^e 



money leader in men's tennis with 
$8,979,512. 

Lendl, appeariBgJn his first Wimbledon 
final, went up a service break on each of ifce 
first and third sets, but was unable to take 
a set from an opponent seven years his 
junior. 

The height of frustration came in the 10th 
game of the third set when Lendl held triple 
set point. But Becker, refusing to concede 
even a token of satisfaction, followed with 
two backhand volleys and a forehand volley 
to get to deuce, then held with an ace and 
service winner. 

Pumped w by this time heroic display, 
Becker gained the decisive break in the very 
next game. A backhand pass that fell just 
short of the baseline provided break point, 
and Lendl then was wide with a backhand 
volley. 

If Lendl needed further evidence it was not 
to be his day, proof came in the next game. 
Needing a service break to keep in the match, 
Lendl gained a 15-30 lead. On the next point 
Lendl attempted a forehand pass as Becker 
was falling to the grass. 

The ball, though, hit the net and dropped 
near Becker's feet, and while on his kmes 
he was able to backhand it for a winner. 
Instead of double break point, the score was 
30-30 and Lendl never won another point. 

"1 thought he was going to play down the 
Une because this is his best shot," Becker 
said. "I went for it and suddenly the ball 
wasn't going behind my ears. Then 1 saw it 
fall in front of me. I thought maybe I'll get 
it, and I hit a crosscourt winner." 

D^pite Susy's r^^, both men agreed 
that Lendl deserved the No. 1 world ranking 
based on his play all year. 

After squandering three break points in 
the opening game, Lendl achieved the initial 
break in the fifth game with a backhand 
pass. Becker retaUated in the next game when 
Lendl netted a forehand volley, and ended 
the first set with a break in the lOth game 
when Lendl wjas wide with a for^^s^^voUey.

Braves became only the 11 th player in major- 
league history to hit four home runs in a 
game Sunday, yet it wasn't enough to 
overcome a 5-for-6, three-RBI performance 
by Mitch Webster that carried the Montreal 
Expos to M 11-8 trittniph. 

Horner hit a three-run homer in the fifth 
inning ai^^^^^^^to fei ^ ^^nd, fourth 
snd ninth innings to become the first player 
in 10 years to btt four bone rai^ a game.

Reardon. 

Mike Schmidt of the Philadelphia Phillies 
was the last player to hit four homers in a 
game, accomplishing the rare feat against 
Chicago on April 17, 1976 in a 10-inning 
game.

Study finds 
underground 
tank leakage

The majority of Leon County's petroleum 
stor^ tanks, are potentially dangerous, 
according to a study by the Florida 
Department of Environmental Regulation. 

The study, released in June, shows that 84 
percent of the 217 registered storage 
facilities— including those found at gas 
stations— in Leon County are in violation of 
(m (Mr mm state regulations. CMy 34 fi^htte 
were in complete compliance. 

The violations rmrd^ include the faick of 
adequate inventory records and failure lo 
investigate significant losses and guns. That 
means there could be leaks in those sy^ems 
that are going undetected. 

Bill Buzick, deputy director of the Division 
of Environmental Permitting, said leaking 
tanks are a big problem because 92 percent of 
the state's drinking water comes from

proWem in the system." Buzick said. **lf tlwre 
is no other kind of monitoring system, there 
is no other way to tell if they have had a loss." 

Thirteen of the local tanks showed evidence 
of leakage. Corrective measures are being 
taken for those tanks, as well as for six others 
discovered prior to the study. 

Bvakk the purpose of the Leon County 
study wte to deteniiin^^hether tknk owners 
were complying with the storage tank 
regulations ailMl to the Florid 
Administratis Code in The study 

showed that few actually were complying. 

Carl Adams, executive vice president of the 
Florida Petroleum Marketers Association, said 
a lot of owners just aren't aware of the 
relatively new laws. 

*'I suspect a large part of the problem is 
purely educational," Adams said. "If you're 
a fftfmer with a 3,000 gallon tank out in the 
field somewhere, how are you going to know

5»u have to kap track of your inventory?" 
Buzick agreed. 

"This is the first time the department has done an intensive 
study to detect how effective the rule has been," Buzick said. 
••We knew we would find a significant number of facilities 
out of compliance. The rule is fairly new. People just aren't 
aware of how to comply. " 

B^ck ^ the department would increase mailouts to 
facility owners telling them how to comply with the 
regu^tions. 

The laws r^ladng stationary tanks were adopted in 
response to the passage of the Water Quality Assurance Act 
passed by the Legislature in 1983. They regulate petroleum 
storage tanks larger than 550 gallons, and require upgrading 
for older tanks. By 1998, all tanks installed before Sept. 1, 
1984 will have to be upgraded or replaced, Buzick said. 

But the Leon County violations are a small part of a 
stat^ide problem. According to Randy Zipser, an 
environmental specialist for the Department of 
Environmental Regulation, there are 65.000 registered Unks 
statewide. Of these, he estimates thatjten p«cent are leakii^. 

"We only know of about 500 cases invohing contamtaafed. 
groundwater at the current time," Zipser said. "That mesms 
there are 5.000 or 6.000 potential cases that we don't know 
about.** 

But Zipser said the number of cases found so far has 
caused fear of groundwater contamination, which resulted 
in the State Underground Petroleum Environmental 
Response Act passed by (he Florida Legislature this year. 
Th e act, /^hich went into effect July 1, establishes a $50 
million^nd to clean up wells contsuninated by I^i^ 
petroleum tanks.

Zipser said the department hopes that since the 
government will be footing the bill it will encourage tank 
owners with lealcy tanks to come forward. 

"In the past, tank owners with leaky facilities didn't want 
to get stuck with the bill for clean-up,'* Zipser said. 

He said since the state was not pros^uting owners of leaky 
wells until October 1987, the length of time allowed for 
compliance would encour^e owners to clean up leaky wells 
before the fines start. 

Half of the money for the program comes from a statewide 
ten cent per barrel excise tax on petroleum products 
implemaited July 1 . The r&i of the mon^ will be generated 
by newly-inipleinented tank inspection fees and registration 
fees. 

Adams said this ten <^nt per barrel fee will probably only 
increase the cost of gas at the pump by a quarter of a cent 
per gallon. He also said that the industry agrees that the new 
inspection and registration fees for storage tanks are a viable 
way to pay for the other half of state cleanup costs. 

"We think it's reasonable," he said. "I don't think there's 
a better way to solve the problem than to tax the product 
that is causing the problem."

interests have also generated criticism from 
Skinner who emphasized to the crowd at 
Tom Brown Park Friday that his candidacy 
is not a captive of "big banks and big 
phosphate companies." Grant has served as - 
president of the Bank of Madison County 
and the Independent Bankers of Florida. 

Grant, however, Grant said he worked as 
much with cHftd-advocacy groups as with 
l)ankers. **rm not a captive of anybody," 
he said. 

Skinner, 43, quit after eight years in the 
Florida Legislature in 1982 for an 
unsuccessful bid to unseat Fuqua. Since 
1982, Skinner has worked as an agricultural 
consultant in Florida, Arizona, Haiti and 
Mexico, and said he is the only candidate 
with extensive experience in farming and in 
international relations. The Lake City 
resident has pledged to work to change 
federal agricultural policy and to beef up 
federal support for university research. 

Florida politicians like U.S. Sen. Lawton 
Chites and Grant have also earned criticism 
from Padgett for their alleged timidity in 
criticizing President Reagan's foreign and 
military policy. These politicians have 
refused to stand up to "Ronald Reagan 
rhetoric," Padgett, a former Jackson County 
commissioner, told reporters in March, 
bankrupting the natioMl treasury and 
^calating the nuclear anns race in the 
{NTOcess. 

Grant said Monday he "generally*' 
sup^rts President Reagan's foreign policy, 

P^gett, 38, is the only one of the five 
candidates who announced his candidacy 
before Fuqua made public his retirement. 
The Marianna native served on the Jackson 
County commission from 1980 to 1985 and 
quit his job as director of the Chipola Junior 
College Institute of Government in April. 

Fuqua's 25-county district runs just iwrth 
of l»knama City all the way to just west of 
JacHonviUe and Gainesville. A fifth of the 
disirict's M.QOO voters live in Tallahassee. 

Skifli^'said Monday he^oels he has 
caught up with Grant in the 14 counties east 




of Leon County. Grant's state Senate District 
5 includes half of the Congressional district's 
voters in 10 of those 14 counties, from Leon 
County east. Skinner's old stale Senate 
district, however, also included most of 
Grant's district. , 

In Leon County and 10 other western 
counties, the race is stilfa toss-up. Skinner 
said. Greadington is a former state official 
from Tallahassee and Padgett, Skinner said, 
is well known in his native Marianna area.

The 'necklace' is a precious gem for Pretoria

JOHANNESBURG-South Africa's news 
blockage means that Americans no longer 
regularly see pictures of white authorities 
battling blacks here. Instead, the images are 
aU of so-called ''black on black" violence, the 
latest of which is rtot-devastated Crossroads. 

lingering close to the surface of the 
a>U^ive unconsdoi^ of tlje interwttional 
.ponmiunity is the even more grisly imi^ of 
an anonymous black youth, wearing a hurtling 
tire "necklace," being dragged by an angry 
mob to his fiery death. 

As a result, while there is still a very deep 
disgust for apartheid throughout the world, 
there is also a growing if hesitant sense of 
uncertainty. "Look how barbaric the black 
South Africans are,'* some people seem to be 
»ying. "Are th^r rcaUy able to govern 
tliemselves?" 

The apartheid government and its cautious 
supporters worldwide are clearly the 
beneficiaries of such questions. They are the 
ones who ask them loudest, most frequently 
and in such a way that suggests that, as far 
as they are concerned, the answers are 
self-evident. 

But nothing in South Africa is self-evident, 
l^t of all the events that matter most— those 
^eta »e unfokiing in the bli^lc townships 
whwe rioting has become a revolution. 

What is going on there is not nmply "black- 
on-black" violence, as the government a^rts, 
nor is it merely the blood-lust of infantile 
masses bent on chaos and destruction. 

At the moment, in at least 45 urban areas 
and as many rural districts, two deadly wars 
are being waged. One is the war of the state 
against the highly conscientized youth who 
have driven by white intransigence and 
brutality to ^bt to the bitter end. 

The other is tbs war betwe^ different 
groups w organtzatiom wim ve opposed to 
aparthd^, and who are f^Mng amongst 
ttonselMes f<x control of the riotuig rMtla,

for ownership of the revolution. 

Once again it is the white sta^^r reaps 
most of the spoils. Still, the^^pning 
majority of the roughly 400 blad£^ ^o have 
died at the hands of other blacks, have been 
either town councillors, policemen, or police 
informers. In the real political picture the 
deaths of these people, known in the townships 
as "sellouts," are casualties suffered by the 
white state. 

The practical effect of their deaths on the 
b«tani% of power in the townships has been 
overwhelming. Most surviving black 
represoititfives of whte authority Imve f^ die 
townships, neutralizi^ the once-ext(«sive spy 
network of the Security Polke and in turn 
making it much easier for an anti-^Mfftheid 
group to mobilize mass support. 

The white state has had to fall back upon 
a second line of defense. At the same time that 
its army has occupied at least three dozen 
black townships, it has done its utmost to 
fon^t \^l^ce between rival political groups 
such as UDF and AJ^PO, who are yy^^ for 
utt^ali^ed leactership of black, $<mthi 



Africans. 

It has also played its part in the emergence 
of bloody right-wing black vigilante groups. 
It is misleading to suggest that the government 
security ^paratus is directly responsible for 
the formaticm of all vigilante groups that have 
recently popped up around the country. Yet 
if it were possible to examine the origins of 
all these violent, generally reactionary bands, 
there is little doubt that active government 
participation would be regularly uncovered. 

As far as the real political picture is 
concerned, the vigilante groups are of much 
greater assistance lb the government than the 
government is to them. 

No longw aMe to inflhrate the townships, 
and having failed to suppress the 21-month- 
old revolt, the white state has clK>%n to ctevote 
all its energies to keeping the revolt o^nfmed 
to black areas. And in those areas it has given 
up all hope of restoring law and order. 

Instead, it has chosen to ignore the 
lawlessness and violence of those black groups 
whose ideological inclinations do not threaten 



the existing order. Stale security forces, for 
example, have noi prevented town councillors 
and other reactionary elements from forming 
their own mini-armies, and have done nothing 
to stop them from murdering the black youths 
who are actively involved in the national 
uprising. 

As to the white state's own violence— more 
devastating than all the others combined 
thanks to their fire-power and ruthlessncss^ 
this they reserve for the masses themselves. 
And the masses, mainly young people between 
the ages of eight and 28, armed for the most 
part only with stones or petrol bombs, 
continue with an astuteness that their leaders 
seem to have lost. 

While those leaders fight more and more 
amongst themselves, these youths direct their 
anger and their violence at the system that 
oppress^ them, and the people both black and 
white who defend it.

"Freedom for all" the man cried as he pulled a ceremonial 
saber from a red velvet case, then ran between two decks 
on the commuter ferry chanting in Spanish and slashing at 
paneiigers until a retired police officer stopped him at 
gunpoint, police Inspector Peter Sealabrhio si^. 

Acting Police Chief Rkhafd Condon said the suspect, 
Juan Gonzales, 43, told police that **God told him to do 
it." He said Gonzales had been released from two days' 
enforced psychiatric observation on July 5.

Who snatched the movie Purple Rain 
away from his royal badness. Prince? Who 
makes music that's funkier and funnio^ than 
any this side of MinneapoUs? 

Morris Day— who else? 

Tonight Day saunters into Tallahassee to 
show a Musical Moon crowd 'how it gets 
done' with his irrepressible combination of 
cool music and city slick patter punctuated 
by a maniacal laugh. 

A native of MinneapoUs, I^y first gained 
national attention as tlu; f rontnian for The 
Time. Starting up with telp from the then 
just blossoming Minne^lb mogul, Prince, 
the band scored hits with their first and 
second albums— 77i^ Time and What Tim 
Is //?— and Day got a rep as the slyest, 
funniest so-and-so since Louis Jordan. 

But The Time remained confined to play 
on urban contemporary, a.k.a. black, radio 
until Prince featured Day and the band in 
Purple Rain, When the film was made the 
tMUKl was already mis^ng two original 
niembers— keyboardist Jimmy Jam and 
bassist Terry Lewis— and some spunk, but 
tte national exposure that comes with a 
major motion picture carried The Time and 
their third album— /ce Cream Castles— to 
the tops of both black and whi|ebread radio 
play lists and onto MTV. 



Ice Cream Castles wound up as the band's 
most successful album, generating Top Forty 
hits with "Jungle Love" and "The Bird." 
The Time became a household word (even 
for white people). Then in the fall of 1984, 
not long after Pur/He Rain was released, the 
band broke up. Day went out on his own, 
^me of The Time formed a band called The 
Family and Jerome Benton (Day's valet in 
Purple Rain) made another movie with 
Prince. 

These days Day doesn't need a movie to 
push his music into the Top Forty. He 
proved that with his solo album The Color 
ofSwxess, which has had hits— including the 
songs "The Oak Tree," "The Color of 
Success*' and "The Character'*— on both 
sides of the color barrier 

Funking tonight with an eight person 
back-up band, Day should have no trouble 
putting on the funniest and most danceable 
presentation the Musical Moon is ever likely 
to see. But the girls are going to have to keep 
their distance — Morris is married to one of 
his back-up singers.

NEW YORK-National FootimU League Commissions 
Pete Rozelle announced Monday a aew drug plan that 
requires players to unctergo two random tests for ill^ dn^ 
during the season. 

The random drug tests will be the first conducted by a 
professional sports league. 

A ptayo^ testing positive for drugs three times will be 
bann^ from the lei^ue fw a year and tltei can apply fm 
reinstatement, according to the plan. 

The program, outlined by Rozelle at a news (»nf»ence, 
will be initiated at training camps as th^ open this month. 
In addition to the urine tests players are now given at ounps, 
the new program calls for two unannounced tests to be 
administered during the regular season. 

A fourth test will be administered to college seniors who 
take part in the NFL's annual scouting combine. At this 
yotf *s combine 55 players tested positive for drug use and 
of those 25 wwe drafted by NFL temns in April. 

Rozelle said the tei^uedrug problem has increased in the 
past years. 

'it is a problem, but I don't think anyone is in a position 
to give percentages or say how wklesprsid the problem is," 
he said. 



The previous drug program, worked out in the collective 
bargaining agreement of 1982, allowed a test at training camp 
and again only if the team doctor found reasonable cause. 

Meanwhile, the NFL Players Association said it "will take 
all necessary steps" to block Rozelle's plan for random drug 
testing of all players, asserting the action violates the players' 
contract with management. 

NFLP A ^ecutive director Gene Upshaw said the union 
will not abide by the plan Rozelle announced Monday. 

NFLPA spokesman Frank Wc^hitz said the union is 
contemplating taking legal action to block Rozelle's plan, 
but said union officials have not yet agreed on what steps 
the union will take to fight the action. Woschitz said Upshaw 
will provide details on the union's response in a 2 p.m. news 
conference at San Francisco today. 

Reaction from front-office officials and coaches around 
the league was supportive of the Rozelle plan. 

Miami Dolphins coach Don Shula called the plan "a good 
start—something had to be done." Shula added, "I believe 
the players, in their own minds, also feel we have to do 
everything we possibly can do to restore public confidence 
and ensure our fans the players they are wiitching out there 
are drug free."

place that people go to and leave. They no tonger spemi hours 
traversing its length. 

And those who remember the way it used to be in the late 
*60s and 'TOs can't quite believe it's gone for good. 

"I don't even like to go down the Strip anymore," said 
Kitty Garemore, who as Miss Kitty kept the patrons of 
the Pastime in line for some 15 years. "It looks dull— it 
dow't look joHy like it used to.** 

Ken Ayers, who has managed to keep Ken's Tavern 
l^ing since its opening in 19^with the help in recent 
years of a loyal Greek crowd— feels much the same as his 
former neighbor. 

"Tennessee Street like it used to be is dead," he said. 
"The businesses have changed, things have diversified. 
I don't think we'll ever see it like that again." 

• • • 

No one factor is responsible for die death the Strip. 
Both city and university growth patterns have had a lot 
to do with it— they've grown in a linear fashkm, iNi^hing 
out from their middles in either direction. There is no 
central business district to confine the growth— malls, bm^ 
and pockets of development have sprung up all over town. 
As each new commercial drag gains prominence, an old 
one is abandoned. 
*Ab times have changed, so have the students. Twenty 
ymm ago, ttey ^stm to coll^ ftr cUS^i^ reasons. Some 
to avoid the draft, others to Iwn, ^11 others just to we 
what it was like. Few owned cars, and depended on 
businesses close to the university. They had time and 
money to spare, for pizza and beer and books and records. 
They were the beginning of the Baby Boom, and as they 
swept through Tallahassee, they brought with them a tide 
of change.

town alike, the Strip continued to attract local 
businesses— eager for a piece of the student dollar— until 
well into the '70s. The profits were steadier than the 
names, which changed on a regular hams: The Keg turned 
Ravenstreet and back into Hie Keg; Chanelo's Pizza 
opened The Great Escape downstairs (wJiere Poor Paul's 
is now); Tony's House of Hero's, The Master Chef, The 
Dobb's House and the Chicken Basket catered to student 
appetites. Cultural clashes were to be expected as war 
protestors rubbed elbows with truck drivers, fraternity 
brothers and rednecks. 

"We'd go into The Master Chef-which stayed open 24 
hours a day— after a night <tf drinking and run into the 
truck drivers." said Riek <Iohnson. 'They'd my stuff like 
*you old faggot, how'd you like one upside the head' or 
'can't tell the boys from the girls no more' and we'd finish 
eating then give 'em the finger and run out the door." 



You couldn't buy packaged Ivfmt in Tallahassee until 
1961. B^or# that, you had to (wniK- it frtm Mr. ^ow's 
liquor store in Perry and pick it up from the Chreyhound 
Station, C.O.D. You couldn't get whiskey on the rocks in 
a bar or hotel here until 1968, and that was only after a 
county referendum— spurred by some legislators' attempts 
to move the Capitol to Orlando, where the livin' was 
easier— made it legal. In its drinking habits, Tallahassee 
has always b^n a bit peculiar. 

Studento got their beer from gas station coolers- 
especially Mike's Tex&co on Tennessee and Macomb, 
which Mike Norman opened in 1954— not grocery stofes. 
Taverns opened up slowly on the Strip in the early 'SOs- 
two of the most notoble were the Pastime Tavern and 
Ken's Tavern. 

Jim Gregory opened the Pastime in 1962 and it soon 
became famous for catering to a varied clientele who 
shared nothing so much as their unquenchable thirst for 
beer. 

"At that time we were puaqiing out of nine tops," said 
Gregory. "They were hooked up in series to a total <rf26 
kegs in the cellar-we'd have popular beers like Busch 
hooked up to five at a time— so we'd never run out of beer." 

Flambeau general manager Rick Johnson remembers 
the crowds at the Pastime as a mixed bag. 

"They ranged from counterculture political types to 
garden variety barflies," said Johnson. "But it was a 
tolerant place. Fig^to were few-people pretty much 
minded their own business." 

In addition to an endless stream of beer, the Paatime 
had atmosphere with a capital A. And presiding over the 
standing-room-only crowd of tipplers was Miss IQtty, who 
ruled the tavern with a gloved fist. 

"We didn't cater to no certain types or no certain colors," 
die said. "Everybody behaved pretty well— if they didn't 
Fd knock the heck out of em if I could." 

Tliough she kept peace mostly through sheer presence, 
oeeafiionally Miss Kitty had to resort to Wuntness. 

"They knew that Fd say imything I wanted imd I always 
have," she said. "Fd hate to see when girls would C(Hne 
in here to have a few drinks and have fun, and some guy 
would start giving them a hard time," she said. "God I'd 
jump on 'im like a hen on a June bug. And I did hit a guy 
one time with a mop." 

Ken Ayers opened Ken's Tavern in 1966. He recalls 
Temiesa^ l^reet as one hopping avenue. 

"Tlie Strip was a real busy plsw*," said Ayers. "AH the 
traffic went by here, both cars ami walking. Uym wanted 
to girl watch or hoy wateh, you Just had to walk along the 
Strip. The Keg around the comer had cheap beer, low 
overhead and was doing a real good business. And there 
was the Pastime, but the field for college business was 
wide open.**

Much of the Strip's development is difficult to 
chronicle aa:urately— some of the most important 
bi^neaBes wm started b^ peq)le w}k» have since left town 
or filed for bankru|^, never to be }»ard from again. The 
property on the four-block center of the Strip is divide 
into countless smaller parcels, each with a different owner. 
J.E. and Mabel Peavy have owned the block between 
Dewey and Raven for 25 years, though, and in that time 
have seen a central block of the Strip weather its ups and 
downs. 

"What drew kids to the Strip was food and 
entertainment and variety," remembers Mabel. "At that 
time there were no malls and no Musical Moon and no 
need for them." 

She remembers when one of the Strip's most successful 
spots opened up, and introduced a whole new style of 
dining to Tallahassee. 

"The Subway was the first to bring pizza, quiche and 
salad bars to that area," said Peavy. "They were some of 
the leaders in new ideas and ways of decorating. We 
Souti^mers didn't know much about quiche and frozen 
drinks. But that's what kids went for— it was a meeting 
place, a gathering place. It was homey." 

The Subway, which opened on the comer of Tennessee 
and Dewey in 1974, had a lot going for it: innovative decor 
modeled after a real subway station, foods designed with 
the student market in mind, and young waiters and 
waitresses who dressed in blue denim and sat down to take 
yomr order. 

Coop Books and Rec(»rds opened the same year, offering 
an alternative to both local and school-run stores with a 
cutting edge selection of i^^erbacks, magazines and 
music. FSU political science professor Gil Abcarian-one 

of its founding members who served as faculty advisor- 
remembers the "liberal left-wing bookstore" as a place 
that carried "everything from Marxism to touchy-feely 
feminist literature with perhaps anarchism in between." 

Next door was Beertown, a converted Shell station that 
offered cold beer to go, hot popcorn, pickled eggs and 
pigsfeet, and plenty of seedy ambience. It cropped up in 
a Persian Gulf song <rftl» same nan^, and frequently in 
Flambeau cartoonist Bill Otarsen's strip "Mr. Stupid." 

Tom Schmick, an FSU grad student in nuclear physks, 
opened Tommy's Deep South Music Hall in 1974. A 
musician himself, Schmick showcased local bands and 
later brought in national musicians like Iggy Pop, Joan 
Jett, Steel Pulse, the Fleshtones and the Psychedelic Furs. 
He also regularly turned the bar over to a variety of groups 
for benefite, keeping the bar take but letting them have 
the door. ^ Smith opened Pbor Paul's Pourhouse- 
which has rtnuuned one of the Strip's mainstays-the 
same year in the back of what was Chanelo's Pizza. But 
first he had to scrape The Great Escape's multi-colored 
shag carpet and mirror tiles off the walls, &mai said Five 
years.later he opened Bullwinkle's Saloon in the building 



next door, with an eye toward improving the quality of 
at least one Strip bar. 

"In the hippie days, when a table broke you tlurew it in 
the comer," said Smith. "And when a chair broke you 
threw it on top. Thirt was the way things were."

The '80s have seen the Strip decline in bits and pieces. 
Jerry's Restaurant closed for good this April because of 
"declining sales." Tommy's was taken over by an 
appliance store, shiny washing machines and TVs sitting 
where Iggy Pop and the Fleshtones onc^ performed. Coop 
Books and Rea>rds is gone for good, as is the short-lived 
Lucky H(Mrseshoe bar. Randy's Campus Theatre, a sleazy 
little adult theatre known for concession items like dill 
pickles on ice, cl(^ed down. The Pastime moved to Tharpe 
Street, where it's flourished since the move. 

And then the chains came. 

First Wendy's, then Rax, then Hardee's. McDonald's has 
tried to buy a piece of the Strip, but hasn't managed to 
get any closer than ^ West Tennessee location. 
Convenience store chains sprang up, as did iha copy shops. 
And it was happening all over the nation. 

"The franchising movement has been underway in a 
major way since the '50s but it didn't really catoh on here 
till a bit later," said FSU sociology professor Scott Ford. 
"This kind of extra-communal control of economic 
ventures— restaurants, copy services, motels and even 
hospitals— has been going on for some time. Many local 
businesses are under-capitalized to begin with. The chains 
have the advantage of being part of a franchise, which 
provides advertising and name recognition." 

And the Strip's ^tral location—which Miginally 
contributed to its afq|)^— e^mtually had RHNre than 
little to do with its demise. 

"Tenness^ Street is not only unattractive it's dangerous 
because of its thin sidewalks," said FSU professor of Urban 
Planning Charles Connerly. "It's the only east/west street 
that cuts through the entire town and students don't really 
want to cross it." 

Unbounded by any central business district or contained 
uniwrsity conimunity to curtail its growth, the Strip has 
fallen prey to what ultimately dooms all similar 
commercial stretehes: the passage of time, a changing 
popul8K% and the fickle nature of p-owth itself. 



"I think there'll be as much change on the Strip in the 
next ten years as there was in the past ten years," said 
Bullwinkle's Smith. "Times change, the atmosphere at 
college campuses change, and the amount of time people 
want to spend hanging out and drinking changes. Places 
can't stey open and popular forever unless they're flexible 
to evolve." 

And certainly a lot has changed sintje the Strip's heyday: 
the drinking age went from 18 to 21 and students became 
more mobile and less dependent on businesses within 
walking distance. And when they want to unwind, today's 
up-and-coming student consume with money to spare are 
more likely to seek out glitzier nightspots, like Bennigan's 
and Studebaker's. Some Strip businesses seem to have 
taken the signals to heart: Steve's Ice Cream, though part 
^ a fr^chise operation, put a small park/sitting area in 
front of its store. The Flamingo Cafe caters to a more 
ui»cale chentde than its predecessors ever dreamed of and 
Grand Finale's |ffides itself on saving up healthy fare like 
fresh seafood and vegetables. 

But locals who lament the passing of a great social scene 
say the new businesses can't recairtiB* the camaraderie 
of the early Strip. It may have been seedy and smalltown 
and unsophisticated, they say, but it was something to see. 

"The Pastime would get so crowded people couldn't even 
get through the door," saii Miss Kitty. "And if I could 
go back l^f now, I would. I miss all the regulars and 
the gossip. It just never seemed like working. 
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Who's zoomin' who? 

About 250 years ago, a notorious rabble rouser and rebel fled 
to these shores a half-step ahead of a hangman's noose. He was 
welcomed and became a leading influence behind the revolution 
that created the United States. He was Thomas Paine. In those 
<kiys Americans pri^ their freedoms and were generous in 
shmriAg them. 

About two years ago, another rebel, this one native born, 
returned after years as an expatriate. Her ideas are somewhat less 
radical than those of Thomas Paine— she never actively tried to 
foment a revolution against this government. 

Her name is Margaret Randall and she has been the target of 
vicious red-baiting 1^ the Immigratkm emi Nat\;Qralizatfon Service. 
ISiough her case has won the support of others of her stature-^ 
Norman Mailer, Grace Paley and Alic» Walker, to name a few--it 
has attracted little public attention. These days, freedom ^ems 
a carnival attraction, a good show on a long w^ken4 ^t a pale 
shadow of the ideal for which generations of Americans have 
fought. 

For 23 years Randall— a renowned poet, photographer, teacher 
and author— lived in Latin America, primarily in Mexico, Cuba 
and Nicaragua. She was bom in the U.S., but Randall relinquish^ 
her citizeimhip in 1967 in order to obtain a higher {mying in 
Mexico. In 1984, however, she decided to return home to America 
m she could be near her elderly parents. When she visited 
Tallahass^ last Noveml^r, ^d the one thing she wished for, 
tmm than anything, was to live out the rest of her life in peace 
at her Albuquerque, New Mexico home. But the INS is cbtermined 
to make that wish a difficult om to fulfill. 

Randall was ordered to leave the country last October. She 
refused and the INS ihen bepm depcnrtation proceedings. In Mardi, 
Randall appeared at a court hearing only to be grilled about her 
**communist" tendencies. To prove its point, the prosecution went 
as far as to accuse Randall of having "an encounter" with a Latin 
American poet whose works appeared in what was considerml a 
Marxist publication. Never mind that the poet, Ruben Dario, has 
b^n dead for over 100 years. Randall says of her INS inquisitors: 
'They made me out to be someime incapable (Gloving her country, 
even toving her own children.*' 

The INS blames Randall for her alle^d determination to "spread 
intematicmal communism." So what? Since when are U.S. citizens 
ini^pable of accepting or rejecting ideas freely expressed? Since 
when are our institutions so fragile that ^ least word from a 
single woman threatens to shake them into ruUble? 

Ilie only reasonable basis for excluding any person fr(»n the U.S. 
w pmoioi criminal acts. Randall has committed no crime, broken 
no law. She has simply chosen to speak h^ mind. Her works have 
voiced ideas the Reagan administration obviously does mst care for. 

In Viet Nam, oiu* government ^d it had to destroy villages to 
save the country from communism. Will we destroy personal liberty 
to save America?

No win situation

In spite of the obscenity of apartheid, one mu^ 
piously consider the dangerous results of a 
collapse of South Mrican society. 

Zambia is plagued, by a permanent recession 
and depends heavily on imports through and 
from South Africa. Botswana and Swaziland 
depend on Pretoria for their oil. Several of these 
countries have exported workers to South Africa, 
and their return— either through deportation by 
the present government, or— if it col lapsed- 
through the resentment of the native black 
p(qpulation~would lead to major economic 
setbacks and probably ruin Lesotho, whose 
140,000 labmrs inking in South Africa send 
back their salaries which amount to more than 
the country's gross national product. 

If South Africa were to collapse, the U.S. and 
other Western countries would have to pump 
large sums into the economies of Botswana, 
Swaziland, Z^ambia, Lesotho and even Zimbabwe. 

It is clear that the western economies could 
afford to help these countries, but it is equally 
clear that they are not willing to do so, including 
the U.S. and England.' 



This leaves three alternatives: a) Either 
Pretoria changes its structure as rapidly as 
possible and remains stable, or b) South Africa 
collapses and the subsequent difficulties lead to 
extreme hardship and unrest in the i^i^bcnring 
nations, or c> the western nations aiwl the 
communist block iiKluding China help the 
strapped nations massively. 

Of tiieae alternatives the first is (Hsviously the 
most (ksirable and would require a revmnping 
of the South African constitution, and most 
importantly a change in the attitude of whites 
regarding blacks. How long that takes should be 
clear to anyone who has studied dese^egation, 
and a change of heart in the white population of 
the U.S. which to this day still harbors racial 
prejudice.

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Student privacy measure pits 
press against college officials

Which IS more important: a student's 
right to privacy or the public's right to 
have access to important infmmation? 

The U.S. Congre^ gave its answer to 
that question in 1974 when it passed 
Buckley Amendment— a law designed to 
protect the confidentiality of student 
records in schools that receive federal 
funds. The act forbids school officials from 
divulging anything but directory 
information about individual students to 
outeMe partis without written consent 
from the ^dent involved. 

Hm Btti^l^ Amendment came into 
being after a series of well-publiciz^ 
events in which schools leaked personal 
records to various agencies unbeknownst 
to students. Psychological profiles, 
personality ratings and disciplinary 
reports were just some of the items 
released to organizations like the CIA, the 
Selective Service, local police departments 
and credit bureaus. Thanks to the 
measure, only stuctents and parents of 
unteage pupils can gain access t6 
personal files. 

"We cannot discl(^ anythii^ about a 
student except his class, major, name, 
address and phone number," said Bill 
Norwood, Florida State University 
Director of Academic Information 
Services. "We don't even give out social 
security numbers." 

Though the Buckley Amendment 
9ff&m to be a godsend for students, 
mewb&rs ot ths mll^e ptem claim that 
university (rfUdals have mrerinterfo'eted 
the law to mean that all student 
information should be kept secret. Instead 
of protecting students' private records, 
they say the Buckley Amendment is used 
by university administrators to avoid 
answering difficult questions and 
sometimes to cover up information that 
might generate negative publicity. 

"I think Oie Buckley Amendment is 
invoked by iMhninistratMrs wl^n they 
want to do^ the press,*' said Joshua 
Weinstein, Editw of the Independent 
Florida Alligator, a daily tabloid serving 
the University of Florida. "We always get 
our stories, but it makes it terrifically 
inconvenient and sometimes ruins an 
article." 

Florida Flambeau General Manager 
lUck Johnson said administrators intent- 
imaXiy misuse the law to keep damaging 
stories out oi the pr^a, 

" Whenev^ umvowity (rfSdals want to 
avoid Mnteu-asnng {wblicity, they invoke 
the Buckley Anwn^ent— whether its use 
is l^tinu^ car not," Johnson said. 'It has 
simply become a way for the university 
to evade Florida's Sunshine laws." 

However, Florida State University Vice 
President for Public Affairs Pat Hogan 
said that his office has always had a good 
relationship with the press. Hogan asserts 
that he has never heard anyone claim 
that college administrators hide behind 
tlw BvMey AmmAmmt. 

*'We have a pretty gtiod under^aiMling 
with the media," Hogan said. "We've 
never had anyone make the allegation 
that we're using the law as a shield." 

Like Weinstein, Frank Steele, 
Managing Editor of the Red and Black, 
an independent newspaper at the 
University of Georgia, said the Buckley 
A|[^ndmeQt hurt his paper's coverage of 
«Apus^ehto. Steele said the measure 
pig^ampmui^e pap^'sal4Ut^ to r^pcft ,

events of Georgia's active fraternity 
scene. 

"Our fraternities are always being 
iHTOUght up on charges by the student 
judiciary, but because of the Buckley 
AmendoMirt our university officials are 
very closed-mouthed," Steele said. "We 
have to get son^cme tmtmAt of Unjudicial 
system to talk in order to get the story." 

Steele cited a recent hazing incident at 
UG as evidence of the Buckley 
Amendment's effect on the press. 
According to Steele, a Georgia student 
was coated with lead-based yellow paint 
at a fraternity event and, when the paint 
wouldn't wash off, he had to be taken to 
ttie emergency room to have it removed. 

l%e JM ^ B^ft was tipped off to the 
rtory, but univmity dlleiids wouldn't 
comment because a stucbnt was involved, 
Steele said. 

"The Buckley Amendment changes our 
coverage because people invoke it and 
keep stories from getting the proper play 
in the paper," Steele said. "We get a lot 
of "no comments" and every once in a 
while someone will tell us something 
without using names." 

Johnson remembered an incident at 
PSU in which the privacy law threw a 
monkeywrench into a Flamheau article. 

"There was a fraternity gang rape case 
in the early 'SOs and tte university i^lused 
to release the name of the fraternity 
because of the Buckley Amendment," 
Johnson said. "A fraternity's name is 
clearly not covered by the law." 

FSU Vice President for Student Affairs 
Bob Leach said the Buckley Amendment 
may hurt the press, but the university is 
more concerned with the privacy of its 
students. 

"We feel strongly about protecting our 
students' rights . . . we'd rath^ err on ihe 
side of studente' privacy," Le»!h said. 
"There are times when pressure comes 
from the press to release information, but 
the Buckley Amendment gives us latitude

The Buckley Amendment 
and Police Records 

Tliough the measure covers all of the 
nation's public universities, it is 
implemented dWeraitly In individual 

states For example, state legislatures in 
California and Florida have dissimilar 
interpretations of the Buckley 
Amendment's affect on the rel^ise <rf 
student police reports. 

In California, state law requires that all 
arrests of university students be made 
pubUc. 

"If a stiMlent is arrested and charged 
with a crime, we will releam ihs name of 
that student," said John MacPherson, 
Chief of University Police at the 
University of California Santa Barbara. 
"That mformation, under California law, 
is public record." 

In contrast, Florida's state university 
police departments do not give out 
information on student arrests. Florida 
statirte 228.093 bans the release of 
**records (directly relate to pupils and 
students) of law enforcement units of the 
institution which are nmirtaii^ solely 
for law enforcement |HigposM. . . 



FSU Police spokesman Lt. Jack 
Handley said that no matter what the 
mnw, his <rfRce (kiem't disclose any police 
information about individual students. 

"If we arrest a student, we will not 
release that student's name to the press," 
Handley said. "But once it gets to the 
Leon County Jail, it becomes public record 
and county officials will release the 
name." 

Florida A&M University Police 
Investigator Glen Wade said his 
Apartment has the same policy. 

"If a student is arrested, we couldn't 
give out his name," Wade said. "We don't 
provide the information because of advice 
from our attorney." 

The Alligator's Weinstein believes 
university police departments should be 
forced to divulge information on student 
arrests. He believes that Florida's 
Sunshine laws, which require that all 
^^im^nt m^tii^ and records be open 
to the public, cover univmity police 
records. 

"University police keep their records 
closed on things that should be made 
public," Weinstein said. "Official police 
reports, according to the Sunshine laws, 
should be open, but the police say that 
since the person involved was a student 
they can't release the information."

Mark Goodman, Executive Director of 
the Washington-based Student Press Law 
Center, an organization that is currently 
involved in a research project on the 
Buckley Amendment, agrees that the law 
shouldn't be invoked in police arrests. 

"I don't think the Buckley Amendment 
covers ui^versity police actions until 
something is put into t}m stuctent's file," 
Goodman said. "Police reports are 
definitely not protected by the Buckley 
Amendment." 

FSU Attorney Gerald Jaski disagrees. 
He says that Florida's statute correctly 
interprets the Buckley Amendment. 

"The Florida state statute is very 
similar to the "Buckley Amendment," 
Jaski said. ''The university police 
department's interpretation tries to 
insure the privacy of the students." 

Whether or not the release of 
information on student police arrests 
comes under the Buckley Amendment, 
Goodman said university ofH^cials dten go 
too far in applying the law. 

"In one incident I dealt with, a student 
reporter asked his university's police 
department about how many traffic 
tickets it had given out," he said. "But, 
the police department wouldn't disclose 
the information because they said it was 
uader the Buckley Amendment."

In addition to police arrest reports, the 
Buckley Amendment holds university 
administrators responsible for keeping 
grade and medical reports confidential. 
Since parents are only authorized to see 
files of students who are under 18, a 
problem arises when officials stop parents 
from examining Jr.'s records, according to 
FSU Registrar Max Carraway. 

"The only problem we've had is if a 
parent requests student information and 
we can't give it to him," Carraway said. 
"Normally, when a parent calls, we rrfer 
him to his legislator. We didn't pass this 



bill, Congress did." 

FSU Director of Health Services Scott 
Kent said student medical records, like 
grade reports, are tight as a drum. 

*'We vM. not nkmrn a alu<teit's nwdteal 
record to his or her parents unle^ that 
student is un<tor 18," he said. "Some of 
the parents can't understand this since 
they're paying the bills." 

Though the Buckley Amendment's 
provisions appear solid, not all parents 
are shut out of their child's files. Even 
with the law, Carraway said, parents can 
secure access to student records by 
proving to the FSU adminii^ation a ^n 
or daughter's financial dependency. 

"If the mother or father straws that the 
student is a dependent, then we can 
release information," Carraway said. 

The Buckley Amendment may swear 
university officials to secrecy, but FSU 
Dean of Students Jim Hayes said a 
dilemma occurs when a student is in an 
emergency situation. Hayes feels that 
parents should be iitformed if their 
children are in trouble because students' 
safety takes pr^edence over personal 
privacy. 

"We have*judgment calls occasionally, 
but if a person's safety is in danger, you 
have to stick your neck out," Hayes said. 
"If somebody's trying to hurt themselves 
or others, we in student affairs feel we 
should inform the parents." 

UC Santa Barbara Dean of Students 
Leslie Lawson agreed with Hayes' 
assessment. 

"The Buckley Amendment is helpful 
exc^t in cases of emergency where a 
parent needs information on a child," 
Lawson said. "Then, you have to make a 
judgment call." 

Goodman said that the law has many 
gray areas that force administrators into 
tough decisions. He hopes that the 
Student Press Law Center's investigation 
into the Buckley Amendment will help 
clear up the guidelines of the measure. 

"As it stands now, you can't define the 
Buckley Amendment," Goodman said. 
"We're working on research this summer 
to better d^me exactly what the Buckley 
Amendment covers."

Also Wednesday, a Talla- 
hassee Republican who 
failed in effort to qualify 
for the Congressional race d u ^ 

by petition criticized the Barbara GreadingtOi 

state's requirement that Congressional candidates pay 
a $3,755 qualifying fee. 

Barbara C^adington, 46, pledged Monday to wwk for 
i^eased fetoal support for financial aid programs, 
^gher enforcement erf* environmental regulations and 
greater federal attention to the in^asii^; 4r\ig- 
smuggling problem on the North Florida coast. Increased 
federal support for local programs for young people, 
Greadington said, would also help combat crime. 

Greadington criticized the Gramm Rudman-HoUings 
budget deficit reduction act and said she had "questions" 
about President Reagan's foreign and military policy. 

"We would serve our country better by seeking to work 
with oUier governments toward peaceful resolution of 
p^oUeoM— many of them social," she said. 

GreiAington has earaed four degrees and taught at 
Miami-Dade Community College and ^ Univermty of 
Miami. She moved to Tallahassee in 1979 when Gov. Bob 
Graham appointed her to the nine-member Florida 
Parole Commission. She quit that post earlier this year 
to run for Fuqua's seat and has campaigned in each of 
the district's 25 counties since then, she said. 



Greadii^ton said her campaign would probably need 
$200,000 to win the race. I^e said ^ does n<^ know 
how much money her camimign has raised so far. 

Greadington declined to speculate on how being the 
only woman and only black in the race would affect her 
chances. "I'm running just like any other candidate— as 
a person," she said. 

Greadington joined four other Democratic 
candidates— Madison state Sen. Bill Grant, former 
Jackson County Commissioner Ernie Padgett of 
Marianna, University of Florida energy coordinator 
Mario Rivera <rf Bronson, and former Lake City state 
legislator Bete Iftinim— w1m> all quaU^ Monday, in the 
race. The five will meet in the Sept. 2 Democratic 
primary. 

Rep. Fuqua, D-Altha, has represented North Florida 
in Congress since 1962. His district runs from Marianna 
in the west to just east of Jacksonville in the east. 

Meanwhile, Dennis Prescott, a former teacher at 
Rickards High School, said Wednesday he had to pull 
out ^ the race because he was unable to gather the 
petition signatures required of candidates who wanted 
to avoid paying the qualifying fee. Prescott had hoped 
to be the lone Republican candidate in the race. 

State law requires Congressional candidates who want 
to avoid paying the qualifying fee to gather the 
signatures of three percent of the number of registered 
voters who voted in the prior general election in each 
of the counties in the Congressional district, according 
to state Division of Elections chief Dorothy Glisson. 

Prescott said he now realizes it would cost almost as 
much as the qualifying fee to actually go from county 
to cranty to collect enough signatures. 

"It seenw like the p^ple with money in this country 
want to keep control of the government," he said. "It*s 
to stop the poor people from running." 

Prescott said he still hopes to run for the seat in 1988.

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Construction projects underway

Within the next year constnietion will begin on a new 

Student Recreation Center that will offer all these things 

and more-and that's just the latest in a series of 

construction projets .that make FSU a campus in 

transition. 

With money already approved by the legislature, 
according to Dr. fttbert Kimmel, Associate Vice Presi- 
dent nS. I^^ent Affam, an ardiit^ for the ^t^t 
Recreation Cento* prpprt could be hired as Mrly as next 
fall. The i»w facility will be located somewhere near the 
TuUy Gym area and will provide approximately 100,000 
square feet of recreational space use for the students at 
FSU. The new center will contain several basketball and 
multipurpose courts, indoor racquetball courts, a£ltaess 
center and an indoor aquatic center. 

After having toured the recreational facilities at the 
University of Alabama, Auburn, Georgia Tech, Emory, 
ami tiie University of Florida, Kimmel says he saw the 
need for a recreational ft^lity for tlw studente at FSU. 

"We do not have decent facile at ^ tia»,** Kinund 
said. "With physical education classes being held in 
Tully Gym and the increased importance of Women's 
Athletics, the students got what was left of Tully. This 
juncture is of the highest priority for the students." 

The original plan 15 years ago was that the University 
of South Florida, the University of Florida and FSU 
would receive funds to build student recreation centers. 
At the XxBm FSU and FAMU invested the money frem 
the Ci^tal Impromneirt TVurtfund in the Leon Cmmty 
Civic Center m exchange for sevwal free use days at the 
Center. 

The tentetive completion date for the new Stwtent 
Recreation Center is late 19^^ early 1990, depending 

on the start-up date. 

Although construction on the new recreation center is 
not scheduled to begin for some time, there is still plenty 
of construction activity going on around FSU's campus. 
Continuing construction includes the Union Renovation 
and EbqMUMion Project, which began on August 15, 1985. 
Befbre the $8,834,913 project is complete the Davis, 



Activities, and bookstore buildings will be extensively 
renovated. ITie new facility will contain office space for 
Stuftent Government and the Union Administration. 
Iliere will atoo be a new multi-level bookstore, which 
wiU be a comknnatto <^ ^ cuTMnt bodbstore and Uiwm 
Store The ttrnX pmnt of the third fki^ will be the Mw 
Student Govemmoat Senate chambers. After^e miyor 
work is complete on the Union, new money wiU be 
allocate to renovate the post office and copy cent«r. 

According to project mraager Schanb»:her, tiie 
r^Mwration of the Saga dining facility and kitchen shmdd 
be cooqjlete by August of 1986. All the steel framework 
that is visible now, including the wing that is to be built 
near the Business School, should be complete by fall. 
When the project is complete, Saga food services will 
offer an expanded ltM>ard plan as well as a renovated cash 
plan. 

Barbara L. Johnson, Director of Business Services, 
^scrtb^ tte new dining facilities as a "Food Cottt" 
nmilar to the one in Governor's Square Mall. The 
Outpost, Streak, and the Downunder club and dimng 
facilities will be combined to provide service to a larger 
number of students she said. Weekend entertainment 
will continue in the new dining facility, which will be 
called the Pub. The target date set for completion of the 
newly expanded Union complex is January 1988. 

Across the street fit)m the Union Prcvjert, a nwr Science 
Center Library is being built. The new library will be 
a four story, brick-faced structure located just east of the 
Chemistry Building. The top floor will house the Super 
Computer Computations Research Institute. The original 
plans called for only three stories, but an additional 
$1,000,000 was allocated for the construction of a fourth 
floor to accomodate the Institute. As of yet, no specific 
plans have develqa^ for the utilization of the fourth 
floor. A vintii^ rmarch d!ice suite will be located in 
the east end ^ the ^und floor. 'nie^354,CKK) library 
is exp^^ to be sulmtantially comply by May 1987. 

Also under construction is the FSU/FAMU 
Ekigineering Facility. This $14,003,644 project is located 
between the FSU golf course and Innovation Park with 
access via Levy Street and Alumni Village. Construction 
on the facility began the first week of June and the 
project completion date is October of 1987.

AIDS: What ypu don't know ca/7 hurt you

Bill was worried when the AH!^ antibody t^ dMrtred 
he had definitely been exposed to tte potentially fatal 
virus. It wasn't just his health that worried him. He 
feared he might lose his job if his boss found out. Bill, 
with no close family nearby to Auce the news, never felt 
more alone. 

The sense of isolation of those who have been exposed 
to AJJM is not unique to Bill, who asked his real name 
not be for this story. 
In fact, fat ^mm only willing 
to talk to the Flamheau 
over the phone and would 
not divulge his age, place 
of work or anything so 
personal that it might 
reveal his real identify. 

Luckily for Bill, though, 
he wasn't too afraid to 
contact a Tallahassee 
AIDS support group. 
Tbm, mM, ht found 
support and information 
that has helped him get 
over the frequent 
depression he suffered 
after learning of his Cl||it KSnnOdy 
exposure to AIDS. 

The organizers of the group— Chet Kennedy and Frank 
Hargadon— would like to help more people like Bill but 
said tte tmmm fewer than a dozen people have contacted 
them un^ they began in FcMniy is fear. 

^Ptepte mfr^ik^aed, "saU Hargulon, a local akt^l 
and ^hiig ecwmlor. "I Uiii^^^^^ are afraid of being 




identified to others." 

AIDS— acquired immune deficiency syndrome— is a fatal 
disease that weakens the body's immune system making 
it more sus^^i^to to infections. 

The Centers of Disesuse Cmrtr^ in Mlai^ report 11 
cases of AIDS in Leon County since th^ began counting 
in 1981. Tallaha^e Memorial Regional Medical Center 
has treated 27 persons with AIDS, said Hargadon. 

According to Gloria Guimaraes, of Leon County's 
Public Health Department, who coordinates one of the 
state's many AIDS antibody test sites, there have been 
almost 30 people, out of the 200 tested in the past year, 
who tested positive as having been exposed to the virus 
that causes AIDS. 

But GuimarM Mai she thinks there are more. 

"I don't think we see the number i^pec^le we should," 
said Guimaraes. "I think there's a lot (rf'feM- with testing. 
Fear of coming out, fear of being seea^iuul fear of what 
the test results are going to say." 

Public health officials hope education about AIDS will 
combat the spread of the disease since a vaccine and cure 
are still probably long way off. This education is aimed 
Wk members of the high risk groups— homosexuals and 
drug users— telling them ways to avoid contracting or 
spreading the disease and, once exposed, how best to 
avoid comuqt dbwa with fuU-blown AII^. 

Bill, for example, learned thrcn;^ his mitact with the 
support groiy» that he may never come down with the 
disease if he exercises regularly, takes vitamins and 
avoids heavy alcohol and drug use. He hopes this healthy 
lifestyle will protect him until a cure is found. 

He also learned to curtail his practice of casual sex and 
when he does he practices safe sex— wearing condoms

and not sharing bodily fluids. 

But the fear seems only to be increasing despite the 
complete anonymity and confidentiality assured in 
educational programs. It's no surprise, said Kennedy and 
Hargadon, in light of the recent decisions from 
Washington that discriminate against hcunosexuals. 

the Justice Department re<»ntly decision that 
emplo3«rs can fire those with .Ml^ if they fear the 
disease will spread to other employee. The ruling came 
despite public health officials repeated assertions that 
AIDS is only transmittable through intimate sexual 
contact and the sharing of IV needles,and that it is not 
transmittable in the average workplace. 

The Supreme Court's recent sodomy ruling against a 
homosexual who felt the Georgia anti-sodomy rule 
violated his privacy gave many gays a sense of 
apprehension. 

*'0i^ wmate homosexuals are more aware than ever 
of how the population views tiMi as outsiders," said 
Kennedy, faculty/staff sponscnr of ^ ¥BV Gay/Lei^ian 
Support Services. "This is going to make it more difficult 
for people to identify themselvei as i^ve gay people 
want to be tested." 

This difficulty will also spread to the people who are 
not gay and need to be tested, said Hargadon. Some 
people who have contracted the disease because of drug 
use are reluctant to come forth to be tested, because they 
are afraid of being labeled a homosexual 

Both mm »M ^e most ironk thing about this curreot 
homc^ohic wave across the ceuntey is that as it pushes 
AIDS ^^^^^r^^ it also increases its sfateeA. AM as 
U.S. scientists found out at a recent international 
confmni^ in Paris, France, ^e qnfMiding disease will 
imnreasingly inf^ heterosexuals. 

Maybe then, said Hargadon, the disea^ will be taken 
more seriously. 

"These attitudes will change when it really beings to 
spread to the heterosexual population, "said Hargadon. 
"And it is doing it even as we speak."

She was the fourth of 13 chiMren bom to a poor family 
in Btrmuigham, Alabama. Her mother worked m a mmd 
and her father was a coal minor. 

But Tallahassee City Commissioner Dorothy Inman sud 
it was her interest in drawing that made all the difference. 

"When my other brothers and sisters were out playing, 
I was content to be by myself and draw," she said. "I used 
to get a lot of spankings for using that fat chalk 1 would 
find outside and write on our screen door.** 

Even though she was the valedictorian of her high school 
clajBS and received several awards fitMr her drawing, Irnnan 
said she never exp^^ to be al^ to go to co^e. fatto 
was disabled in a mining accident, and the responsibility of 



caring for the children fell squarely on her mother's 
shoulders. 

"It nev&t occurred to me that if you were as poor as we 
were, the opportunity was there to go to college,*' she said. 
**And my family didn't have any money to help out.** 

But two of her high school t^cho^ ctecided that she shcMtkl 
receive higher education, and arranged fcnr Inman to take 
collie entrance exams. She scored high enou^ to be offered 
four-year scholarships from three black universities. Her 
family decided she should go to Clark University in Atlanta 
because it was closest to Birmingham. 

Working as a housekeeper to make extra money, she 
graduated from Clark in 1968 with a major in art and a minor

in education. 

Her desire to see more of the world prompted her to take 
her first job in San Diego teaching Mexican-American 
children. After living in several large cities, she decided to 
move to Tallahassee in 1971. U was here she^st decided 
to take a stab at politics. 

"I had worked on all of these citizen's advisory committees 
for the Leon County School System," Inman said. "It got 
to the point where it seemed that all these recommendations 
that were going back to the school board were being ignored. 
Hiey would pat you on the back sLnd say, "These are good 
suggestions/ and 1^ they would file them away son^place. 
It seemed like the only way to affect change— to get things 
done— was to become a part of the system that made the 
change." 

Inman ran for a seat on the Leon County School Board 
in 1984, but was narrowly defeated. She said being a black 
woman made the community as a whole judge her more 
harshly than other candidates. 

'The fact that i was black and that I was a woman made 
people perceive me as less qualified," she said. "Basically, 
I had to prove that 1 could do the job as well as a white male 
could. The sanie thing happ^ts in blacks in the business 
world. They assume you <lon*t until you prove you do, 
instead of assuming you are qualified until you prove 
otherwise." 

Inman wrote the original paper for the NAACP protesting 
Leon County's at-large electoral system because it prevented 
blacks from being elected. 

"I've heard people get up and say that there was no need 
for single-member districts in the county because if a 
qualified black candidate ran, he would be elected," she said. 
•*It is insulting to me that they should say that. There have 
been qualifi^ black cancUctates who have work^ just as hard 
as white candidates, and none of them were successful in 
getting elected county-wide.'V 

She said things would probably change now that the 
NAACP lawsuit accusing Leon County's at-large electoral 
system of being unconstitutional. It has since been changed 
to a single-member system. 

"It will make a change if the other commissioners view 
the black commissioner who is elected as a voice of the people 
in that district and a viewpoint that they have not had access 
to before, and not just another vote." 

Inman was elected to the city commission this February 
after having served for four moirths as an interim 
commissioner in 1984 following Jamfs Ford's resignation. 

She said at first she was afraid the job would be difficuU 
because she was eq)ected to take over wittout an^ orb-ti^ 
job training. 

1 found all that you had to do was be serious about what 
you were here for," she said. "You had to be willing to put 
in the time in the evenings and on the weekends really 
studying the issues that were coming up in the city 
commission meetings— asking the questions in adyance and 
looking for the answers."

One of her main concerns since joining the commission 
is the problems facing the city's bus %rv^. 

Inman said numerous calls from the community saying 
recent fee hikes for Dial-A-Ride would put the service out 
of financial reach for handicapped citizens, inman 
immediately took up the issue. 

"We have a staff that does this kind of research for the 
commissMm^'^^sakl. "But if you have questions about 
s(Mnething, a lot of the time you OMke tiM arils and ask the 
questions j^wsclf.** 

Another priority for Inman Ims minority 
businesses. 

"A lot of businesses, because of our society, have been 
locked out ot participation in the system," she said. "These 
programs help to bring minority businesses into the 
mainstream and help them to gain their independence." 

Although some might argue these programs are obsolete, 
Inman said these and other programs to aid minorities are 
importiM ^^^M ^ local govmnmits. 

"Many of these programs aic '$m emmm talo their ovm,*' 
she said. "Th^ permit those who have become depentett 
on the system to become self-suppcxtivf contributors 
in their own right."

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Colleges join in new school

The construction for the new Florida 
A&M University/Florida State University 
Engineering building is underway and 
the project is drawing rave reviews from 
all sides. 

The building— to be located next to 
Innovation Park—is slat^ to open in the 
lining ^ 1988, and will r^uce many of 
the transportation problems currently 
facing the facilities by reduci^ the 
constant travel between the two 
campuses. It may also help centralis the 
engineering program as a whole, 

"I thinic it's wonderful in many 
aspects," said Patricia McFall, a planning 
and budget specialist with the 
FAMU/F3U College of Engineering. "For 
one thing, it will ensure that we won't 
have to teavel ^arly as fm* and it will 
make things miK^ more convenient." 

FSU and FAMU both have three 
engineering buildings and the deans float 
between the two campuses administering 
the joint courses, said McFall. 

Roosevelt Scott, assistant dean of the 
engineering college, has similar feelings 
towards the project. 

"This will give us much more 
visibility,*' said Scott. "Currently I am 
working at FMIU on Mondays and 
Tuesdays and I at FSU cm Thivsdays 
and Fri^ys. This new facility will 
condense everything into a single 
location." 

The new facility will definitely boost 



enrollment which has been increasing 
since the college was initiate in 1982, 
said Scott. 

"Our enrollment has been growing 
steadily," he said. "Last spring we had a 
total of 721 enrolled and I expect that this 
upward trend will continue for the next 
five to ten years." 

The college is currently being 
considered for accreditation by the 
Accreditation Board for Engimering and 
Technology— a private organization 
sponsored by the nation's engineering 
societies which sanctions engineering 
schools throughout the country— and 
according to Scott, the new building 
project makes their chances extemely 
good. 

committee (ABET) was hm 
recently ai^ ihey are meeting in New 
York this week," he said. "We should get 
a reply in two or three weeks and I am 
very confident that it will be favorable," 
said Scott. 

ABET will be judging things such as 
curriculum, budget process, the amount 
of funding available, the amount of space 
available, and the conditions of the labs 
and equipment, said McFall. 

The $14,003,644 building project is 
being funded by the legislature through 
the Board of Regents and will house 
offices and labs as ^U^as ela^rooms.

Revamped FPIRG resurfaces

Down but not out, the Florida Public 
Rmarch Interest Group is getting to its 
feet for round two on Florida State 
Univei^ty's campus. 

After weathflrag harA mticiran over 
their funding system from 1982 to 1984, 
FPIRG closed its doors on the FSU 
campus. This time around they will try 
a system which enables students to 
simply mark si "no" box on their 
registration forms waiving the $2.50 fee. 
Previously students were required to pay 
the fee and then get a refund from the 
^hool if they didn't wish to pay it. 

"We were so busy defending our 
organization from attack, we couldn't do 
what we were si^osed to cto," Mud Paul 
Kamolnick, former chairman for the 
Board of Directors of FSU's FPIRG. 
"There was a high level of bum-out on the 
staff, the fee system wasn't working the 
way we wanted it to, and there was not 
enough organization on campus to make 
it a daily center for students." 

But after last spring's petition drive by 
some 200 FSU volunteers, FPIRG leaders 
s»id they are rea# for anther orack at 
yecoming a strong campus orga^^ion. 
Tom Power*, an FSU student organizing 
FPIRG's comeback attempt, said 10,134 
FSU students signatures were gathered 
during the drive— more than the majority 
needed to petition FSU President Bemie 
Sliger for the go-ahead. 

FPIRG is an independent, non-profit 
lobbying group, staffed mainly by 
students, centered on three state 
university campuses in Florida. The 
organization had an FSU chapter— funded 
entirely by students— from 1982 until 
1984 when it ran into funding difficulties 
with the FSU administration, said 
-^Powers. 

The group lobbies for an array of 
genomic, environmental, and consumer 
issues. Nationwide there are 25 PIRGs 
operating on 18 college campus, according 
to Elipe Jacques, executive director for 
Florida FPIRG. 

The first FPIRG was born at Oregon 
State University in 1970, soon after the 
national voting age was dropped to 18. 
<^cques said the founding stu^nts at 
OSU wanted to organize a lobbying group

to take full advantage of their new-found 
voting rights. Hie purpMe of PIRG today 
is the same as it was then— to get ^i^ents 
active in isues outside the college realiA, 
she said. 

"The basic concept of the organization 
is to give the students as a group a voice 
as citizens, said Jacques. "School 
organizations are great but they only 
address academic issues, and on-campus 
policies. We wanted to create a parallel 
organization addressing students-as- 
citizeiM issues." FPIRG's pet project is the 
restriction of oil drilling off Florida's 
coasts, said Jacques. Other FPIRG 
projects are ^n^r registration, r^arch 
into consumer protection, and proper 
handling and storage of toxic wastes. 
Jacques said FPIRG is very strong and 
has had great effect on the issues it has 
taken up. 

"We've been the lead group on the 
offshore oil drilling issue,'' said Jacques. 
"There was very little public awareness 
of the drilling. We've essentially created 
the debate in the sMtAe. We've had 
tremendous sumss as a result of the 
project last fall. Governor Graham 
adopts points we argued for and Senator 
Hawkins introduced legislation which 
mirrored our proposal." 

Though more than 10,000 students 
signed the FPIRG petition FSU President 
Bernie Sliger must approve the group's 
proposal to become a campus 
organization. Powers said that proposal is 
still being drawn up. He said he is 
confident Sliger will ratify the ^posal 
, when submitted.

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Pekar: our man in Cleveland

Harvey Pekar is a middle-aged flunky file clerk 
from Cleveland, Ohio. He has be6n compared to 
Dreiser, Dostoevsky, De Sica and Lenny Bruce. All 
because in 1976 he quit collecting records and put 
out a comic book with the money he saved. 

Americmn Splendor is the name of the aieo-realist 
picture story magazine that some critics have 
dabbed tl^ wori d*8 first Hterary comic book. With 
the hdp of a tale^»d cadre of artists— who he begs 
and cs^oles into rendering his ideas in pen and 
ink— Pekar has somehow managed to get out an 
issue of Americaii Splendor every summer for the 
last 11 years. 

This spring Doubleday Books published an 
American Splendor omnibus subtitled The Life And 
Times Of Harvey Pekar. In addition to standing as 
a basic introducti<m to the real life horror and 
beroism of Harvey's workaday world, it is 
scNuethinif of a homage to the perseverance and 
indeed endurance of "our man*' from Cleveland. 

Pekar's longtin^ friend and firequent <x»llabori^r 
R. Crumb has dcMribed Harvey as: **ah ego-maniac; 
a classic case ... a driven,compulsive, mad 
Jew...but,'* he adds, "how else could he have gotten 
all those comics published, with almost no 
money...?" 

In speaking to Harvey Pekar, one is first struck 
by his soft, rather hoarse voice. "Can you hear me 
alright?" he asks... and then you flash back to issue 
- 5 where Harvey lost Us voice and had to have an 
operation and you know. Tb!is guy is really real. 

Bob Townsend: Lefs begin at the beginning and talk 
a little about how AiMrusan Splendor came about and 
what your vision of this work is. 

Harvey Pekar: How it came about— that's what's in 
•*The Young Crumb Story"-that's acurate. I met Crumb 
and his roommate, who were both into comics, in the 
early '60s and I started getting interested in comics 
again. It just occurred to me that comics didn't have to 
be escapist -they could be as good as any other art form 
but they had had a stunted growth. Even underground 
comics, which I really liked and were essmitwlly an ^ult 
medium, didn't really deal wiUi tl^ mainstream rf life. 
Hiey were motivated by the counterculture.... 
Sex and drugs and rock 'n roll 
Right, stuff like that. Not all of them but there was 
m awf&l tot of emphasis on that and I just thought, 'Why 
can't comks <teal with anything?' Theoretically you could 
have as good writing in comics as in theater or anything 
else. As a matter of fact, since then there's been a play 
based on my comics. So anyway, I said there's no limit 
to how good the writing or drawing in comics can be. I 
mean I read novels, not comic books. I've been mfluenced 
by novelists and comedians and filramak«r8-of coiu^ 
American Splendor is a coBoic book in form so to f " 
eictent I've been inflneai^ t^foomics. I use th^fw^ 
I don't think mudi ctf most eomic bocdt writi^-it s 
aimed at kki$.

precisely located in the stories, you are at least the recorder 
of the events as they occur. Could you talk about the trials 
and tribulations of this approach? 

First of all every writer perceives the things around 
him only through himself— not through anybody else. So 
in that sense I'm no different from any other writer. I'm 
trying to appeal to people who live the same kind of 
mundane life I do. I'm living the life I'm writing about. 
I'm a file clerk at a VA Hc^ital. 1 want the stories to 
be as iMurate em possible. I mean I'll change names or 
occupations or tele^ope things that happened over a 
period of months into a few days sometime, but basically 
everything is real, real accurate. 

One thing that most people pick up on is your wonderful 
way with dialogue and dialects. You've been compared 
to Twain... 

That's real important to me. Yeah, Mark Twain and 
anx^her guy who was a wonderful dialogue writer was 
George Ade, who was influenced by Twain and who 
Twain thought a lot of. He would have been a damn good 
writer if he had died at the age of 30. 1 mean he was a 
damn good writer but I don't think he had any 
appreciation for how good he was. And he wanted to be 
a commercial success. He wrote some real good realistic 
stuff when he was a newspaperman in Chicago and then 
he did these fables in slang which were real funny too. 
But he went commercial, though I'm sure he didn't think 
of it like that. People who do crap and go commerical 
think their stuff is real good. I'm sure Harold Bobbins 
and Sidney Sheldon think tiieir stuff is great. 

How important is CleveUmd to your work? Does it only 
prwide an interesting backdrop or is the environment 
somehow essential to kmemceai Splendor? 

Well, you know it's my environment. All things being 
equal and if I had grown up in a similar Rust Belt town, 
I supjwse there wouldn't be much difference— like if I had 
lived in Detroit or something. Obviously if a person has 
a different environment he turns out different. If my 
parents had been millionaire Polynesians or something 
like that ... 

Well, you know I grew up in Northeastern Ohio and I 
just think for a lot of people around the country, CleveUmd 
has a kind of perverse appeal People always m^e jokes 
about Ckvekmd and I huonderifthat's help^ your books 
in a twisted sort of way.... 

That's seething I r^ly don't know...I couldn't say.. .If 
I wrote exactly the same sort of stories set in Detroit 
would people like them any more or less? 

Oh I'm sure they would still like them, but I keep getting 
the idea that people have this sick fascination with 
Cleveland lately. I mean you saw the Jim Jarmusch film 
Stranger Than Paradise... 
Yeah, but he's from here too. 
/ know but everybody thinks that film is so a)ol 
Yei^, well, it's an unlikely place. It's suppmd to be 
so bad it's fascinating. Nobody wants to live in hell but

Thomas, who has worked on HBO and opened for such 
acts as Richard Pryor and Prince, relied heavily on ethnic 
material, sex and bodily function jokes for his laughs.

But regartUe^ of each comic's style, Ofowd reartion was 
the same, ranging from mild guffaws to wild laught^. 

Of course it's not always that way, "Sometimes the acts 
don't go over so well, which is why we have thrw coir^dians 
per show," said Store. "Sometimes there are hecklers, 
and the comics can be pretty abusive when that happens, 
but for the most part, people have been very polite and 
receptive and we really haven't had much of a problem."

The 19th century is 
believed by many to have 
been the golden age of the 
novel. One genre, the 
buildings-roman, was par 
tictilarly popular with 
authors and their aud- 
iences as welL Better 
known perhaps as the 
"coming of age" novel, the 
buildings-roman typically dealt with a young man's 
journey through adolescence to adulthood, and its 
bastard offspring are still with us in the form of films 
like Risky Business and last year's atrocious 
Youngbhod 

But My Brilliant Care&r, tonight's entry in the Florida 
Wmnen's C«iter summer film series, takes the 
tradition erf" the buHdingsroman and informs a radical 
sex-change on the worn-out genre. In the process, new 
life is given to the age-old tale as we are offered a look 
at the trials of a young woman Rowing up in Australia 
at the turn of the century. 

Produced in 1980 and taking its cue from the 1867 
autobiography of Australian author Miles Franklin, My 
Brilliant Career is the story of Sabilla Melvyn, a brash, 
impetuous child who grows up to be a brash, impetuous 
w(Hnan who flaunts her independence in the face of 
stodgy Victorian tradition. Unable to cope with the 
r^ricd'vv defii^ons of womanhood fiated on h^ by ho- 
rich grandmother, Sabilla is fiEU%d with the diflfeuh task 
of definia^ for herself just who ^e is and what her place 
in the world is to be. 

Her journey is a long and painful one, for herself as 
well as those she must leave behind. But in spite of 
family pressures, financial woes and a near-miss by 
Cupid's arrow, Sabilla succeeds in her quest for self- 
knowledge and ultimately realizes her dream of 
becoming a writer. 

While the sfc^line of My Brilliant Career threatens 
to beccHne anothor pretentious tale of kniI searching and 
setf-reali^tion, director Gillian Armstrong savM the day 
by toning down the exi^ntialist angrt and playing up 
the vitality that surrounds Judy Davis, who made her 
acting debut here in the role of Sabilla. Gillian's 
sweeping vistas of the Australian outback coupled with 
the raven-haired Davis' energetic performance lend 
added dimension to an already telling expose of Victorian 
values that makes an understated argument for the right 
of women everywhere to choose for themselves the 
direction their Uves will take.

Alan Ziegler

Last summer, Allen Woodman's Word Beat Pre^ 
published a short story anthology called Stories About 
How Things Fall Apart and What's Left When They Do, 
filled with stories by fiction heavyweights like Barry 
Hannah, Raymond Carver and Jayne Anne Phillips. 
Alan Ziegler wasn't represented in that collection, but 
idler reading The Green Grass ofFlatbush, winner of the 
1M6 Wwd Beat Press Fiction Book Award, it's clear the 
Moissiim waiA't becaiue his rtc^ies couldn't stand up 
b^ide those of Canrwr, et. al. It's jmt that Ziegler's 
rtories mn't so much about things falling apart as about 
people gamely making a go at keeping things toge^r. 
The stories in this collection are peopled with gentle, 
unselfish souls who want to help ordinary folks who 
sometimes go to extraordinary lengths to do the decent 
thing. 

In one story, a man learns to play piano, grows a beard, 
and gams enough weight to disguise himself as the son 
df Fat Baxter, King of the Ivories, all so he can pay a 
teibute of love to his ex-fiancee at her wedding to 
iRnneone else. In another, four convicts get such a charge 
out of planning a Inieakout that they never quite get 
a^nd to escaping, f» to succeed might mean they'd 
have to go their separate ways. And in "The Vassar 
Lecture," a man invited to lecture to a group of admiring 
co-eds rejects their propositions and takes a three-hour 
train trip home in the middle of the night to prove his 
love for his girlfriend. 

As sincere and compassionate and downright 



honorable as many of Ziegler's characters are, make no 
mistake: these folks don't live in Mr. Roger's 
Neighborhood. In Ziegler's fictional neighborhood, as in 
life, people know the loss of friends and lovers, suffer 
anxiety and failure. Interestingly, these conflicts are 
often expressed in references to sports. In the title story 
of this collection, the narrator reflects on his childhood 
feelings of alienation from his father, a professional 
pitcher: "I could never get my fas&^ to zip w convi&ce 
my curve to deceive. ...For me, life was one long away 
game." And in "The Wrong Delivery," the narrator 
confesses to his therapist that his heart "has been 
dribbled the length of the court." Bullets invade the 
playing field in "Bullpen," the final story, a disturbing 
and enigmatic reflection on the deadly seriousness with 
which some sports fans take their games. 

Despite the undercurrent of loss and loneliness that 
runs through these stories, Ziegler clearly is not a 
pessimist; his charat^rs, more oftra than not, emerge 
as hopeful souls, huc^ed by tibe rei^^ive power ^love 
and memory. 

In one of the most exquisite stories in the collection, 
"Playing Piano at ray Ex-Fiancee's Wedding," the 
narrator, disguised at a wedding reception for which it 
has taken him "two years of heavy eating to dress", 
confesses: "I am embarrassed by my corpulent costume 
and my bearded mask, but not the lengths of my fingers 
have gone to touch her one more time." There's a lyric 
beauty to this prose, a longing in the narrator's voice 
that is meitha cloyi^ nor 1M»r. What is as admirable 
about this story as the grace of the writing is the risk 
Ziegler takes in creating a family that wmild rival the 
Walton's in their selfless love for one another— hell, for 
the world in general. These folks are the nicest family 
to appear in print since Little Women And Ziegler makes 
their wedding toasts and teary eyes totally believable, 
without an ounce of sappy, homespun sentimentality. 

Throughout this collection, Ziegler shifts stylistic gears 
effortlessly, from anecdote to elegy, with never a slip in 
tone or voice. His storytellers are witty, their 
predicaments fresh and beguiling—as the party host in 
•The Green Grass of Flatbush" who discover his 
invitations have been sent to the wrong mailing list and 
finds himself surrounded by people from a past^ has

Kiss Four Arts goodbye

Soon one of Tallahassee's little pleasures will be no 
more. The Florida State University Four Arts Gallery, 
a small, good thing tucked away in the terrazzo-tiled, 
polyester-filled sprawl of Governor's Square Mall, is 
being axed under a double death warrant: the Rouse 
Corp(nratk>n» which owns tl» mall, wishes, aft^ eight 
years of subsidizing the gallery, to lease the space to a 
higher-paying customer and the FSU Art Department 
is tightening its belt— squ^ing out Four Arts in the 
jwocess. 

"As I'm packing up the gallery I keep humming to 
myself 'Money Makes the World Go Around,'" said Lantz 
Caldwell, director of the gallery for the past three years. 

During his stint as curator, Caldwell has attmpted to 
hnm to Tallahassee art that he felt educated and 
challenged viewers. Among his rtmt compelling and 
most popular offerings were sculpture by Gaston 
LaChaise and the oxidationen show by Vera Lenendorf. 

Caldwell is understandably disconcerted by the 
imminent closing of the gallery. "This year the United 
States government gave $145 million for the entire 
funding of the arts through the NEA. At the same time 
it gave $185 million for military bands alone. I read that 
in the Chicago Tribune, " he said. "I don't know if we'll 
ewr mature to a point where the arts aren't a liability, 
especially in Tallahassee." 

"I have mixed feelings," he said. "You can't fight city 
hall, so it's time to look for alternatives." 

The alternative is an Art in Public Places program 
which features three or fbmr shows a year in the Center 
Court of the mall. "It was bad enough being in a 
shopping mall," Mid C&ldwell, "new we^have to be in

It's two o'clock on a Saturday afternoon and, at 
one of the many woodsy townhouses that litter the 
outskirts of Tallahassee, a little 1978 Datsun sedan 
sits in the drive. The car is unremarkable except 
for one feature— the Singing Tallygram Company 
stickers that accessorize its bumper and sides. 

The car's a clue. The door of this particular 
townhouK could b6 answered by any of a number 
of Singing Tallygram characters— a singing Gorilla 
or a tap-dancing heart, a strip-teasing cop or a 
loathson^ nerd. The door is answered by a v^man, 
a tidl woman with curly brown hair and freckles 
showing through her tan. She's wearing a tropical 
print shirt over a pink leotard and white fishnets. 
At 3:15, she must appear in Thomasville as a 
"Playboy Hunny" and sing a few songs to a 
birthday boy at the Thomasville Farmers' Market. 

The woman is Donna Smithey and, along with 
four part-time employees and an absent partner, 
Smithey is the Singing Tallygram Company. 
I^ortly after the company began in 1^1, &nithey 
worked as one of the Singing Bellhops, the only 
chwacter offered by the young singing telegram 
concern at that time. Then, in 1983, after earning 
a masters degree in Theater Mangement at Florida 
State University and doing a one-year stint as a 
theater manager m Charle.ston, West Virginia, the 
Miami native returned to Tallahassee to buy out 
the Singing Tallygram Co. with her partner. 

Smithey thought West Virginia was nice, but 
she's from Florida, 

"tt was cold. It snowed/' she says. "In 20 minutei 
the novelty wore ofT." 

At 2:30 it's time to hit the road for Thomasville. 
Feather boa, bunny ears, white cuffs and collar are 
packed into a pink plastic bag and off we go. The 
thunderheads decide to let loose before we reach 
the car, and by the time we're out of town the rain 
is coming down in buckets. If it's raining in i 
Thomasville, the Farmers' Market job may be off. 

"I can't believe this," says Smithey. "This is 
awful." 

While the windshield wipers and the AC work 
overtime, Smithey explains how Singing Tallygram 
operates. People who watrt a TallygrAm delivered just 
call up Smithey's business line at least 24 hours in 
advance (less in some cases) and place an order. The 
grams range from $10 for one sung over the phone lo 
around $65 for a custom job with a special character or 
a specially created song. The company will gram just 
about any occasion with anything from a clown to a 
stripper (strippers only strip to bikinis and another 
person always accompanies Smithey's stripper), and the 
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Donna Smithey goes undercover 

company recently began offering video grams for long 
distance service. Videograms cost from $25 to $55 and 
last from eight to 15 minutes. Smithey accepts msgor 
credit cm^s— all payment is in advance. 

Why do people order grams? 

"We're in the embwassment business," Smithey says 
with a smile. 

Of course, Singing Tallygram is also in the bring-a 
little-fun-into-someone's-life business and that's what 
Smithey enjoys. She also says she loves the creativity

"For being so stiff, he took it really well," Smithey 
says.

Ziegler proves to be as adept at the two^age short-story 
as he is with a full-length story. Each of the four short- 
shorts here is distinct in voice and situation, and as ridily 
textured as his longer narratives. In "Title," the narrator 
uncovers new ground in his memory when he reflects 
on the title of Peter Handke's The Goalie's Anxiety at 
the Penalty Kick. It's a cozy story that has the feel of an 
essay, in which the narrator invites readers to share his 
own^pleasure in titles, and in Handke's title in 
particular: "...Fm sure the title can be appreciated even 
if you have never played soccer. You can feel it, can't 
you?" 

Ziegler 's stories share many of the props— cocktail 
parties, creative professions, analysts— of his urban 
contemporaries. What makes these stories so fresh and 
surprising, and what makes this collection deserving of 
an award, is that Ziegler reshapes those postmodern 
cliches to reflect the compassionate morality of his 
characters, people who, like the pizza chef analyst in 
"The Wrong Delivery," look with concern on those 
around them "...with the eyes of one who would rebuild 
the worW for you, if only he could get enough good help."

A country music mad-man mellows

You haven't experienced 
homesickness until you've 
heard Jerry Jeff Walker 
singing "London Home- 
sick Blues" in your head as 
you walk through a part of 
London you have no 
business walking through 
on a rainy night. 

Walker will perform 
tonight at the Musical 
Moon as part of a solo tour 
of smaller halls. Though 
he first gained nationwide 
popularity playing a hard- 
edged mixture of country 
and rock with the Lost 
Gonzo Band, the intimacy of this concert 
should be ideal for material like his most 
famous song, "Mr. Bojangles." 

In a recent telephone interview, Walker 
said that playing aloiM giv^ him more 
flexilnUty. He cask choose material freely, 
from the Gonzo stuff like "Redneck 
Mother" to the ballads, such as 
"Desperados Waiting For a Train." And 
the humor of his performances— the 
improvised lyrics and wry commentary 
between songs— is enhanced when he's up 
there by himself. 

"I talk more, and there's more 
periwiality involved," he said. "A lot of 
tim^ your music's what the people play 
in tte car and at home, and wh^ they 
comm to see you they want a personality 
dose." 

Walker, 44, began as a folk smg^ in the 
early '60s. He worked for a time as k 
street musician in New Orleans where, at 
the first precinct jail, he met the real Mr. 
Bojangles. He then spent a few years in 
New York City, working the psychedelic 
circuit with a band called Circus 
Maximus. But he soon returned to 
acoui^k: music and headed to Key West, 
joiniag up with Jimmy Buffett. 

Fdlowing a move to Austin, he began 
pla^g with the muskians who would 
beccNne The Lost Gonzo Band. Their club 
dates are legendary: Press accounts from 
that time tell of wild nights, with a 
sometimes incoherent Jerry Jeff singing 
to even more messed-up audiences. But 
those days are gone, and his solo 
performances are in a way a return to his 
roots. 

"I didn't start to be in the business," 
Walker said. "I started to have an 
advwQture and write some songs down 
eixf^ where 1 was going. So as far as that 
goes, I'm still doing that." 

One of his idols was E(jango Reinhardt, 
a Belgian guitarist active in Paris in the 
'30s and '40s who also recorded with the

Duke Ellington Orchestra. (One of Walker's 
children is a son, age 5, named Django.) 

Reinhardt, he said, "was an influence 
on a lot of the musicians that I was 
around. David Bromberg and Willie 
Nelscm and those people always used to 
play the tapes a lot. He symbolized a lot 
about music. He's happy-go-lucky, he*s 
kind of a gypsy from Europe, he liked to 
fish and play music and go places.** 

That description (aside from the part 
about being from Europe) could fit Walker 
himself— his latest release, a 24-song 
double cassette, is called Gypsy Song Man. 

"We're the renegades," he said. "We 
just kinda run around and do what we 
have to do to survive. And I think it's a 
credit to us that we have principles, too, 
even among it all. I know every time they 
want to save the Au^in Synqi^ny or any 
of that stuff they have U} get m guys to 
come and bail them out." 

He added, laughing, "They're always 
getting a band who'll draw a crowd." 

Benefit performances have always been 
a part of Walker's career. He has played 
Farm Aid and he made TV commercials 
in an attempt to recruit people for the 
West Texas desert section of Hands 
Aoroi^ America. Reaganomks, he said, 
has lAifl^ the priorities of govenunent, 
and '*forc^ us to support more social 
activity, more people's kind of projects." 

But Walker said the necessary fund- 
raising has been "good in a way because 
it makes people more socially active, and 
that keeps the pommunity hununing 
more." 

Talk about government and activism 
and community may seem strange at first 
coming from someone who was once 
known for all-night (or all-week) parties 
and ma^ive American Eiqtress Inlls. But 
Walker is living a quieter life now, with 
his wife Susan (who is also his manager), 
e^ht-year-old daughter Jessie, and son

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Atnietic officials react favorably toBOR's plan

If the Florida Board of Regents has its way, varsity 
athletes at the state's nine public universities will be 
allowed to get a fifth year of financial assistance for their 
schooling. Florida athletes are currently only given four 
years of help for their school debts. 

The Board discussed the pros and cons of the issue at 
its mating on May 23. Though the idea didn't arise as 
a resolution, a spokeswoman for the BOR said there is a 
chance the idea could become a resolution during this 
month's Board meeting. 

Of the local varsity coaches polled about the prqHJwd 
fifth year scholarship, most said giving a student an extra 
year of aid would help take a lot of the stress off the athlete 
portion of the student-athlete. 

"It's hard for a basketball player to take a lot of classes 
during the season," said Florida A&M men's basketball 
coach Willie Booker. "We take so much from the athlete 
during the season and this is just a way to give a little 
something back. It*s really tough for a lot of them to get 
out of school in four years and this is Just a way to help 
keep them in school." 

Keeping players in school hasn't been a big problem at 
Florida State. Most of the athletes who have completed 
their eligibility, but not their schooling, are allowed to 
work as interns or some other kind of job at the university 
to pay for their final semesters of classes, ac«»ding to FSU 
Athletic Director Hootie Ingram. 

But the school takes a dim view on athletes who are 
taking longer than they should to get out of school. 

"ff an a^ete is progressing like he should, we are happy 
to give him a fifth year of aid,** Ingram said. "But we 
expect a student to do his part as well." While athletes 
in the m^ sports lil^ football awl bai^etball will benefit

frwn the plan, some minor ^rts may suff'er. Ingram said 
tf» for tl» fifth year scholarship may have to come 
out of the bud^ts of non-revenue generating sports. 

"It's the same old thii^ with our budget," Ingram said. 
"We always have to keep it balanced and we will have 
to in this case, m well. If another sport has to suffer due 
to the fact we will have to put exta^ money into the 
scholarship .fund, that's the way it goes." 

Smaller schools like FAMU, however, will feel a much 
larger pinch in their athletic budgets if fifth-year aid 
passes because they don't get state money for their athletic 
programs

"Certain smaller institutions will be affected," said 
F AMU Athletic Director Nelson Townseml. "But the other 
side of the coin is the reason we are doing this, to help 
our athletes get their education and this system will allow 
us to do that. Though we would like for them to gel out 
in four years, we feel that everyone who dons a uniform 
here can get out in five." 

The man in charge of keeping a watchful eye on 
students' grades at FSU is Athletic Student Affairs 
Co<H^inator Brian Mand. Mand believes that if the rule 
is adopted, it won't change FSU's approach to the rtuctent- 
athlete. He said some members of the football team 
already get a year off thanks to the NCAA's redshirt rule. 

"(The rule) won't effect FSU much at all," Mand said. 
"Almost half* of the football team is redshirted. Our 
current policy of giving athletes five years of school has 
been in effect for six years." 

The main issue at hand is the current gi aduation rate. 
At la^ count, in the 1984 Sandon Report (a report that 
reviewed the student-athlete situation at FSU), softball 
had the highest graduation rate at 75 per<%nt while 
football graduated the lowest amount, a disinal 28.6 
perMint. 

"Our main priority is to graduate all of our athletes," 
said Ingram. "And if this plan passes, we will be able to 

do it better." 

FSU men's basketball coach Pat Kennedy came to FSU 
from lona College, a program which graduated 95 percent 
of its' athletes in his five years there. Kennedy said that 
the coaches should empathize with the parents of the 
athletes while recruiting high scalers to keep from 
stressing the athlete over the student. Once the athletes 
get into college, Kennedy belkv^ they should all ^^uate 
and thmla the Board's plan wiU wtainly help ta ^t

If my child gets a 
chance at an athletic 
scholarship, I want him to 
graduate as well as play 
q)ort8," Kenn^y said. '*I 
feel ^at we coaches have 
a moral as well as pit^es- 
sional ubligation to our 
athletes.

One fact the Board is 
thinking about is whether 
the move would violate 
any NCAA rules. Board

few years due to NCAA rules violations. 

"We want to look at all the facts and figures before 
we formally adopt the idea," Ausley said. "We want to 
mal^e sure we aren't br^ddng any NCAA rules. We don't 
want to get into trouble witii tl^ NCAA like Florida has 
been lately." 

Jamie McCloskey, a legislative assistant with the 
NCAA, said the NCAA would have no qualms with the 
Board should it adopt its present idea. 

"If the idea is just to give athletes five years of aid 
rather than four, we would have no problem at all with 
it," McCloskey said. *'We give our scholarships on a year- 
to-year basis so that would be all right. But if the schools 
stsaied thinking they could give five years of eligibilty, 
then we would have a problem." /

FLAMBEAU SPOVTS EWFOR 

Unless you're rieh, the chances are you*ve never 
stepped on a regulation golf course. The majority of golf 
enthusiasts, after all, are businessmen or fraternity guys 
who can afford funny clothes, clubs that cost hundreds 
of dollars and medical bills that result from ulcers cau^ 
by the sport. 

However, no matter what your economic status, you've 
probably engag^ in a version of golf known as Putt-Putt. 
Play^ on lon^ artificial greens with an ocd^ional large 
hill or concrete block, Putt-Putt isn't exactly tho sport 
that was invented in Scotland. But» at $3 round, Putt- 
Putt has done for golf what mobile iMmes did for 
housing— made it affordable. 

Since Putt-Putt came into being in the 1950s, millions 
of putters have hit the yellow, green, blue and red balls 
into metal poles, water traps and orange triangular 
blocks at courses around the world. While video games 
have intruded into many a Putt-Putt clubhouse, putting's 
growing popularity can be seen in the increase in 
membership in Putt-Putt players associations and 
competition in national tournaments. 

While most play the game just for fun, some pec^le 
take their Ptttt-IHitt very seriously— the putting pros. 
They know that the ability to hit the right spot on a 
concrete block can lead to national tournament fame and 
fortune. 

One such pro is Tallahassee's own Ben Paxton. A 
former member of the Florida State track team, Paxton 
has played Putt-Putt for three years and is currently the 
local tournament director. 

After being outputted on a number of occasions by my 
fi>rm«r roommate Swoosh Garlaikl, I aaiked Paxton if he 
would give me some tips so I could give Swoosh the 
schlick the mxt time out. Paxton agreed to show me and 
the rest of the Flambeau $ports department how to play 
the 18 hardest holes scattered about Tallahassee Putt- 
Putt's three courses. 

Along with assistant sports editor Rod Campbell and 
auto racing writer Jack Clifford, Paxton and 1 opened 
the makeshift tournament Tuesday on Course No. 3's

first hole. Paxton said that 
Course 3 had earned its nick- 
name as the 'monster course' 
because of its quick greens.

Believe it or not, friends, the gridiron wars start anew 
for the Seminoles on Aug. 31 at Campbell Stadium 
against Toledo. For those of you who actually care, the 
game against the mighty Rockets was moved up a week 
to its current date so FSV could battle Nebraska on Sept. 
6 on ABC. The game against the Cornhuskers will be 
played at 8.*05 Eastern tin^ so the whole nation can 
watch. 

FSU's home schedule is the same old story. Your basic 
boring slate which will allow the Seminoles to win at 
least five of the six games. Home dates this year include 
the opener against "^ledo, a Sqst. 20 game against North 
Carolina, an Oct. 11 matchup with Tulane, an Oct. 18 
contest against Wichita State, a Nov. 15 homecoming 
game with Southern Mississippi and the season-ending 
contest against Florida on Nov. 29.

Since the Seminoles could easily 1^ three of thme five 
road games and the final regular season game against 
Florida, look for them to finish 84 after a bowl game 
win over some weakling.

Florida A&M hopes to turn around its football fortunes 
this year wi^ a new head coach, Ken Ril^. The Rattlers 
finished 4-7 last searon in an injury-riddled year. 

FAMU's first assignment is against perennially weak

The four otter Rattler road games are; Sept. 20 against

With a schedule such as this, the Rattlers will be very 
hard-pressed to break the .500 mark. A 5-6 record seems 
much more likely.

Andrew Toney and Clenton Johnson, 
two members of the NBA team, were in 
town Monday to help promote Johnson's 
basketball camp, which should be held 
next year. While here, the two took a little 
time to talk to members of the local media 
about not only their careers, but the 
pro^ecte of the Philadelphia team for the 
upcoming seascm. 

The Sixers trad^ away 
veteran center Moses 
Malone and up-and-coming 
forward Terry Catledge 
last month. Philadelphia 
got rugged Jeff Ruland and 
potential star Roy Hinson, 
among others, in the 
trades with Washington 
and Cleveland. 

"It's going to be a dif- 
ferent tenoi,"* Toney said. 
"We ore going to miss 
Mo^. He was ow big 
man in the micMUe.'' 

Malone missed the last 
few w^ks of the season 
with an eye injury. But he 
had nothing on Toney who 
played only six games all year due to heel 
and ankle problems. 

Johnson also missed a good number of 
games himself with a back injury. But the 
6-foot- 10 back-up center, a graduate of 
FAMU, thinks the trade of Malone will 
give him a much better chance of 
becoming the Sixers' starting center. 

"We got some good players in the trades 
the team made," Johnson said. "It will 
hurt us not to have Moses, but Ruland is 
an aggressive player. When Moses was 
here, everyone knew he was going to be 
the starting center. I think that getting 
Ruland will give me a better chance of 
starting. At worst, I will be back-up cent^ 
again."

Johnson. Ever since his career started in 
Portland, as a second round draft choice 
in 1978, Johnson has been primarily a 
back-up. 

The Sixers will be hard-pressed to have 
a championship season in 1986-87. 
RiiladeljAia never stood a chance this 
past season, spending most of the year at 
least ten games behind the eventual 
World Champ Boston Celtics. 

"I knew Boston was going to win it all 
when I saw them beat Los Angeles 
without (star forward) Kevin McHale," 
Johnson said. "They had the 
type of team we had when 
we won the title a few years 
ago. This year, we are going 
to have to stay a little clo- 
ser to the top of the divi- 
sion." 

Toney agreed, but added 
that the Sixers must soon 
come to contract terms 
with star guard Maurice 
Cheeks. Cheeks led the 
league in minutes played 
during the 1985-86 season. 

"I think we will have a 
good year," Toney said. 
"But we have to get 
Maurice Cheeks to sign. 
He was an iron man this 
past year." 
After a schedule which began with 
training camp in October and ended with 
the playoffs in May, the two also agreed 
that sitting back and taking it easy is the 
name of the game in the off-season. 

"I live in Monticello so 1 spend about a 
month of the year here in Florida," said 
Johnson. "I really want to get a 
basketball camp started here at FAMU 
next year, but this year Fm just going to 
take it easy." 

Toney is spending most of the off-season 
rehabilitating from his injuries suffered 
last season. 

"I just want to relax during the off- 
season this year," Toney said. "I'll spend 
some of the summer playing in a league 
up in Philadelphia trying to get back into 
shape after last season."

U.S. skippers must ride wind 
0 recapture America's Cup

SAN FRANCISCO-The gospel 
according to the America's CUp has 
always been that the best tactics 
eventually 1^ to a winning effort. 

That's not how the Golden Gate 
Challenge's Tom Blackaller views it. The 
fiery veteran skipper says the winner in 
Perth, Australia, in January will have to 
outrun the other contenders. 

"There are strong, steady winds off 
Perth," he said. "It's going to be a contest 
of whose boat can hai^e those conditions; 
I don't ihiok tlwre will be a p*eat deal d 
tactics involved, histead, it's going to be 
a boat speeA contest." 

With that in mind, the Golden Gate 
Challenge has spent $3 million designing 
a boat that will take advantage of the stiff 
breezes off Perth. The radically-designed 
yacht allegedly has a composite hull- 
made of a mixture of graphite and other 
materials— which allows most of the 
height to be centered in the keel. It also 
supposedly has a front rudder. 



Blackaller, for his part, is not talking 
about what his newest 12 meter does or 
doesn't have. 

"Different syndicates have different 
views about secrecy," he said. "We spent 
some $3 million in designing our 
revolutionary b«t. We don't want what 
we've niMle publtt. The view I \uA^ 
in 1982 and the view I have today is 
different. It's now a te^nical contest." 

Away from the technical and OMving to 
the intangibles, Blackidler would seem to 
have the edge on the other American 
skippers. He has raced in Australian 

waters since 1970 and come away a 
winner all five times he has taken on 
crews from Down Under in the American- 
Australian 6-meter series. In fact, his 
winning streak in the series stands at 20 
straight without a loss. 

"It would be hard to say exactly what 
kind of edge my winning down there gives 
me," he said. "But I know I have a lot of 
confidence in my ability to mH a boat."

FSU nude models 
grin and bare it 
for art's sake

his soul. The body always expresses the spirit for which 
it is the shell. And 

for him who has the eye to see, nmtity 
offers the richest meaning...

On the third floor of the Florida State University Fine 
Arts building, there's a small classroom cluttered with 
easels, wooden bench stools, student paintings— and 
. bathed in light, plenty of light. A thin, dark-haired model 
disrobes, and poses in that room on a small round coffee 
table. The students that surround her bend over their 
sketch pads while their teacher weaves around the room, 
telling them to use bold dark lines and light lines to 
capture the figure: Don't be tentative, he says. Forget the 
shading; go for form. 

That's what they tell you in advanced Life Drawu^: go 
for form. And it helps that the model is nude. 

"I tried drawing human figures with cl^^ on," says 
art sttt^t Linda Starcevic, "but I couldn't caj^ure the 
emtition you can with a nude model. With a nude model 
you can see their attitude and moods and capture it." 

Though it may be unconv^tional to have a nude person 
standii^ in front of a group of people, said Mark 
Mess^^thf im assistant art professor, it's not an overly 
exciting experience in a Life Drawing class. 

"Any titillation is in the viewer's mind," he said. "If 
you come for a cheap thrill, then after five minutes you'll 
be bored." 

So if you're making a mad scramble for the Fine Arts 
building, don't bother. We're talking clinical nudity here. 

Life Drawing has been offered by FSU's^ De^ment 
for "as long as there's been a program," said Messersmith. 
The class is only offered to upper division students who 
have ti^en Figure Drawing I & II. Art Department 
Chairman Jim Murphy described the course as a special 
exercise and said students need a certain artistic maturity 
to ux^^ta^ the requirements of the class. 

"A major misconception about the course is that the 
nude is the subject matter," Mu^y said. Instead, as 



districts next to Lawson's. 

A second Lawson challenger, retired Florida Highway 
Patrol officer A. P. Floyd, accused Lawson Friday of not 
devoting his full-time energies to his legislative post and 
for failing to visit his constituents in the district's three 
rural counties.

Lawson said he plans to win over 50 percent 
of the vote in the Sept. 2 E)emocratic primary against 
his three Democratic challengers, thus avoiding a run- 
off. To bsM;k that up, Lawson points to the $14,000 1^ 
in fund-raising ^ cmrrently hM«ver all three <^onents 
combined. 



Law^n, the only black candidate in the race, also said 
he expects most white voters to continue to vote for him. 
Roughly 40 percent of the district's voters are black. 

"They (the white voters) are more interested in 

leadership ability than in race," he said. 

The district's black and student voters, Lawson also 
predicted, will vote overwhelmingly for him. 

Lawson said he expects to raise $40,000 for a race he 
won in 1982 with $38,000. His three Democratic 
opponents each said they expect to raise $15,000 or less. 

lncumbe»it legislators traditionally have an easier time 
raising money, including money from statewide political 
action committees, and Lawson's opponents say much 
of his fund-raising edge will result from his PAC 
contributions. But Lawson said his q>ponents' inability

psychologist Kenneth Clark oiwe put it: "The nu^is not 
the subject of art but a form of art." 

Accoritog to Richard Hamiltoii, a fine arts graduate 
student ami an instructor for life Drawing, the use of nude 
models to teach form has been used for centuries. Artists 
such as Rembrandt, Rodin, Degas, and Picasso used nude 
models to develop their artistic eye and teach their 
students to read the language of draftsmanship. Through 
the use of models they trained their eye in following a line 
and capturing form on paper, and also to learn the 
subtle— almost magical— transition to the three 
dimensional. From "life drawing" irtudents acquire the 
capacity to render the humtt fnm and bought the 



the essence of "MIe drawing" with the help of a 



gr^t masters, gain a sharper perception rf then^lves and 
the world around them, said Hamilton. 

Although nude models are important to the student 
artist, it is sometimes very difficult to find one. 

"It used to be there weren't any live models to draw 
from," Hamilton said. "In fact that's still a problem. I used 
to get tired of drawing myself in the mirror so I used to 
frequent the topless bars around Tallahassee and draw 
from them. I'd buy one or two beers and stay for hours, 
and when I got tired of somebody dancing arou^ I would 
draw tl^ other people sitting around the Iwur."

Toulouse-Lautrec portrayed in his paintings about 
aeca<tent Parisian life on the Moulin Rouge. 

T^en the topless bars were shut down by the Leon 
County SherifiTs Department, aawding to Department 
spokesman Dick Simpson, becau^ <rf the "inherent 
cnmmal activity" surrounding them. Hamilton was 
amused by the fact that women dancing topless were 
considered obscene. "I called the sheriffs office and told 
them about the life drawing classes at FSU, but ncAhine 
ever came of it," he said. 

State Attorney Willie Meggs seemed surprised to lesm 
about PSU's nude models. 

"They do that?" he asked. "It doesn't make sense to 
me that they're doing that, I rellly don't see why they 
would want to do that. I'll have to check the books on 
that, Meggs said. 

Nudity can be unsettling to many people. FSU dance 
student and life drawing model Denis, who didn't want 
his last name used in the story, said he thinks he knows 
why. It has to do with Americans' inability to break from 
their Puritan past, he said. 

"The public as an entire culture hasn't learned how 
to deal with nudity." he said. "In Orlando, Florida, nude 
raodellmg works were displayed and the arts assembly 
was askeito vacate the building because rfthe art they 
had chosen to display." 

Then there's the other GMnplaint about nudity-that 
current over-exposure to nudity has changed our attitude 
about the human body-some would say we've become 
jaded. 

But somewhere between cries to censor "sinful displays 
of nudity" and the commercialized depiction of the body 
as a sensual commodity to be marketed in handy 
packages, the human figure is given the respect it's due 
said Messersmith and Hamilton. That place is in the 
artist's studio. 

Life as a nude model is less than glamorous to say the 
least FSU models are paid $5 per hour plus whatever 
the class kicks in. It doesn't pay the rent, that's for sure 
Also, the model must act like a mannequin for long 
tiring minutes, sometimes the whole class period. 
^ "It's painful to model because you have to hold the 
same pose for a couple of hours," said Hamilton "If the 
mtist can empathize with the model you gain a sharper 



image." He said it's something he's trying to teach his 
irtudents. Watch for the jain. That's what Starcevic does 
sometimes. 

"Sometimes the model aches and you can capture their 
emotion," she said. 

There are two Life Drawing classes offered now, and 
there are only three models. Hamilton believes the FSU 
models are some of the best he's seen, and that's saying 
a lot as he's studied in New York and Amersterdam. 
I^^sersmith said most of the models for his class are 
eitter students or former itudents. 

What would prompt ^meone to step out in their 
birthday suit in front of a crowd of strangers? Linda Hall 
said a friend in a life drawing class convinced her to try 
it. Of course, she was promised a few drinks before she 
did it. 

"The first time I did it, I asked if I could wear a dark 
pair of sunglasses to cover my eyes so I would feel more 
comfortable. But after aw-hile I took them off because it 
wasn't Bmh a big deal. While in front of the class I 
realized that nudity does not necessarily mean 
sexuality," she said. 

However, nudity is nrt accepted everywhere, even 
under the aegis of art. 

"I had a friend who taught figure drawing in 
Oklahoma and their models wore bikini bottoms and the 
females wore Band-Aids over their nipples," said 
Messersmith. He described the strangest incident he'd 
ever encountered in a life drawing class as one involving 
a model. 

"I had one model who liked to do bird poses. She would 
stand in front of the class and pose how a bird might 
stand, with her arms out like wings and things like 
that," he said. His story resembled the oddities Hamilton 
encountered with the New York Arts League and its 
troupe of models. 

"One day you might have a bag lady standing before 
you or maybe a Cro Ma^non man-really-and the next 
day there would be an Af rican Zulu chief seven feet tall, " 
Hamilton said. 

You won't find any Zulu chiefs modelling around the 
Fine Arts building. Just your basic student-more than 
likely fine-tuned in the field of art-modelling for the 
money. You might find one who secretly enjoys the eyes 
of the masses caressing them, but it's not likely. 
According to Hamilton, "it's all art, folks."

JOHANNESBURG, South Africa- 
President Pieter Botha granted 
educatkm officials sweeping authority 
Sunday to crack down on black political 
unr^t in the nation's segregated schools 
when they reopen after mid-year recess. 

Botha's order, published in a rare 
Sunday edition of the Government Gazette, 
bolstered plans by the Education 
Department for tight security at the 
nation's 7,000 black schools when they 
reopen. 

Black schools have been hit by sporadic 
class boycotts during the past two years 
of political unrest in South Africa and 
have become centers of the resistance to 
white minority rule. 

NEW DELHI, India-Police opened 
fire Sunday on mobs of Hindus and 
Moslems who fought street battles and 
torched buildings for a fifth straight day 
in violence that claimed 54 lives in 
western Gujerat, police and news reports 
said. 

A police official in Ahmedabad, the 
^te capital, said the army had been 
placed on alert in the state and extra 
{wramilitary forces had been rushed into 
the city.

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An unnecessary choice 

Would you be willing to give up your job to have a child? 

A few decades ago, many American women might have responded 
positively to this question. Today, however, most families require 
two salaries to make ends meet and women are finding that giving 
up a career to have a baby is not so easy. 

Believe it or not, American women are alone in this dilemma 
America hails itself as the land of God and motherhood, but it's 
the only industrialized nation that doesn't require employers to 
provide maternity leave for working mothers. If a woman wants 
to spend some time with her newborn child, U.S. firms are not 
required t3 hold her job. After all, as Reagan might say. women 
should be home taking care of their children anyway. 

While our laws are still geared towards the Leave It To Beaver 
household of breadwinning father and homemaker mother, the 
world's other developed nations have recognized that women are 
not restrained to the kitchen. In fact, in 98 other countries, female 
workers are allowed at least 12 weeks of leave after giving birth. 
In some countries, women are also paid part of their salary while 
on maternity leave. 

A bill that could liberate American women from the job/child 
question has finally gotten to the floor of the U.S. House of 
Representatives. The family and medical leave act of 1986, H.R. 
4300, would allow employees as much as 18 weeks of leave- 
although unpaid-upon adoption or birth. In effect for employers 
of 15 or more workers, the bill allows either parent to take leave 
and return to the same or equivalent job. Workers with seriously 
ill children or dependent parents could also take leave. 

Fearing lost time on the floors of the factories, some in the 
business community are lobbying against the bill. They claim that 
firms will suffer or even go out of business if they have to lose a 
worker to maternity leave. This, some businessmen say, will lead 
to discrimination against women of childbearing age. 

Possible, but unlikely. Gender discrimination is illegal and 
because the leave is unpaid, H.R. 43O0's sponsors say the cmt to 
employers would be minimal. Supporters cite statistics that show 
that 90 percent of the U.S.'s largest firms alrea<^ have aoim fcHin 
of leave for their working mothers. 

But, the need for H.R. 4300 isn't as evi<tent at ti^ 1^ levels rf 
business as at the checkout counter, the resteurant table the 
secretary's desk-positions that are easily filM w^n an enmloyee 
leaves to care for a newborn child. 

And it is precisely the women who camiot afford to pay others 
to do their mothering for them who need the law on their side If

Iheir contributions 
will make the day care center in Chaguitillo a 

reality. * 

Chaguitillo is a rural village of 1,800 people. 
The men and women there are primariFy engaged 
in agricultural work. There are over 400 children 
in the village under the age of seven. Providing 
proper health care, educations, and diets for these 
children has long been a priority for the people 
of Chaguitillo. The ordinary problems of life in 
Chaguitillo have been complicated by the war 
against the centres. Many parents must be away 
defending their country against the U.S. backed 
contras; many chilth'en are orphaned because of 
contra aggression. The children of Chaguitillo 
lack the most basic elenwnts of child care and 
education. 

One of the best things about our recent benefit 
is that the money we raised can do so much so 
quickly. The entire budget for the day care 
project is only 20,100 dollars. Already we have 
sent nearly $1000 to Chaguitillo. Teachers at the 
day care center receive $75 a month. Proceeds 
from last week's benefit could pay a teacher's 
salary for a year. The money we send to 
Chaguitillo will have a significant impact. The 
day care center is expected to be finished by 
S^tember of this year. Nfcaraguan children will 
be benefitting from our contributions before the 
first weapons bought with contra aid money 
reach Honduras. 

By October, the day care center which we have 
helped to build will be a target for the arms we 
have sent to the contras. There is an excellent 
chance that the Chaguitillo day care center will 
be destroyed by the contras and their U.S. 
advisers. Day care centers, health care facilities, 
schools, and collective farms are the primary 
Urgets of the contra "freedom fighters." Our 
work is not over yet. Sending the money to build 
the center obligates us to do something to protect 
the center. It is, in government terms, in our own 
interest. But it is, in human terms, in moral 
merely a part of our (^ligation to the 
people of Centrd Amma that we pnrtect this 
day care center. Our voices must be raised 
against contra aid and against the war on 
Nicaragua. Make the Senate hear you. tell 
to stop contra aid.

Etovid Letterman. Is he the hippest person on television, 
or is he the meanest? The kindest of his growing number 
of critics would say he is both. The more severe would say 
the latter. 

The severe critics, no doubt, are not impressed that 
Letterman has been hailed in almost every migor news 
DMgazine as the new Johnny Carson-albeit with a twist 
of Lenny Bruce to make him more contempo. This is 

evidenced by the cover story of last week's editicm of People 

The article profiles Late Nighfs Letterman who is 
fawned upon by the author in this odd publication which, 
come to think of it, seems to like everyone. But, back to 
the point of our story. Is Dave too mean? Do you ever get 
the feeling that Dave and the merry gang at Late Night 
are laughing at you, and not with you? 

If you asked freelance writer R. J. Smith or Villc^e Voice 
vwftter David Marc, you'd get a resounding^"yes." Both 
writers have recently written incisive critiques of 
Letterman which are of in- 
terest not just because they 
are right (or, as I believe, 
only partly right) but 
because they put on paper 
what a growing number of 
professional critics and 
viewers say is their beef 
with Late Night Letter- 
man. They seem to think 
the essence of the show's 
humor is the feeling of self 
conscious, cultural 
superiority on the part of 
Letterman and his writers. 
They add the show 
dehumanizes guests and 
audience members alike. 

Here is what Smith had to say in his anti-Letterman 
outburst published in last November's High Times: 

"Like some crazy convergence of Alfred E. Neuman and 
Gary Hart, that face is hard to forget, hwd to trust. It's 
unmarked by earnestness, and maybe that's the secret of 
its appeal. Davidlietterman, gone cat of the early morning 
hours for millions of college kids, hipst^s, joippies and 
others who stay up late, lobs irony the way Dan 

Quisenberry unfurls an off-speed pitch Sure the 

writing's top drawer, sure the guests are well chosen. 
My dissent with Late Night is with the viciousness so 
frequently afoot, and with how the show's set up so if you 
don't laugh with Dave its probably because you're the

kind of person everyone else is laughing at. You've g<rt 
one chance to show that you're a hip dude like Dave and 
Paul Shaeffer. That's to laugh at all those terrible unhip 
folks the show puts before the camera for national 

ridicule." 

Marc, in an article somewhat pretentiously entitled, 
"David Letterman, Posthipster," voices the same 
complaint only in a more coherent way. Letterman, claims 
Marc, treats the undeserving, guests and audience alike 
in a cruel and imusual manner. His analysis of 
Letterman*s motivations is fascinating, though simplistic. 

Marc writes: "The show's host's insistence on using his 
most genuine self as the objective correlative for his art 
often finds him losing track of person and persona, making 
cracks that objectify and ridicule others. This is OK when 
the guest is Jerry Lewis . . . .but it can become a painfully 
amoral spectacle when the guest is a housewife from the 
audience who trips over her own name . . . The same man 
who starts schvitzing everytime Dr. Ruth Westheimer 
says the word orgasm is capable of psych-nuking Julia 
Child when he loses faith in the ability of pure cooking 
to hold the audience's attention." 

I saw the Julia Child show and couldn't agree more that 
it was, as Marc alleges, a "painfully amoral spectacle." 
Letterman savaged the poor women and she didn't deserve 
it. And, sad to say, the unfortunate, unwild Child hasn't 
been the only victim of Letterman's psycho-nuking of the 
undeserving. If the truth be told, Letterman is often rude 
and not just to guests and the audience. How many times 
have you seen Lettwman ignore something Paul Shaeffer 
was saying or just interrupt him in the middle of a 
^ntence as though Shaeffer were mumbling the Lord's 
Prayer? It is disconcerting and often gets in the way of 
what I feel is otherwise a top notch 60 minutes 5f poignant 
comedy. 

But is Dave's rudeness the essence of the show? Does 
Late Night "hobble from segue to segue on crutches of 
irony," as decribed by Marc? I think not. 

Granted, Letterman's persona does grate and, worse, 
threatens to overshadow the real quality of the show. 



Beneath Letterman's chipper TV persona is a very wound 
up fellow whose defense mechanisms often stick out like 
a missing thumb. It wasn't for nothing that Letterman 

told Playboy in an interview last July, "I have more 
apprehensions than your average small town 
community." 

It's his inability to really be at ease— unlike other TV 
comics like Carson, Ernie Kovaks or Steve Allen— that 
has become a very real problem for the show. At a certain 
level Letterman seems to be aware of this. For example, 
he was truly humbled a few weeks ago when Cher— 
^ho doesn't have miu:h room to talk— in response to his 
question, "Why have you refused to come on the show?" 
replied, "Because I thought you (could be) an a ." 

Instead of the famous wisecracking Letterman we all 
know and love, what we had before us was a Sonny Bono- 
type sulk. He was mad but not exactly angry. He knew 
at a certain level Cher was right. "That's me babe, ' he 
seemed to be saying. 

Letterman's limp response was very revealing. It was 
as if he was reliev^ of all the guilt he must feel for those 
who didn't deserve his verbal backhand all th^e years. 

But Late Night is more than the sum total of 
Letterman's cruel remarks and anxious persona. The show 
is, more often than not, chock full of poignant pieces 
lampooning the very worst in American cultural life, 
especially in television. Anyone who saw Letterman's 
recent demolition of nostalgia profiteer and admitted 
money gi'ubber, Dick Clark, might well agree. Indeed, 
Letterman's famous refusal to let a guest come on and 
hawk their latest projects— and submit themselves to his 
often embarrasing questions— stands out as one of 
television's few real moments of integrity. 

It is entirely possible that eventually Late Night will 
wilt under the onslaught of Letterman's rambunctious 
unconscious or the familiarity-breeds-contempt syndrome. 
Indeed, whenever Dave calls Arnie Barnes, the 
Midwestern, working class guy Dave calls every other 
night to "laugh at," I find myself turning to the CBS Late 
Movie although I know, as Dave has warned us so many 
times, it's not really a movie. And Larry "Bud" Melman, 
who Smith calls "the largest stupid pet trick on the show,'* 
is getting a little old. 

But still, it's a bit premature to write off this WASP 
Woody Allen as ju^ anothw hack television comic. It's 
also worth noting that now Late Night has achieved 
success where it counts— in the ratings— Letterman's 
psych-nuking of guests has noticeably decreai^. Now, if 
only Dave would learn to relax.

record on the issues on which he ran in 1982— economic 
development, education and environmental pn)tection— 
demonstrate he deserves to be re-elected.

County K-9 becomes a breed apart

The Leon County Sheriffs Office became the first law 
enforcement agency in the state to have to have its entire 
k-9 unit certified by the Florida Department of Law 
Enforcement Friday when the results of a new canine 
training program were unleashed. 

In a demonstration Wednesday, the FDLE displayed 
some aspects of the program which they hope will take 
a bite out of crime locally and inspire other agencies 
throughout the state to initiate programs of their own. 
The canine training 
course, which began on 
May 5, required 400 hours 
of training for dogs and 
their handlers and was 
operated by Lively Voca- 
tional Technical School at 
the Law Enforcement 
Training Academy in 
Tallahassee. The Sheriff's 
Department plans on 
repeating^ the program 
once it . attracts enough 
qualified candidates. 

"We recognized years 
ago that there was a need 
for this type of program ' 
Florida and this is the first 
step towards progress. We 
are really proud to be a 
part of it," said Ron Stevenson, director of the law 
enforcement training academy which developed the 
package and certified the participants. 

The idea for the program has been in the works for 
about three years and includes extensive training in five 
specialized areas including tracking, drug search, 
detainment, article evidence search, and ol^dience. 

"All of the dogs and trainers are screened and certified 
before entering the program," said Lt. Al McDearmid, 
who heads the LCSO K-9 unit. "It is important that 
obedience is the first part of the training program 
because it establishes the necessary disciplined 
relationship between the dog and trainer." 

Throughout the demonstration, many of the training 
tactics were reenacted, including several attack 
situations in which the power of the officers' command 
was displayed, and a ch-ug search in which the dogs 
tracked down the drugs by reco^iizing their scent. 

The attack sequ^ces wm» (^nduct^ using a LCSO 
Deputy wearing a thick armpad posing as a criminals 




The German Shepard used in this instance became 
extremely vicious when put in the attack mode but 
transformed into a tranquil house pet immediately upon 
command. In one case, the officer fired a gun with blanks 
several times in order to show the dog's competence in 
any situation. 

The drug sequence consisted of a Rottweiler tracking 
down and finding a bag of marijuana that had been 
hidden under the bumper of a pickup truck. 

Another crucial aspect of the training is the dog's 
ability to recognize human scent whether it be specific 

or in general. This is the 
key to tracking missing 
perrtons and article 
evidence search, said 
McDearmid. - 

According to McDear- 
mid, the demonstration 
was just a brief overview of 
the program's extensive 
training, which included 
40 hours of building search 
training in Florida State 
University's Salley hall. 

"A trained dog with ex- 
perience can go for 30 to 40 
thousand dollars and that 
value increa^ very rapid- 
ly with experience. I don't 
want a 29-cent dirtbag to 
FILE PHOTO kill one of my 20,000 dollar 
dogs," said McDearmid, who emphasized that the dogs 
won't be used in certain situations unless it's absolutely 
necessary. 

The three Leon County officers were not alone in 
completing this program. Two officers from Thomasville, 
Georgia, as well as one officer each from Franklin 
County, Port St. Lucie and the Flwida Highway Patrol 
made up the rest of the trainees. 

Although, the program was develqsed and certified by 
the Florida Department of Law Enforcement, the Florida 
legislature has not made it a requirement yet. The LCI^ 
feels, however, that the legislature is working in that 
direction, said Sheriff's Department spokesman Dick 
Simpson. 

At present the LCSO K-9 unit is made up primarily 
of German Shepards and Rottweilers, but there are also 
a few Dobermans and Labrador Retrievers, said 
McDearmid, who confidently said of his canine clan that 
"qi% well trained c^oer with erne of our well trained dogs 
iamore effective than a half (k)zen big cops without one."

Cheap trash from Florida

TUESDAY 
Mmion Mars (1968)-Riddle: 
What's almost— but not quite— as bad as 
a Florida-made horror movie? That's 
right, a Florida-made science-fiction 
movie! (But those people who answered 
"Kenny the Gardener" or "death by 
flatulation" are also correct.) This little 
number, reputedly lensed downstate 
("crudely filmed in Miami," says the TV 
Guide), might be more aptly termed 
sdence-ZHc^n, ance the cheapness of the 
production and its snail's pacing is likely 
to rub the viewer the wrong way. 

Darren McGavin, less interesting than 
usual, and Nick Adams, TV hero of days 
gone by ("Johnny Yumaaaaaaaaa was a 
rebel..."), are the intrepid, possibly insipid 
astronauts who teach the audience 
something about the boredom of space, 
and their alien encounter on the Big Red 
Planet resembles nothing so much as a 
gigantic ball of tin foil that some Martian 
eccentric must have been adding to for 
many years and years. "Years and years" 
also describes the length of time you'll feel 
you've been watcing the film if you can 
' manage to sit through the whole thing. 
XVSA NETWORK, cable 21, noon) 

Way Out West {1937 )-For Laurel and 
Hardy fans (and I know you're out there,), 
here's a real treat— one of the best of their 
talkie features (which, for the most part, 
did not measure up to their silent and 
early sound two-reelers). Unlike some of 
their other ftiU-length films%hich dilute 
the comedy with pcnntless romantic 
mi^lots and musical interludes, this one 
is pure Laurel and Hardy all the way. And 
with the usual |^ & H complications as 



they attempt to deliver a mine deed to the 
daughter of a departed friend. (Who in his 
right mind would trust them to handle 
such a task?) Predictably they run afoul 
of their arch-nemesis, crooked 
saloonkeeper Jimmy Finalyson (he of the 
short fuse), and in between the mayhem 
that follows they even find time to do 
some soft-shwj. 

What may not be such a treat in Way 
Out West is the computer colorization 
which has been added to this orginally- 
black-and-white film. The examples of 
this process that I've seen so far have not 
particularly impressed me, and, franky, 
I'm pretty much of a hardnose when it 
comes to the controvert over color versus 
black-and-white. I love black-and-white 
photography, I think there's more of an 
art to it than there is to color and I firmly 
believe that a movie shot in black-and- 
white .should be shown that way. "I think 
black and white, " Ingmar Bergman once 
remarked, "is a most beautiful color that 
exists for our minds. In black and white, 
you have the wonderful chance to have 
the audience create together with you."

Living on Craclcer Jack and strings

For four weeks out of every summer, Florida State 
University invites trouble. Not really, but for those four 
weeks, this year from June 25 until the end of the week, 
FSU is overrun with nearly 600 young musicians ranging 
in age from 12 to 18. These young FSU Band Camp goers 
take part in a grueling sch«iule of lessMis, worksh<q)s and 
recitals taught by FSU faculty in eight different camps 
ranging from chorus to twirling. 

Last Thursday was just, an average day for two 
members of the string orchestra camp— Craig Evans, an 
instructor who just got out of college himself, and 
Jennifer Johnson, a 12-year-old violinist and the very 
youngest camper. 

Evans arrives at 8 in the morning, ready for his first 
session of the day, coaching a trio (two violins and bass) 
who at 4 will perform a Corelli Trio Sonata on recital. 
While waiting for his pupils to arrive, Evans takes time 
to give fatherly advice to violinist Hui Tu on recital dress 
("decent"), tuning ("tune very quietly when you tune on 
stage today"), and instruments (on fiberglass bows— "get 
something else"). After realizing that the third camper 
is sick and won't be coming to rehearsal, Craig gets out 
his violin and subs as second violinist. Since performaiKe 
is just hours away, the session time is spent polishing, 
a process accomplished primarily through positive and 
negative comments tactfully given by Evans. The session 
ends, everyone satisfied with the piece and psyched for 
the performance. 

Next Evans moves on to Opperman Music Hall for the 
first of two final rehearsals for the string orchestra. 
While the conductor has the burden of the.90-minute 
rehearsal, Evans, Director Karen Clarke and the other 
instructors sittinii around the hall listen carefully for 
balance and effect. The cello section, having d^culty 
with one small but br^y accompaniment figure, calls 
upon Diane Stein, instructor, to figure out a more 
effective fingering, while Evans points out to the 
conductor that the inner voices are entering late, 
apparently a result of the unusual acoustics of the hall. 

Evans is also needed elsewhere during the rehearsal. 
"We're making a change in the program," he says as 
he attends to the change. 

Evans' 10:^ (K>aching of a violin octet is to be short— 
a run-through before a performance at 1. Evans 
masterfully guides the kids through the performance 
process, keeping his earte open for problems. After the 
work is done he announces, "You guys arf last on the

program, OK?" The octet moans with more sync than 
when they play. "Oh great, that means they're gonna 
hear all the good groups, then us," an anonymous voice 
shouts over the din. But the octet members don't seem 
to mind too much that they're not as polished as some 
of the other campers, and that lack of polish doesn't keep 
theia ^Mb. wanting to remember their two weeks— 
they've asked Evans to take pictures during rehearsal. 

Noon brings Evans to a la-ivate lesson. Outside in the 
hall the young campers are taking a lunch break. This 
group will leave in two days, to make way for another 
gaggle of young musicians. 

Their conversation is dominated by topics like 
Thursday's edition of the "Pink Paper," a daily 
newssheet put out by the Camp Director George Riordan. 
The paper not only provides the students with interesting 
tidbits on music and rehearsal/performance schedules, 
but also with space for writing notes (signed or otherwise) 
to one another. 

"It proves to be a good release of tension, " says Evans. 
Presently two factions within the string orchestra are 
warring in the paper's pages— the "decelHsts" and the 
"debassists." I^esent word is that both groups have

House race's 
major issue is 
protecting FSU

Who will best keep South Florida legislators from 
IK)uring money and students into Sout^ Fl(mda universi- 
ties, draining both away from Tallahassee's two universi- 
ties? That issue has emerged as the chief-and almost 
only— issue in the race to replace the powerful state 
legislator who directed the budget process in the Florida 
House for four years. 

Each of the five Democratic candidates seeking to fill 
the »Baft of retiring state Rep. Herb Morgan, D 
Tallaha^ee, says he or she will fill Morgan's shoes best, 
primsffily b^^iuse qi his or her experience on the 
Tallahassee city commissicm or in state government. 

The candidates have used big words like "excellence," 
"leadership" and "effectiveness" to explain why they can 
"bring home the bacon" and keep the Legislature from 
moving funds from Florida State University to Miami or 
Fort Lauderdale. But they grow quiet when faced with 
questions on statewide issues like repeal of sales tax 
exemptions and insurance reform. 

Two former Tallahassee mayors, attorney Carol Bellamy 
and entrej^neur Hurley Rudd, have jumped into an early 
fund-raising lead in what candidates agree is the "wide 
open" District 10 race. Both have so far parlayed th^ir 
City Hall name recognition iirto extra money in the bank. 

Rudd leads the money race with $30,510, and Bellamy 
tails close behind with $24,460. 

Four of five announced Democratic candidates— Rudd, 
Bellamy, Maury Kolchakian and Alan La wson— formally 
qualified for the House District 10 race Monday along with

Tuition hilces 
put pinch on 
out-of-staters

Recent tuition increases will make the 
price tag of a degree from a state university 
steep for Florida's 9,600 out-of state 
students. And out-of-state graduate 
students may find that price tag out of 
reach entirely. 

That word came from Florida State 
University Presi^Bt Bemie Sliger, who 
said the tuition ixM^reases decided upon by 
the Board of Regents Thursday put too 
much of the ^irden on out-of-state students. 

"The increase probably won't affect 
students coming to Florida from other 
states too much this year," Sliger said. 
"Their plans are pretty much set. But next 
year we will probably see a serious 
diminution in the number of out-of-state 
students." 

Sliger said increase would specially 
hurt WU because a third of the out*of-rtBte 
stttients attending the nine ^ate 
universities attemi FSU. Sliger said if the 
tei^n hilb^ eM^ue, FSUcouUi^ 4Q0 



students a year. 

"I'm hoping the Board of Regents will 
realize this is a possibility," Sliger said. 

The tuition increases for this fall— 
approved by the Legislature earlier this 
year—average 6.9 percent. It was up to 
the BOR to decide how to (tiwy up the 
increase. 

Currently, undergraduate cmurses at a 
state university cost $23.76 per credit 
hour for lower level courses, and $27.89 
for upper level courses. Those figures will 
rise this fall to $25.36 and $28.72-a 6.73 
percent increase and 2.97 percent 
respectively. 

The overall increase of 4.85 percent is 
a bargain, according to Sliger, compared 
to the 16.25 percent increase afforded to 
out-<tf-state students. 

Students who have not satisfied state 
requirements for residency will see an 
increase from $51 to $65 per credit hour 
for lower level courses, and from $79 to 
$83 for upper level courses. That 
represents a 27.45 percent and a 5.06 
percent increase. 

"My rationale is that we go to all kinds 
of trouble to attract people to Florida," 
Sliger saki. "But stu^^s» proMbly^ the 
best grotq) we moM attrad;, have tMs 
h^vy tax imposed on them.

San Luis: mission possible

Though you may never have heard of tl» 
site, archaeologists at the the San Luis 
Archaeological and Historical Site on the 
comer of Mission and Ocala roads have 
been reconstructing the site where Spanish 
and Indian settlers lived in the early part 
of the 17th century. 

And their work has paid off: Since last 
year, the team has located the entire 
village and is in the process of excavating 
it. 

Excavation has revealed the site of what 
was once an Apalachee Indian council 
house, which served as a community center 
for the Indians, said Jim Papp, a Florida 
State grad student in history who works as 
a tour guide at the mission. It is the largest 
council house of its kind yet found in the 
Southeast, said Papp, and the site housed 
a substantial population. "This site used 
to be the center of a provincial capital of 
what was known as Apalachee," he said. 
"The Spanish came here uround 1633 
because of the fertile land. They hi^ 
claim^ this land since the time of 
Columbus, and at the time of Ponce de Leon 
the Spanish considered Florida to extend 
as far north as Maine and as far west as 
^e Spanish settlements around New 



Mexico." 

In 1704 the British, led by Coloml Jam^ 
Moore ami a band of Creek Indians, swe|^ 
through the province burning and pillagii^ 

mission villages, said Papp. In fear, Sam 
Luis inhabitants burned their own town 
and fled, leaving behind the smoking 
remnants of one of the last Spanish 
footholds in eastern North America. 

San Luis archaeology director Gary 
Shapiro said the site is imf)ortant because 
it can answer questions concerning early 
Floritki history and it is idi>un^mt with 
tttiforts depictii^ both Spanish and b^han 
life in the 17th century. 

"There's this missing chapter in Florida 
history concerning the 17th century," 
Shapiro said. "This site depicts the last 
episode of Spanish colonization in the 
eastern part of North America, and their 
leaving paved the way for British and 
American occupation." 

These days the San Luis mission is open 
mmn days a week for those who would like 
to take a walk through Florida^s history. 
The mksbn has six trail sites whkfa 
indude tiie A|iakuchee I^Uan ooundl iKNise 
excavation site and the site where the San 
Luis fort once stood. According to Marsha 
Clumee» program supervisor at San Luis,

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Senate to fight insurance suits

Senate President Harry Johnston said 
Monday the Senate will ask to be 
considered a friend of the court in a suit 
seeking to block part of the insurance and 
tort reform legislation passed this session. 

Johnston, a candidate for the 
Democratic gubematcMial nomination, has 
been increasin^y critical of the insurance 
industry since late in the session. He 
charged the "spurious" suit is further 
evidence of a concerted industry effort to 
"blackmail" Florida. 

"I strongly invited them to participate 
in the process (of writing the reform bill) 
and they never did," Johnston said. "They 
very curiously waited until the bill 
passed." 

The bill, which became law on July 1, 
included a $450,000 cap on damage 
awards and a reform of the legal doctrine 
of joint and several liability eagerly 
sought by the industry. But the bill also 
included several insurance reform 
measures that industry spokesmen say 
make it unprofitable for them to continue 
selling policies in Florida. 

Some 43 companies and three trade 
organizations have filed suits to have the 
law decBared unconstitutional. On Friday, 
they asked Leon County Circuit Judge 
Charles Miner to issue injunctions 
against five sections of the law until that 
constitutional challenge could be heard. 

Miner heard more than five hours of 
testimony, and said he would issue a 
ruling on Monday. He was in court on 



other cases most of the day, however, and 
had not issued a ruling by late afternoon. 

During Friday's hearing, insurance 
company lawyers objected most 
strenuously to a section of the bill 
requiring them to give a newly-created 
study commission information on recent 
claims settlements before Sept. 1. 
Lawyers claimed gathering that 
information would cost companies 
millions of dollars, money that would be 
wasted if the law is declared 
unconstitutional. 

"They've taken- one line out of a 
120-page bill and mushroomed it into 
something it's not," Johnston charged. 
"They have a record of closing cases almost 
unconscionably. That's why they don't 
want you to see their files." 

Johnston said he would ask the Senate 
be allowed to become a friend of the court 
on the side of the defendant, the Florida 
Department of Insurance, as soon as 
Miner rules on the injunction nequest. He 
said House Speaker James Harold 
Thompson has declined to join on behalf 
of the House because of philosophical 
objections to responding any time a new 
law is challenged. 

Insurance industry lawyers also asked 
Miner to issue temporary injunctions 
against sections of the law rolling back 
rates 40 percent for the last quarter of this 
year and back to 1984 levels on Jan. 1, 
1987. They also want to block a section 
requiring 45-day notification (rf intent to 
cancel a policy and a section enacting a 
rate freeze retroactive to May 1, 1986. 



Tuition 
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chancellor for budget, said the increases 
were recommended by a Tuition and Fees 
Task Force appointed in September 1985. 
He said the task force did not consider the 
increases unmanageable. 

"If you define the market as what other 
states charge, our out-of-state fees are not 
out of line," he said. "We average right 
around the middle." 

Blackwell noted that Florida provides 
$7 million in out-of-state fee waivers for 
those who cannot afford the fees. 

Sliger also said graduate students are 
footing too much of the bill. Graduate 
classes will see a 15.46 percent increase 
from the current $43.27 per credit hour 
to $49.96. Out of state graduate students 
will be hit with a 20 percent increase from 
$90 per credit hour to $108. 

Sliger said this might discourage 



graduate students from considering a 
Florida school. 

"Our graduate programs are national 
and international programs, not just state 
programs," he said. "Increases like these 
keep bright people from coming to Florida 
schools. 

John Sowinski, president of the Florida 
Student Association, agreed the increases 
will hurt students. 

"It will definitely keep some people from 
coming to Florida," he said. "It will 
prolong other people's education, since 
they won't be able to afford a full load of 
classes." 

Sowinski said his group didn't find a 
five percent increase in tuition 
unreasonable. 

"The cost of living rose 3.6 percent this 

year," he said. "I can understand an 
increase slightly more than that to make 
improvements, but any larger increase is 
not justifiable."

Get all sides 

Editor: 

Concerning your story on the FAMU CIS 
Progiam and Data Center on July 10,1986, I 
would like to clarify certain misimpressions and 
inaccuracies. I found it fascinating to be quoted 
without having been interviewed. Your reporter 
was standing in the hallway after my class last 
Monday, and asked if I was available for an 
interview. I was not and asked Mr. Salmon to 
come by on Wednesday. Mr. Salmon never 
arrived and I thought no more about it. Imagine 
my surprise upon reading the article in question 
and reading what I had said. 

Mr. Mosley's and Mr. Lawrence's comments 
were sadly mistaken and I am surprised that your 
reporter made no effort to ascertain the truth 
While it is true that we have not hired any more 
instructors, it is not true that our current faculty 
are unqualified or uncaring. Dr. Mason was voted 
one of two FAMU Teachers of the year this year. 
I was recently awaided the Certificate in Data 
Processing. All of our faculty have significant 
training and experience in computing AND a 
number of other disciplines as well. 

Our curriculum is both challenging and up-to- 
date. With over 2,000 programming languages 
in use today, it is impossible to learn or teach all 
of them. Mr. Lawrence's experience makes me 
proud that his training enabled him to 
successfully adapt to a travel environment. Far 
from being disadvantages, Mr. Lawrence has 
gained a valuable skill in being able to apply his 
knowledge in new and unfamiliar siting. 

As to the new equipment, the present 
administration authorized and provided the funds 
for those purchases. Dr. Humphries is not taking 
credit for the previous administration's actions. 
In fact, Dr. Humphries has been more supportive 
and responsive than the previous administration 
ever was. 

Finally, there is no evidence whatever that 
fewer job offers are being made or that salary 
offers are lower. This past year saw students 
placed with Honeywell, IBM, Amoco Oil, and 
dozens <rf other mayor firms. The starting salaries 
of these graduates averages $24,(K)0, a far cry 
from poverty wages. 

I appreciate your paper's coverage of our plight 
in the past and with the desire to tell the current 
state of affairs, but must criticize the reporter's 
methods.

Compu-destiny 

Editor: 

Better than anyone else, I know the current 
state of the Computer and Information Systems 
program at FAMU (also known under its old 
name of Data Processing). I have been in this 
department for eight years as faculty, department 
chairman and division director. I was here when 
there werg two faculty, 200 msgors, 10 keypunch 
machines and a remote job entry terminal. And 
I'm here now as we currently have some 40 
terminals, 350 majors and a super-minicomputer 
that is by no means obsolete. We are using the 
same type of computer (Harris 800) that the 
much vaunted FSU Supercomputer uses as its 
"front-end." 

For the last six years, six faculty (including 
myself) have diligently labored to create an 
excellent program in the area of computer and 
information systems. We labored without the 
support of the FAMU administration including 
our own Dean. But we did this because we had 
a noble goal. Even if the administration refused 
to accept the realitites of the 20th and 21st 
centuries, we knew that the progress of black 
Americans is inextricably tied to a mastery of 
technology. For that reason, we taught, fought, 
researched and wrote. And our labors are now 
beginning to bear fruit, 

Starting in the fall semester, we will have 20 
microcomputers in addition to the existing 
terminals. Our curriculum, which has already 
won the praise of industry critics, is being revised 
to reflect the ever-present changes in computer 
technology. Ova eourses are based on the latest 
textbooks, some of which we have writtwi 
our^lves. Our best students are hired at an 
average starting salary of $24,000. We have 
definitely turned the comer of the problems we 
had in the past, and are now ready to begin a 
Master's program. 

I cannot foretell what attitude President 
Humphries will adopt, but he had been very 
supportive so far. Fortunately, the destiny of this 
program is effectively in the hands of the faculty. 
By August we will definitely have a critical mass 
of the latest computer technology necessary to 
support first-rate efforts in research and 
instructional development. Now, it is up to us and 
based on our track record of the past, I have no 
doubt that any future fair-minded assessment of 
our program will lead to rave reviews.

What ever happened to philosophical consistency?

BOSTON— Conservatives of the Reagan-Meese school 
love to denounce "judicial activism." So what did they do 
when the Supreme Court struck down the Gramm 
Rudman budget law? They cheered. The Wall Street 
Journal said exultantly that the Court had told Congress 
it could not "waive the Constitution." 

The Gramm-Rudman decision was a whopping example 
of activism. Here was legislation of prime national 
importance. Like it or not— and I do not— the statute was 
Congress' answer to a critical economical program. As 
such, it was entitled to a heavy presumption of 
constitutionality. Yet the Court brushed it aside on the 
basis of what Justice Byron R. White, dissenting, rightly 
called "a triviality." 

The flaw was that Gramm-Rudman called on the 
Comptroller General to perform some of the calculations 
in its scheme of automatic spending cuts. That wis an 
"executive" function, the Court said. But the 1921 act 
creating the Comptroller's ofHce provides for his removal 
at Congress' initiative, the Court said, so he is a 
"legislative" crieature. The mix was fatal. 

The Court's syllogism rested on a dubious factual 
premise. The Comptroller General is appointed for a

15-yeaf term. He can be removed only by a joint resolution 

of Coniii (>ss, signed by the President or passed by a two- 
thirds vote of both houses over his veto. Rather than 
making the Comptroller a "legislative" creature, the act 
seems to be a rational effort to remove the office from 
political pressure of all kinds. 

The utterly theoretical character of the Court's 
reasoning was even more striking. In 65 years, no 
Congress has ever tried to remove a Comptroller General, 
and there is no visible sign of such an effort. If one were 
to occur, it would be time enough then to consider any 
constitutional .questions about the status of the office. 

The reaction to the Gramm-Rudman decision, then, 
shows us that conservatives, like liberals, tend to care 
more about the particular results reached by the Supreme 
Court than about philosophical consistency. One should 
not pay too much attention to pejorative abstractions such 
as "judicial activism. ' 

But there is a far morh serious point in the decision and 
the responds it evoked. That is the current ^te of the 
constitutional doctrine involved in the case, the doctrine 
of the separation of powers. 

The men who drafted the Constitution in Philadelphia 
199 years agi saw concentration of power as the greatest 
threat to American freedom. They therefore divided the 
powers of the new national government among legislative, 
executive and judicial branches. Each would naturally 
tend to be jealous of the others, James Madison said, and 
hence would check their encroachments of power. 

Power is the issue: power that may compromise our 
freedom if uncheck^. When ween in those terms, can 
anyone regard the role of the Comptroller General as a 
serious flaw? To think k), as Justice White said, is to take 
a "distressingly formalistic view of separation of powers." 

By contrast, think about another current test of 
executives and legislative power... That is President 
Reagan's decision, taken last fall, to intervene in the 
Angolan war on the side of the South African-supported 
rebels.

Intervention in a foreign civil war may have grave 
consequences for us, as recent history teaches. In the 
current political climate of South Africa it raises 
exceptional foreign policy dangers. 

For those reasons Rep. Lee Hamilton (D-Ind.) has 
proposed legislation to block the Angolan intervention 
unless and until Congress has debated and approved it. 
He is pressing it as part of the pending intelligence 
authorization bill. 

If the intentions of the Framers are to be given weight— 
their intentions and their fears— then surely Congress 
should play a part in deciding whether this country is to 
finance, and become involved in, a foreign war. The text 
of the Constitution puts responsibility on Congress for both 
war and funding of government operations. 

But of course President Reagan and his people do not 
want Congress to have a voice on Angola. They want to 
intervene "covertly"— a word that has come to mean not 
secretly, since there is no secret, but by the fiat of the 
President. 

In the Gramm-Rudman decision we have a separation 
of powers doctrine that guards the President from trivial 
and theoretical incursions by Congress. Meanwhile, the 

President demands unchallengeable power to involve the 
country in a war. James Madison and his colleagues, in 
their care for freedom, did not have that kind of doctrine 
in mind.

BELFAST, Northern Ireland-Gangs of masked 
men wielding axes and cudgels smashed Catholic 
homes, gunmen shot two people and Protestants attacked 
police Momiay during rioting in Northern Ireland. 

Police said 187 people-128 of them police officers- 
weriB inured and 81 homes, most of them occupied by 
Catholics, were "intimidated"by attacks or threatening 
telephone calls during the past weekend. 

Police fired more than 300 plastic bullets to break up 
fighting, ofTicials said. 

Militant Catholics in Northern Ireland have been 
waging a bloody campaign to end British rule in the 
province and reunite it with predominately Catholic 
Ireland. Radical Protestants, who outnumber Catholics 
in Northern Ireland, are fighting to retain British rule 
JOHANNESBURG, South Africa-Black workers in 
Port Elizabeth Monday needed a strike call to protest 
the detention of labor leaders under state-of-emergency 
rule, virtually shutting down the city's industry, but it 
was largely ignored in other parts of the country. 

The one-day protest strike, called by the Congress of 
South African Trade Unions, shut down factories in the 
south coast city of Port Elizabeth and left its streets 
virtually deserted, officials said. 

AIT AT, Lebanon- Israeli warplanes attacked 
Palestinian military targets in Lebanon Monday for the 
second time in four days, killing at least four people 
and wounding 11, authorities said. 

The raids apparently were in retaliation for increased 
guerrilla attacks inside Israel. 

Security sources said four Kfeir and four U.S.-made 
F-16 jets attacked the Palestinian positions in the 
villages of Bayssour, Aitat, Ainab and Shemland in the 
Druze held Shouf mountains, 12 miles southeast of 
Beirut. 

MADRID— A bomb planted in a van by suspected 
Basque separatists exploded early Monday, killing 
eight Civil Guard cadets on a passing bus and 
wounding at least 61 other people. 

Authorities suspected the attack was in retaliation for 
France's expulsion of the Basque's reputed commander. 

The explosives in the delivery van blew up as the 
paramilitary Civil Guard bus carrying some 50 cadets 
wound through early-morning traffic near a square in 
an elegant Madrid residential district. 

MOSCOW— Former president Richard Nixon turned 
to sightseeing Monday when an official he was to have 
visited went to Hanoi to attend the funeral of 
Vietnamese leader Le Duan. 

A Western diplomat who is in touch with the Nixon 
party said the former president spent the morning 
sighti^ing and visiting markets where farmers are 
allowed to sell their produce privately— a rare example 
of legal private enterprise. 

The president, who resigned in disgrace during the 



Watergate scandal but is remembered in the Soviet 
Union for opening the way to detente, was recognized 
by a number of people as he walked about, the diplomat 

said. 

The farmers gave Nixon fruit, vegetables and flowers, 
and requested autographs from the man who was last 
in Peking in 1974, the diplomat said. 

LONDON— Scientists working on the theory that 
almost every human has a unique scent believe it may 
be possible to develop a body odor "fingerprint" at the 
scene of a crime, the New Scientist magazine said 
Monday. 

The research, detailed in an article in the current issue 
of the magazine, said efforts are under way at Leeds 
University to devise a scientific instrument that can 
analyze and record body odors.

Terralyn Bellamy, the Worker Supervisor 
at the Center, said the FSU students' project 
is strictly voluntaiT for the kids. Yet all of 
them have paiticipated so fai— and it's 
unusual for all of the kids to participate in 
any activity. She said that they usually ask 
to be excused, but none them have. 

"It's hard to get them involi^ in 
anything," Bellamy said. "Even if you were 
to put 500 gaUons ci ice cream out in the 
yard, some of them still wouldn't 
participate." 

"We want to let them know that there s 
^mething else out there for them," said 
student Alma Madui-a. "That they may not 
become doctoi"s or lawyers, but they can still 
achieve and become something to be proud 
of."

Bellamy believes that the program has 
certainly been successful so far. After the 
first day of activities, Maduro said that the 
kids asked the Home Ec students to be sure 
to come back. As Robin Diekman said, "If 
we reach only one of them, the whole 
program will be a succ^."

ARTS 
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Beat the blahs with summer comedy series

It has often been said that creativity rises from 
boredom. If this is so then Tallahassee, the summertime 
ennui capital of the world, should, at any moment, 
explode in a frenzy of artistic endeavor. 

In one area of the arts it already has. 

Making a valiant effort to beat back the lethargy 
imposed by the oppressive Tallahassee heat, the Florida 
State Uni verity School of Theatre introduces "Comedy 
Tonight"-a summer repertory program of light-hearted 
fare that is sure to make audiences forget that shirt- 
soaking, strength-sapping temperature outside. 

For several years, the School of Theatre has sponsored 
a summer rep program in Panama City, but this is the 
first year it's been attempted in Tallahassee.

"We wanted to focus on comedies and contemporary 
plays because we do a great deal of classics in the 
winter," said Olsen. "The summer provides an 
opportunity to entertain and gain experience." 

Heatstroke notwithstanding, experience is something 
that "Comedy Tonight" company members are getting 
a strong dose of. Olsen explained that in addition to 
acting in at least two roles, each member contributes to 
sewing costumes, designing and building sets, procuring 
props, making posters and t-shirts, running lights arid 
serving refreshments in the lobby. One cast member, 
caught up in the creative fervor, even painted the pipes 
in the Conradi Theatre dressing rooms. 

"A kind of creative energy has been released by saying 
'this is our thing, here we go' " said Olsen. "Now the 
dressing room is an artwork." 

"We've .found that during the school year, we tend to 
divide up directors, actors, and technicians, " he said. 
"Our experience this summer has been so beneficial that 
I think it's going to be an annual thing." 

Olsen hopes that the enthusiasm he and the company 
have for the summer rep program will spread. "I think 
we're going to have a good time and give the audience 
a good time too."

Clemens-Gooden 



showdown is key 
to All-Star Game

HOUSTON-National League right-hander Dwight 
Gooden played the party pooper at baseball's halfway 
bash, refusing to say he will duel fastball to-fastball 
against Bx^&r Clemens in tonight's All-Star Game at the 
Astrodome. 

At a news conference confirming the dream matchup 
of two of baseball's hardest throwers, Gooden instead 
tipped his cap to Clemens. 

"Every chance I get, I watch him on TV," said Gooden. 

A strikeout pitcher in his first two seasons, Gooden this 
year has aimed at more economical outs. 

When asked which style he would use in the 57th All- 
Star Game, Gooden said only, "I'll get them out however 
I can, the main thing is I just want to pick Whitey (N.L. 
manager Herzog) up and get him a victory." 

If Gooden decides to match Clemens with hard stuff— 
and his competitive instincts will probably lead him to 
do just that— then Texans will have a matchup they could 
brag about for years. 

Not only can both pitchers throw in the 90s, but 
Clemens is a hometown boy. 

"Here, I can say 'ya'U' without people getting on me," 

he said. 

The game is scheduled to start at 8:35 p.m. EDT, with 
the Astrodome expecting a sellout crowd of 45,000, 
including Vice President George Bush and his wife. 

The A.L. squad includes the first rookie ever selected 
to the starting lineup, California first baseman Wally 
Joyner. The N.L. offers the top vote-getter in Mets* 
outfielder Darryl Strawberry. 

The glamor nevertheless comes frbm the Clemens- 
Gooden showdown, which began with a decision by 
Herzog. Brushing aside suggestions that Gooden had 
slipped from his 1985 Cy Young Award form, Herzog 
declared Gooden would be the NL starter. 

That left it to A.L. manager Dick Howser, who 
surrendered to the appeal and named Clemens. 

Bowser's decision proved all the more gratifying 
because two years ago in San Francisco, All-Star officials 
missed a chance at pitting the youngest player— 
Gooden-against the oldest— Phil Niekro, then with the 
Yankees. 

Instead, the opponents were Charlie Lea and Dave 
Stieb, competent but hardly glamorous. 

After going 41-13 in his first two seasons, Gooden 
carries the apparently respectable record of 10-4. 

Still, he is not even the most effective pitcher on the

Mets' staff. That did not change Herzog's opinion. 

"I know you're going to ask me, so I'll tell you I picked 
Dwight Gooden because I think he's the best pitcher in 
baseball," Herzog said. 

In 18 starts, Gooden has a 2.77 ERA with 101 
strikeouts in 136 innings. Clemens, the winner of his 
first 14 decisions, has a 2.48 ERA and 146 strikeouts, 
including a nine-inning record 20 against Seattle. 

The only change in the lineup voted by fans involved 
Royals' third baseman George Brett, sidelined by a 
sprained right shoulder. Wade Boggs of the Red Sox will 
start in Brett's place and Cleveland's Brook Jacoby has 
been added to the roster. 

The National League holds a 36-19-1 edge in All-Star 
Games, and won last years game in Minneapolis 6-1. 

Herzog has said he wants to win because it marks the 
last game for outgoing N.L. president Chub Feeney. 
Herzog is the only N.L. manager to lose a game in the 
last 14 years. 

This year marks the first time the All-Star Game has 
gone indoors for a second straight year. Next season, it 
is scheduled for Oakland.

Two developers turned politicians from opposite sides 
of a state Senate district are running neck and neck in 
fund-raismg m the race to represent that district. But two 
under financed, self-styled populist candidates hope their 
district wide experience and hard work will make the 
difference in the race. 

The two developers-Leon County Commissioner Doug 
Nichols and state Rep. Wayne HoUingsworth (D-Lake 
City)-have each raised just over $30,000 from hometown 
^sinesspeople and political action committees (PACs) for 
the Sept. 2 primary, according to reports filed with the 
state Division of Elections. 



One of the populists, former Florida Highway Patrol 
Director J. Eldridge Beach, said his law enforcement 
experience in the district's 10 counties gives him vital 

knowledge of the area. 

The other populist, former U.S. Rep. Don Fuqua aide 
Michael Moore, also stresses the knowledge of the district 
he gained working on constituent service for 10 years in 
the district. 

HollingswcMth has been particularly successful at 
raising PAC money, with $13,500 so far. While 
HoUingsworth said the contributions reflect his pro- 
business record, opponent Moore said he thinks a 
candidate with all that "special-interest" money must give 
those interests special atti^itir-n :r ! ted.

After feuding over the Student Govern- 
ment budget for five months, Florida State 
University Vice President for Student Af- 
fairs Bob Leach and Student Senate Presi- 
<tent Stan Halbert have finally come to a 
^mprwnise over the rtudent government 
iKtdget. 

In June, FSU president Beniie Sliger*8 
office afqiroved the SG bu^et, but itipu- 

lated that senate unallocated reserves (rf 
$13,420 and all SG unallocated agency 
funds be frozen until an additional $46,000 

was given to the university union/recrea- 
tion department. However, Halbert be- 
lieved that the administration shouldn't 
interfere with the senate's right to allocate 



SGA funds. 

A tentative compronyse which satisfies 
everyone involved has been reached by both 
parties. It involves an additional $46,000 
cash-flow reserve for the university 
union/recreation department, which will 
come from unallocated agency funds, and 
SG will have the authority to draw from the 
aca)unt in emergenQr situations. Halbert 
also push^ to have the $1.^ A&S fee 
requirment for the uniMi/recreation 
department voided for the 1987/1988 
budget year. 

While the compromise appears set, 
Halbert said the student senate still has to 
Improve it. 

"A working agreement has been 
reached," said Halbert. "Officially, it won't 



be solved until the ^nate ratifies and 
allocates the nwney." 

The budget problem centered around the 
senate's unwillingn^ to give unallocated 
funds to the university union/recreation 
department when the lack of those funds 
could later handicap the senate. 

Bob Brandewie, assistant to Vice 
President for Student Affairs, attended a 
recent meeting between Leach and Halbert, 
and helped with a solution to the problem. 
Brandewie said there would be an 
additional $11,000 availiAle in Activity 
and Service fees in 1^ because of 
increased enrollment at FSU. 'Hiis coupled 
with fimds ^t ^uld be available thanks

Drug testing 
policy may be 
unconstitutional

A program to test city employees who 
are suspected to be under the influence of 
drugs or alcohol may violate their civil 
rights, according to some civil 
libertarians. 

The program— adopted June 18-calls 
for any of the 2,200 people employed by 
the city to submit to testing if there is a 
"reasonable suspicion" their performance 
on the job is being hampered through the 
use of drugs or alcohol. 

Employees thought to be under the 
influence of drugs or alcohol by their 
supervisor would be asked to be tested, 
said Deputy City Manager Chuck 
Cuthbertson. Those testing positive will 
be suspended as long as the condition 
affects their performance. In extieme 
cases, Cuthbertson said employees could 
be fired. 

But Richard Brightman, a member of 
the local chapter of the American Civil 
Liberties Union, said the policy was 
questionable because of the method u^ 
to determine if an employee is un(ter the 
influence of drugs or alcohol 

"It depends totally on someone's 
decision that an individual is impaired," 
he said. 

The ACLU , has opposed similar 
measures around the country because 
members feel they violate the privacy of 
the individual. 

Steve Forester, legal (Mrector of the 
Flwida ACLU, said drug testing is only 
permissable if there is clear evidence t^t 
the employee was under the influence td 
drugs or alcohol. He cited a 1985 case in 
Florida which determined that public 
employees could not be required to submit 
to drug tests unless there was "reasonable 
suspicion" of drug use. 

'That means you cannot test someone 
just for coming to work bleary eyed," he 
said. "There hastobe hard, articulatable

The number 681 HELP-which is currently being used 
primarily as the "Crimestoppers" hotline for all crime- 
will now also be used as a hotline for people to call with 
any information concerning crack. TPD Chief Mel 
Tucker said in a press conference unveiling the hotline 
Tuesday morning. A reward of up to $1000 will be given 
for any inf(H-mation leading to crack-related arrests, he 
said. 

Tucker said the aim of the program is to nip Tallahas- 
see's crack problem in the bud. 

"It's the first time that the police and all the 
community leaders have joined together for a quick, hard 
^n] ut ion to a major problem." said Tucker. "In the past.

we failed to do this with the LSD and quaalude problems 
and that is why they became out of control," said Tucker. 

The idea for the hotline stems from a similar progi-am 
started by Detroit police last week which has proved to 
be very successful, said Tucker. 

"In I^troit, they even have dealers turning in other 
dealers in order to drive the (Ahers out of business," said 
Tucker. "Here in Tallahassee, we have been receiving 
numerous phone calls from all sorts of people with 
information about crack that they want to convey, and 
now they have a number that is easy to remember." 

Wanda Bradford, Crimestoppers chairpera)n, stressed 
the anonymity factor of the new hotline. 

"It is not important that we know who is reporting the 
crime, but that we stop the crime itself," said Bradford. 

TPD does not expect crack and the violent crime 
associated with it to plague the Tallahassee area like 
it has in many other cities because, as Tucker said, *'We 
are way out in front of the problem this time."

LONDON-The United States has 
agreed to return to the Geneva 
bargaining table to resume nuclear test 
ban treaty talks after a six-year break, 
Soviet Foreign Minister Eduard 
Shevardnadze saM Wednesday. He also 
said the Kremlin is making "very 
substantial preparations" for a second 
U.S. Soviet summit, 

LA PAZ, Olivia-Some 160 U.S. 
soldiers with six Black Hawk 
helicopters set up two campus 
Wednesday in Bolivia's semi-tropical 
lowlands to back police raids on cocaine 
factories, radio reports and police sources 
said. Bolivian and U.S. officials did not 
say if the raids, planned for eastern 
ft)livia, had begun. 

JOHANNESBURG, South AfHea- 
The Supreme Court Wednesday rejected 
a union bid to ov^urn South Africa's 
state of emergency but loosened some 
restrictions, including granting lawyers 
access to detained unionists. Seventeen 
people were reported killed in the 
bloodiest 24 hours since the June 12 
crackdown. 

Also Wednesday, South African 
President Pieter Botha unveiled the 
Cheetah, a jet fighter built partly from 
components from aging French Mirages 
and said to be comparable to the World's 
best fighters. Botha said the aircraft 



proved South Africa's mettle in 
overcoming the 1977 U.N. arms embargo. 

NATION 

WASHINGTON-President Reagan 
warned Prime Minister Mohammed 
Khan Junejo Wednesday a six-year 
billion-dollar U.S. aid package will be cut 
off if Pakistan develops a nuclear bomb, 
a U.S. official said. Officials believe U.S.. 
aid "has served as a significant brake on 
their nuclear program," he said. 

DETROIT-PolicK searched the city 
Wedne^y for eight stolen vials of blood 
serum contaminated with AIDS, but 
health officials said there was virtually 
no danger to the general public. The vials 
were in the trunk of a doctor's car, which 
was stolen Tuesday afternoon outside a 
blood plasma donor center. 

WASHINGTON-The House set in 
motion Wednesday the process of 
ratifying the $11.7 bilUon in spending 
cuts made under the Gramni-Rudm«B 
balanced budget law last March but 
invalidated by the Supreme Court. The 
March 1 cuts were the first made under 
the law's plan to balance the 
government's books by 1991. 

PHILADELPHIA-A judge Wednes 
day ordered striking Philadelphia sani- 
tation employees back to work to 
remove thousands of tons of garbage from 
city streets, while one-third of Detroit's 
city employee^began what was feared to 
be an extended walkout.

Trouble in Paradise 

You have to wonder what kind of God Vicki Frost worships. 

Currently embroiled in a textbook dispute in Hawkinsville, Tenn., Frost 
wants more than 23 offending texts removed from county shelves because 
they 'explore thoughts and themes that are anti-Christian." What sorts 
of lK)oks? Science texts ridiculing creationism? Dicey literature passages? 
Judy Blume teen love tales? 

Hardly. 

Frost has targeted texts on art, geography and history. Her reasoning 

is offensive on the surface and infinitely saddening at second glance. 

The People for the American Way has retained a Washington law firm 
to fight her; the Concerned Women of America— founded by Beverly (Mrs. 
Tim) LeHaye— is standing behind her. And the battle has just begun. 

Aside from the fact that Frost's argument with public school texts should 
be thrown out on First Amendment grounds— all of the books are 
mainstream books that haven't engendered controversy anywhere else— 
and the fact that mcMSt of the town's residents and school officials disagree 
with her, Frost's contentions merit closer inspection. Not because they 
are sound, but because they are seductively simplistic, reductionistic and 
wrongheaded. 

Her world, Frost says, is centered on the word of God. But for someone 
who has chosen to define her existence with such finite l^vd^, she ^ms 
woefully lacking in spiritual depth. 

She says her God is a self-centered sovereign, loath to share the spotlight 
with any among his puny creations, most especially man. He only listens 
to Christians, whom he teaches to hold themselves above all others and 
steadfastly look down upon the inferior beliefs of others. Man was created 
solely to worship God: not to think or question or to create anything, for 
creation is the sole province of The Creator. 

Most religions based on divine creation agree that man was made in 
God's image. He was given a mind with which to reason; to determine 
for himself how best to worship his God and live his life. If God wanted 
man to mindlessly worship, some would argue, why give him a mind in 
the first place? 

Frost first became incensed after thumbing through her sixth-grade 
daughter's reading books, struck by the text's reliance on "secular 
humanism," i.e. anything that glorifies man and his doings As a born- 
again Christian, Frost says, "the word of God is the totality of my beliefs. 
Humanism in its essence denies God as the Creator," by believing that 
"in man is the meaning of all things." 

Children are not to be encouraged to use their imagination— to do so 
is to practice the occult. Man's achievements are not to be glorified, says 
Frost, for to do so is to take away God's glory. 

Frost will likely be defeated in the courtroom. The town's mayor says 
most people think the books are harmless and important for school 
instruction. And certainly her arguments are theol(^cal questions best 
suited to discussions within her church and home. But both sides of the 
dispute have said they will appeal to the Supreme Court, and the 
ramifications of such lofby arbitration— given the high court's new, more 
conservative bent—could entrench exclusivistic right wing Christian 
dogma even more. 

And there's nothing divine about that. 

A birthday note 

This Saturday, Nicaraguans will celebrate the seventh anniversary of 
their fre^om. On July 19, 1979, Sandinista Isroops marched into Managua 
triumphant after years of bitter, bloody druggie to oust U.S.-backed 
dictator Anastasio Somoza Debayle. 

In those seven years, the Sandinistas have implemented a democracy 
that in earlier years had been a foreign idea. Nicaraguans were able to 
democratically elect a president in 1984, and the government has provided 
mass education, health care and agrarian reform for a nation left bankrupt 
by a corrupt and repressive despot. This despite the ongoing illegal war 
being waged by the Reagan administration. 

It took the American revolutionary government mo^^ tlian seven years 
to even draft a constitution. By those ^^^dards, the Nicaraguans have 
done exceptionally well. j s i ^ 
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We are captives of despots gone mad

Ronald Reagan and Margaret Thatcher are 
mired in an excremental ethical bog over South 
Africa. Their vicious and absurd notion that talks 
with the Pretoria goverment and "constructive 
engagement" with the South African economy 
have aided apartheid rather than shattered it. 

This South Africa, which Reagan said a few 
months ago was making "real progress" in 
reforming its institutionalized prejudice has 
suspended constitutional rights and "detained" 
4,000 of its citizens. This South Africa, which 
Thatcher said a few days ago was ready to 
"negotiate" peaceful change, has undertaken a 
policy of per.secuting its church, turning its 
schools into prison camps, and bombing its 
neighbors. 

There has been change in South Africa, but 
hardly change for the better. 

Yet Reagan and Thatcher still resist economic 
sanctions, clawing at the rest of the world like 
a blind rooster in a low budget cock fight. Never 
mind Bishop Desmond Tutu's bald assertion that 
South African blacks welcome sanctions, would 
welcome any hardship to gain basic freedoms. 
But the heads of the two so-called leading 
English-speaking democracies, mindful of the 
knot-tight tangle of economic interests between 
the U.S, the U.K. and South Africa, shrug 
off dissent. Great White Father and Mother know 
best. 

Reagan has clammed up of late about 
sanctions; Congress looks like it isn't going to 
buy the paternalist rhetoric much longer. 
Thatcher has softened her line, allowing as how 
Britain may go for "limited sanctions" if "recent 
studies" show they would be effective in 
pressurizing P.W. Botha and his goon-squad 
government. 

Her latest wild hare has been sending Foreign 
Secretary Sir Geoffrey Howe to South Africa and 
its neighboring states to see what he can see. He 
follows hard on the heels of the Commonwealth- 
sponsored Eminent Persons Group, composed of 
elder statesment who met with Botha, Tutu, 
Oliver Tambo and Nelson Mandela. They 
recommended sanctions. This was not, naturally, 
^)od enough for Thatcher so off went Sir Gteofifrey 
to Zambia where President Kenneth Kaunda told 
him that his mission is a waste of time and 
refused to persuade the African National 
Congress to play ball. 

In Zimbabwe, Robert Mugabe told Sir Geoffrev 
that the trip is a "futile exercise-^^xcoriated 
British and Amerir- corporations as the props 
01 ^l^-Ineid. The ANC refused to acknowledge 
Howe's attempts— Nelson Mandela, Winnie 
Mandela, and Oliver T^bo refused to meet him. 
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A black man chosen 
to mouth Reaganite 
policies against black 
people? It is more than 
racist— it is obscene. 



Meanwhile Thatcher is becoming isolated not 
only in the U.K. which is firmly pro-sanctions but 
in her own government as well. Many top Tories 
have rebelled and come out for not ridiculous 
"limited" sanctions like stopping commercial 
airline flights into South Africa but a 
comprehensive strike at the economic structure 
of South Africa. 

Leon Brittan, the former home secretary, said 
the other day that sanctions are the on/y way now 
to fight apartheid. He was commended on the 
floor of the House of Commons and supported by 
several members of Thatcher's cabinet. The 
Commonwealth's unity is itself threatened by 
Thatcher's recalcitrance: Zambia, Ghana and 
India have all said they may withdraw from the 
"family of nations" if Britain does not get serious 
about apartheid. 

In America, Reagan's latest bright idea is to 
have one Robert Brown, a Republican, former 
Nixon aide, and public relations executive whose 
clients include companies who do business in 
South Africa (Sara Lee and Nabisco) as a new 
^voy. It's a move clearly designed to stall the 
^mands fen* sanctions coming from the House 
and Senate. Brown has no diplomatic 
experience-his one qualification seems to be that 
he's black. 

This is racist. It is putting a minstrel-show 
blackface on a white-rule policy. A black 
ambassador will not cause a social revolution in 
South Africa— he will simply be a tool for slowing 
down the only effective means the rest of the 
world has for demonstrating to South Africa that 
a government founded on prejudice and 
exploitation will not be tolerated. A black man 
chosen to mouth Reaganite policies against black 
people? It is more than racist— it is obscene. 

But so it has been with ReagsLTx and lliatcher and , 
their imnifw^^i condoning of the Pretoria regime's ' 
repressive and murderous ways. The great irony 
is that the majority of the people in America and / 
Britain strongly disagree with their "leaders." 
Yet we, and the blacks and coloreds of South 
Africa, are at their mercy, victims of our 
governments, our voices ignored. Isn't this sort 
of thing oijy ^upppsed to hai^n in f -^cpJWiunist" 
countries? \ \ ) \ i .

House veteran, said his experience and fiscal 
conservatism are his best assets.

But Cuthbertson said measures have been taken by 
the city to prevent that from happening. He said 
supervisors have b^n trained to identify members of 
their staff through warning signs such as impaired 
performance or irrational behavior. The supervisor is 
required to bring the matter to the attention of a 
department head. If the department head agrees there 
is evidence of impairment, then the employee will be 
asked to be tested. 

Forester also questioned the penalties for refusing to 
be tested. Employee Relations Director Lynne Brion said 
these penalties vary. 

"If an employee refuses to take a test, they are subject 
to disciplinary action," she said. "This is up to and 
including dismissal." 

Forester said the ACLU is currently involved in a case 
against Fort Myers, which fired two firemen last week 
for refusing to take a mandatory drug test. This case will 
be filed within the next two months, he said.

Employees found to be under the influence of alcohol 
or drugs will be sent home, Brion said. Those with 
repeated violations will also be referred to the city 
employee assistance program, or terminated if the 
problem is habitual. 

Those employees using drugs while on the job could 
even be arrested, Brion said. 

"The use of drugs is not only against city policy, it's 
illegal," she said. It's different to be under the influence 
of alcohol, which is legal. Mid cocaine, which is illegal." 

Some city employees, like Senior Energy Analyst 
Gerald Jackson, saw the city is intruding into the jM-ivate 
lives of its employees. 

"Suppose someone used a drug 30 days before a test 
was given to him." Jackson said. "It still might show 
up in the test. Unless you say what a person does off the 
job can also be regulated by an employer, this is an 
infringement on your civil rights." 

But Cuthbertson said what employees did off the job 
was their own concern. 

"We are concerned about job performance," he said. 
"We try to stay out of their personal lives. If th^^i^ 
using controlled substances at home, we will probably 
never even know about it."

SPECIAl, TO THE FLAMBEAU 

At first glance, Allen 
Woodman hardly strikes 
you as a shrewd, successful 
entrepreneur of the small 
press world. Walking 
through the halls of the 
Florida State University 
English Department, 
toting a worn leather sat- 
chel muA stopping in office 
doorways to chat, Wood- 
man exudes a sort of im 
pish avuncularity that 
doesn't quite fit the image 
of an Alfred Knopf or Abner Doubleday. 
But while Woodman and his Word Beat 
Pre^ may be a ways from magnate-hood, 
he Aas built a suix;essful small business 
in a ratl^r renu^kably short time. Since 
1983, when Word Beat Pre^ sponsored 
what has become its annual Fiction B(X)k 
Award and published Barbara Milton's 
winnii^ short story collection, A SmaU 
Cartoon, Woodman has been regularly 
producing small books— mostly short story 
collections— which have received enough 
critical and commercial success to 
warrant second and third printings. 

Allen Woodman may be to publishing 
what Jchn Sayles (The Return of the 
Secaucus Seven, The Brother From 
Miother Plan/H) is to filmmaking: both are 
iad^i^^Bt artist-entrepreneiurs who 
work on a shoestring budget to produce 
small, innovative works, and who have 
gradually earned respect and recognition 
on a wider scale. In fact, Woodman 
recently received a $5,000 editor's grant 
from The National Endowment for the 
Arts which will finance another 
publicatimi— the press's first hardback— a 
collection of short-short stories firom The 
Nmth America Review, ^ted by Rdbley 
Wilson, Jr. 

And now that he's doing so well. 
Woodman is packing it all up. 

After completing his doctoral work in 
creative writing this summer Woodman 
plans to head west, to Flagstaff, Arizona 
where he will teach creative writing at 
Northern Arizona University beginning 
this fall. 

And he'll be taking Word Beat Press 
with him, with hardly a pause in his 
publishing schedule. Woodman, himself 
a wi<kly publid^ writ^ of ^ort (as 
in a couple of pages) stories, has a

(K)llection of his own com- 
ing out this fall. Entitled 
The Shoehox of Desire, 
Woodman's work will be 
published by Swallow's 
Tale Press (based in Atlan- 
ta and owned by FSU 
alumnus Joe Taylor). 

So just what does it take 
to, at thirty -one, own your 
own small publishing com- 
pany that regularly gets 
folks like Kurt Vonnegut 
to write its cover blurbs 
and earns you enough sue 
cess to Imy a BMW and 
Perry Ellis suits? 

Well, a few months ago, the editors of 
Sun Dog, FSU's literary magazine, asked 
FSU doctoral student and writer Joe 
Straub to find out. It's evident in the 
following excerpts from Straub's 
interview with Woodman (which appears 
in the current issue of Sun Dog svsAliMe 
in the FSU English Dqjartraent) that 
what it takes is talent, savvy, and 
tenacity. It also takes a special clarity of 
vision, a vision that comes through in 
Woodman's own stories and in his views 
on what good writing is all about. 

Joe Straub: Why does Word Beat Press 
work 8o well? 

Allen Woodmm: I think a lot of it is 
that the au^»^ have been good. Baxi^a 
Milton's the fffst boc^ Wc»d Beat 

publii^ed— just wondrarftd. That fi^ 
year, one of her stories wm pkked up for 
the Pushcart series. 
How do you attract these people? 
For one thing, the press started at the 
right time. Particularly for short story 
writers, it was hard, and probably still is, 
to get someone to publish a small 
collection of short stories. A writer would 
have two or three wonderful stories in 
magazines Uiat they were happy with, 
and after those magazines were pulled 
from the bookstores, that would be the 
end of that story's life. So I like the idea 
of finding a small vehicle, a place to 
collect those stories, and that's the idea 
behind the Word Beat Press Fiction Book 
Award, a way of pulling those stories 
together in a beautifully produced book. 

There's a resurgence of short fiction 
going on now, isn't there? King of a Golden 
Age, 

They're calUng it a "Silver Age." I

suppose the Golden Age 
would have been the 
Twenties and Thirties, 
when writers like Hem- 
ingway could actually 
make their living by 
writing short stories. 
Later, people had to write 
bulk to make any money. 
But you know, America's a 
diet-conscious coiintry 
now, and now that we're 
all diet-conscious, I think 
people who were raised on 
those bloated 2,000-page 
family sagas are really 
looking for that leaner 
short story to read. Ithink 
that's helped a lot with the 
revival of the short story. 

Your stories read a lot 
like poems. They're strong 
in images and tight, con- 
trolled language. 

I think that's a 
charact^istic of contem- 
porary fiction, that em- 
phaMs on accurate detail, 
particularly in stories that 
don't follow a realistic 
bent. If you're going to 
write a story that has some 
elements that are maybe of 
an unbelievable nature, 
your language itself is go- 
ing to have to {:» beautiful 
and charming, so that 
whatever you say in the 
story, the reader starts 
jumping along with you, 
sucked along because the 
language has charmed 
them, like a spell, almost. 
In a realistic story, you do 
that by describing 
everything exactly as it is, 
say a street in Tallahassee, 
so if you went there, you'd 
know that street sign on 
that corner. 
Why have you specmLized 
; in short-short stories? 
In a short-short story, I 
think you equate 
smallness and accuracy 
together the way that you 
look at say, a little doll 
house, one of those little 
miniatures. And you look 
in the little window and

I in iMiVn world, and all of 
it is precise and the detail 
is p^^^, and that gives 
you a sense of charm. I 
think ttiat's how short- 
short stories work; they 
work with charm.

a different feeling. You see 
that and you almost get a 
sense of awe— it's just so 
darn large. But it dc»sn*t 
charm you in the way that 
something very tiny does. 
Things that are tiny, you 
feel that you can possess 
them in a way. Your eye 
can take them in. 

Even in a small way. Do 
you ever feel like you're 
planting seeds? 

One of the marvelous 
things about fiction is that 
scratches on a page can 
make people cry or laugh, 
that it does have some 
kind of effect on people. 
But probably, you can't 
control how people react to 
them. I don't like the idea 
of writers as prophets. It's 
a pleasant sort of thing, it 
makes us feel sort of self- 
important. I think of 
writers more as observers 
than anything else. I don't 
think we have a better 
answer than, say, a vinyl 
repairman. There are so 
many kinds of writers, I 
think it would be 
dangerous to listen to a 
writer as a sort of prophet 
or a seer. I'd rather have a 
reader see things that 
reflect in their own lives. 
Stories are a way of think- 
ing about human emo- 
tions, a way of thinking 
about life. 

Your stories do that. 
They make me think back 
to— not to the big heart- 
breaker, but maybe to 
moments that were signifi- 
cant, that I'd overlooked In 
a way, that's a real service 
for people, reminding them 
of some piece of their own 
humanity that they may 
have forgot^n cAout 

I hope I'm saying 
something in my fiction. 
Kafka said something 
about books— so I guess it 
applies to short stories 
too— he said, "A book 
should be an icepick to 
break up the frozen sea 
within us." Nice thought, 
isn't it? If I'm doing 
anything, I hope I'm con- 
veying a sense of 
hopefulnes, of small 
miracles. I keep saying 
that— I don't want to end 
up on The PTL Club- 
uriless they're paying. But 
I really do believe 
everyone's life is filled 
with these tiny miracles 
that a lot of the time they 
don't even see. I do want 
people to hope for 
something, to sort of hold 
on, in a way.

Watching rowdy fans is 
fialf of wrestling's appeal

"/n wrestling, the crowd is as much 
entertainment as the men in the ring, "

Yes, if you Ve ever attended an evening 
of wrestling, you know that some of the 
best action takes place outside of the 
^uared cwcle. From PTL Christians 
yelling obscenities at the bad guys to 
#unks actually trying to enter the ring, 
wrestling partisans get their money's 
worth just from observing each other. 

"You see wives beating on husbands 
and fans screaming things they wouldn't 
normally say in public . . . they just get so 
wrapped up m the action," Englert said. 
"People come to watch the other fans as 
much as the wrestling. " 

Wrestling crowds are always rowdy, but 
most fans restrain themselves to just 
yelling at the wrestlers. A few, however, 
get so riled up that they toss objects into 
the ring, make obscene gestures in 
wrestlers' faces and even pour beers on 
the managers. 

Jerry Prater, spokesman for 
Championship Wrestling from Florida, 
said inebriated fans are the cause of most 
crowd violence. 

"Excessive alcohol is not condusive to 
iwrmal behavior," Prater sajd. "It's like 
anywhere else. Some people can handle 
their alcohol and some can't." 

Englert remembered an incident in 



which a drunk fan tried to interfere in a 

steel cage match at the Civic Center. 

"In March, we had a nut who actually 
tried to climb up the steel cage and get 
in the ring," he said. "Our security people 
stopped him, but if he'd succeeded, the 
wrestlers would have thrown him out in 
any way possible." 

To prevent fans from getting involved 
in match^ and hurting themselves, 
Englert said the Civk Center provides 
extra security for the wrestling events. He 
said four security oflficws are posted at the 
corners of the ring to check crowd 
behavior. 

"We try to keep the fans calmed down 
without getting in the way of their 
eiyoyment of the sport," he said. "But, if 
we feel they're starting to get themselves 
into trouble, we'll restrain them." 

Prater believes that both wrestlers and 
fans alike appreciate the ring guards. 
Extra security is necessary. Prater said, 
because if a wrestler feels a fan is 
threatening him, he'll protect himself. 

"Every now and then, a person gets 
rowdy," Prater said. "And if the security 
doesn't stop him, wrestlers have the 
equipment to handle themselves against 
anything short of a gun." 

Championship Wrestling from 
Florida returns to the Civic Center 
this Friday night at 8:30. Tickets are 
$8 ringside, $5 adults general 
admission and $4 for children under 
12.

SAN SALVADOR-The mines the guerrillas plant 
throughout the Salvadoran countryside are quiet weapons.

Local duplex 
is target of 
cop crackdown

A trio of local law enforcement agencies 
swooped dfwn on a downtown duplex 
Friday night, arresting six people and 
seizing a large amount of rock cocaine, 
commonly called crack. 

The arrests were made after a combined 
investigation by the Tallahassee Police 
Department Vice Squad, the Leon Count v 
Sheriffs Office Special Investigations Unit 
and the Florida State University Police 
Department. The investigation showed that 
the Frenchtown duplex was (grating as a 
crack house," said LCSO spokesman Dick 
Simp.son 

A "'crack house," according to Simpson, 
IS a dwelling where rock cocaine is sold. 

Simpson .said that over the past few 
weeks officers made several controlled 
crack buys at the duplex at 610 and 612 N. ' 
Martin Luther King Jr. Blvd. 

The busts were made at 9:30 Friday 
night, Simpson said. He said a substantial 
amount of crack was found inside the 
houses, some of it already packaged to sell. 

"We even found some crack in an 
envelope inside one of the mailboxes," 
Simpson said. 

One of those arrested for possession of 
cocaine with intent to sell was Jake 
Watson, 60, who lives at the duplex. 
Watson was arrested earlier this month for 
the same offense and was out on bond 
awaiting trial. 

Others charged with possession of cocaine 
were Debra Proctor, 23, who i^ides in the 
duplex; Danny Johnson, 21, of 1209 
Alabama St.; Helen Miller, 44, of 627 Dart 
St.; Vondradi Nichols, 21, of 725 Old 
Bainbridge Rd.; and Charles Gordon of 
Bainbridge, Ga. 
Simpson said it was not unusual for the

Blistering heat wave sautes Southeast

A feverish heat wave that entered its third week in 
Dixie broke in the Midwest Sunday, allowing 
temperatures to fall below 90 in several ^tes, while 
cbusing rains plagued the N<N^heast. 

Although some rain could fall this week in the South, 
the record dRMi^t has idiriveled crops and forced fsurmars 
to sell cattle for lack of feed. The dryness is creating a 
record business for Alabama well driller Guy Smith Jr. 

"I've never seen so many wells going dry," Smith said. 
"I'm two months behind in my work. Wells that are 40 
years old are drying up. I've never seen anything like it.** 

The 15th day of the heat wave was marked with 
100-degree temperatures over the Carolinas, Georgia and 
Tennessee. Augusta, Ga., reached 104 degrees by 
midaftenMon, and Charlerton, S.C. hit 102 degr^s, 
making it the 10th day this nM>nth Charle^n hit 100 
degrees or higher. 

Beaufort, S.C, Columbus, Ga., Greer, S.C. and 
Nashville, Tenn., all hit 100 degrees or higher. 



The death toll for heat-related deaths climbed to 26 
Sunday when North Carolina officials updated their 
figures to six dead. At least nine people have died in 
Georgia, two in South Carolina, one Mch in Virginia and 
Louisiana, ^ree in Alabama and two each in Indiana 
and Missouri. 

North Carolina Gov. Jim Martin has asked for 
emergency federal disaster aid for 54 of the state's 100 
counties. In Cleveland County, agriculture agents said 
all 11,000 acres of corn are lost with stalks only knee 
or waist-high. Other crops are doing as poorly. 

"I checked the soil Thursday and it was 104 degrees, 
4 inches deep," farm agent Steve Gibson said. "That just 
cooks the seeds, and wl^n it does rain, they won't come 
up." 

Some rain could fall across the parched South as early 
as Tu^day, National Weather Service officials ^id.

and Pacific Oceans. "I 
wished I could have stayed 
longer, but I ran out of 
money," said King. 

For those who find time 
between Costa Rica's 
sights and a "pretty ex- 
cessive" course-work load, 
they have the opportunity 
to visit Panama or 
Nicaragua, said Coyne.

Laurel: To Sen. Alan Cranston (D-Cal.) for being one of the few 
congressional leaders whose political memory hasn't been dimm- 
ed by Reaganspeak. With the CIA's 1980 contra bumbles-harbor 
mining, assassination manuals-fresh in mind, Cranston has call- 
ed for a full-scale investigation into the administration's latest 
plans to "oversee field operations" in the current contra campaign 
against the Nicaraguan government.

They ought to think twice before they 
objectify an entire race of people and adopt the Seminoles as their 
mascot. "It's absolutely disgusting, it angers me," said Harjo who 
once started a women's basketball team at the University of New 
Mexico and, to prove her point, called it "The Honkies." 

Expectedly, Harjo's poetry fell deaf on the ears of the very same 
people who engage in such overtly racist practices. But even those 
who normally gather to hear the works of well-known writers were 
unfortunately absent last Thursday night. Harjo's poetry reading 
attracted a different crowd—those Who could stand to listen to what 
can be an uncomfortable message, a reminder of a genocide that 
too often is forgirtten to relieve a heavy burden of guilt.

Editor: 

Big Brother is watching. 

This is what the Supreme Court of the United 
States is saying by asserting tl^ constitutionally 
of the Georgia law which bans sodomy. This 
Georgia law along with similar ones in other 
states, including Fltffida, makes it a crime for 
consenting adulte to participate in certain sexual 
acts. In otiier words, the Supreme Court is 
restricting people to what kind of sex they should 
have. Why not ban people taking showers 
together? I believe very strongly that the justices 
(six of them) are letting their homophobia 
interfere with the interpretation of the privacy 
law. 

The justices are thinking in a very much 
Orwellian manner. Perhaps a sodomy spy 
network should be established to watch what 
sexual acts people perform. Lets make sure that 
"Big Brothra- is watching." The basic question 
in this decision is that the Constitution Aould 
guarantee people's riglrts to be let alone, 
especMdly in the privacy of their own homes.

Now the Supreme Court is 
allowing the persecution of people, homosexuals 
and heterosexuals alike, just because they want 
to be free to do what they want in their own 
homes. I think the justices should reexamine the 
principles of this country, of why people came and 
still come here. ! 
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Salvador policy has been at least superficially successful. 

There was an election here and the government is anti- 
communist," noted a congressional aide who visited here 
recently, making it acceptable to both Democratic and 
Republican lawmakers. At least for the moment the 
regime seems relatively secure, and this has been 
accomplished with no American troops and with less 
than 100 advisers. 

As a result, "the dominant view on the Hill is that the 
problems here are over," added the aide. "El Salvador 
is seen as a problem of the past." 

The view from the ground here is the opposite. "For 
Reagan the case may be closed, but for Salvadorans the 
crisis has never been greater," explained an official of 
the ruling Christian Democratic Party. 

The bottom line is that the army 
has been unable to defeat the 
rebels. Though the military has 
made dramatic improv*ements 
under the tutelage of its U.S. ad- 
visefs, the guerrillas appear to be 
holding their own. 

The economy is a shambles. The cost of living is 
skyrocketing and over half the work force is unemployed. 
The military, which has grown from around 15,000 when 
Reagan took office to over 50,000 today, pulls even more 
Salvadorans from productive labor. Over 500,000 
displaced persons live in desperate conditions throughout 
the country, entire zones of which lie in ruins due to army 
"scored earth" sweeps and guerrilla sabotage. 

The bottom line is that the army has been unable to 
defeat the rebels. Though the military has made 
dramatic improvements under the tutelage of its U.S. 
advisers, the guerrillas appear to be holding their own. 
But theirs is a quiet, elusive strength that does not show 
itself in obvious ways. 

The rebels do not directly confront the efficient military 
machine the aid has produced. Instead they chip away 
at it a bit at a time. Small units appear only long enough 
to ambush an army patrol or sabotage an electrical line, 



then disappear into the countryside leaving a scattering 
of mines to cover their tracks. 

Army commanders allege this pattern demonstrates 
that the war is turning their way. Most independent 
observers disagree. "The president him^lf spoke of close 
to 3,000 army casualties last year," explained Father 
Ignacio EUacuria, rector of the influential University of 
Central America. "How can they say they are defeating 
the guerrillas?" 

The rebels claim to have inflicted 620 casualties last 
month, a figure that if true would represent a doubling 
of last year's rate. 

But it all happens quietly. The events of one day tell 
the same story as any other. Sunday, June 1: according 
to the rebels' clandestine radio, three soldiers stepped 
on guerrillas mines, six others were hit in two ambushes, 
while two more were picked off by snipers. Two thousand 
soldiers headed northwest to join the latest of an endless 
series of counterinsurgency sweeps, while in the capital 
a week long army forced recruitment campaign drew to 
a close. 

There are no shells slamming into urban areas as in 
Beirut; no massive offensives like those mounted in Iran 
and Iraq. Here in the capital city one sees the war out 
of the «)rner of one's eye: the Huey helicopters droning 
overhead either surveying the city streets or bringing 
back the wounded, the soldiers riding through town with 
M 16s at the ready in case of ambush, the clusters of 
women who gather in front of the army garri.sons in 
search of children plucked off the streets and into the 
ever-expanding army. 

Perhaps most symbolic are the soldiers on crutches who 
line the sidewalk in front of the militarv hospital each 
day. Like the mines that crippled them ihev do not make 
much noise. For the most part they sit silently, enjoymg 
the sun and contemplating a bleak future. 

None of these events in themselves would warrant 
Washington's attention. But the war, like the mines, is 
dangerous especially when unnoticed. 

"After six years of commitment to solve tht- problem 
the guerrillas are stronger than they were when Reagan 
took office," noted the university rector 'Reagan may 
succeed in keeping El Salvador from erupting during his 
eight years in office, but the volcano will still be 
smoking." .

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Lawyers backing Gunter get chunk of state business

ORLANDO-Law firms contributing to the 
political campaigns of insurance commissioner 
Bill Gunter have landed nearly 30 percent of 
legal work doled out since 1979 by two agencies 
Gunter controls, it was reported Sunday. 

Gunter's conti^timi records fer this year and 
im diow 28 law firms directly or indurectly gave 
him $78,000. Those same firms received $5 
milljion in state business the commissioner 
controls, the Orlando Sentinel said. 

The report was published while Gunter was 
vacationing in Australia. But in a letter mailed 
to newspapers last week Gunter said, "I do not 
mix politics with the selection of law firms, nor 



does my staff." 

In the letter, Gunter said failure to use law 
firms contributing to his campaigns "would 
eliminate some of the best, brightest and 
experienced law firms in this state, which would 
be a disastrous disservice to the dtkens who need 
adequate protection from liability lawsuits." 

The two agencies under Gunter's jurisdiction 
that ui^ private counsel are the Division of Risk 
Management, which paid nearly $11 million in 
legal fees during the last five years to defend 
lawsuits against state agencies, and the Patient's 
Compensation Fund. 

An U-member board— including seven Gunter 
appointees— administers the fund, which is an 



excess insurance carrier for h«»pitals and doctors 
paying malpractice claims above certam levels. 

The Sentinel reported a pattern of giving 
business to politically favored law firms 
developed in Gunter s office during 1988» when 
former Gunter aid Allan Katz left h^ as 
deputy insurance commissioner to join the 
Orlando law firm of Swann and Haddock. 

Swann and Haddock, which has contributed 
more than $23,000 to Gunter in tl^ iMt two 
years, suddenly garnered state busmess. Similar 
business was taken from the Orlando firm ot 
Woolfolk, Estes and Keough. which does not 
contribute to Gunter, the newspaper reported.

Vampires from space 
and a crawling hand!

MONDAY 

High Sierra (1940)-A11 Humphrey Bogart fans should 
lift their glasses high in a toast to George Raft, that 
intransii^nt actor whose refusal to play certain roles made 
it p(^ble (ot Bogie to get the casting breaks he deserved. 
Raft was set to go as the lead of High Sierra when he 
decided he didn't want to play a character who died at 
the end; he bowed out, and Bc^art was enlisted to portray 
Roy "Mad Dog" Earle, which turned out to be one of the 
best roles of his career. (A year later, Raft turned down 
the part of Sam Spade in The Maltese Falcon because 
he didn't want to work under a novice director— John 
Huston.) High Sierra represents the tail end of 
Hollywood s gangster cycle of the '30s, but tails does not 
in this case mean bottom-of-the-barrel. Under Raoul 
Walrti's guiding hand, and with Bogart's sensitive 
limning of the ex-con with nowhere to go but down (or, 
climactically, up, then down), the film became a true, 
classic of that bullet-riddled genre. (WTBS, cable 2, 2:55 
a.m.) 

WEDNESDAY 
Life/brce (1985)— Unfairly trashed by the critics and 
ignored by the moviegoing public, this Tobe Hopper 
phantasmagoria is a fine frenetically-paced mixture of 
science-fiction and visceral horror that builds to a 
violently apocalyptic climax. Based on the Colin WiLson 
novel Space Vampires, the film's main fault is not in its 
cinematic elements, but in the exclusion of most of the 
lxK)k's very interesting lines of thought. As a wide- 
ranging writer who strives to be what G. B. Shaw termed 
the "artist-philosopher," Wilson approaches fiction— 
particularly genre fiction like science-fantasy or 
mystery— in the same light as his non fiction, i.e. as a 
viable vehicle for the presentation of ideas relating to 
his interests in philosophy, psychology and 
parapsychology. Virtually none of these ideas makes it

Norman doesn't choke in British Open

TURNBERRY, SCOTLAND-Greg Norman, playing 
solidly while his closest rivals fell away, surged to a five- 
stndLe victory Sunday in the British O^en to capture his 
first ma^^M* g^lf tournament. 

The 31-year old A^sbralian, who led from the second 
round after shooting a record-equaling 63, sh<A a 1-under 
par 69 to finish with a 72-hole total of 280. 

Britain's Gordon Brand, Sr. eagled the 17th hole to 
jump into second place at 285 after shooting a 71. He 
was one stroke ahead of compatriot Ian Woosnam (72) 
and West German Bernhard Langer, who celebrated 
Saturday's birth of his daughter with a late-challenging 
68. Britain's Nick Faldo had a par-70 to take fifth place 
at 287. 

Seve Ballesteros of Spain, the tcmmament favorite, 
shot a sizzling 64, the second best scinre of the 
tournament, to share six^ at 288 with Ammcan Ckury 
Koch (71). 

The only other American in the top 10 was Fuzzy 
Zoeller (69), who was at 289 with Britain's Richard 
Marchbank (69) and Japan's Tsuneyuki Nakajima (77). 
Nakajima held second place after three rounds, just one 
stroke behind Norman. 

A huge gallery at the 18th hole acclaimed the Norman 
conquest as the Australian, known as The Great White 
Shark, sank a three footer for his par to scoop the 
$105,000 first prize in the $900,000 tournament.

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Education is lacking in 'sports factories'

In recent years, there has been a flurry of rhetoric and 
media scrutiny about student athletes and the role 
universities play in their development. In 1985, NCAA 
officials fired across the bow of most athletic programs 
when they proposed more stringent admission 
requirements for college athletes. University officials 
wailed, and lainority leaders claimed discrimination 
with fftod reas<m, but the statistics speak for themselves. 

The number of student athletes who graduate is 
appalling. Nationwide, fewer that 10 percent of black 
athletes get a degree. But don't be fooled, "sports 
factories" are almost equal opportunity employers: 
whites graduate at only a slightly higher rate of 20 
percent. In Florida, the graduation rates of Florida State, 
and the Universities of Florida and Miami indicate a 
commitment to success on the football field at the 
expense of the classroom. Two schools had a graduation 
rate in the 20s and the other had one in the 30 percent 
range. Frankly, these numbers foree the validity of 
college sports into question as athletes continue to be 
used and spat out by a manipulative and voracious 
system. 

The new NCAA provisions, which require athletes to 
have a stronger academic background prior to entering 
college, couldn't have come at a better time. They 
challenge the notion of the single-minded development 
of a sports career at the expense of education. These 
measures may signal a new attitude that athletes' total 
welfare is a priority, but with the millions of athletic 



program dollars involved, who knows? 

Our educational institutions ^m to have forgotten 
why they were created: to educate. Instead, athletic 
departments have become mills churning out semi- 
literate men-children capable of running a 40-yard dash 
in a little over four seconds or zigzagging through a mass 
of bodies, but unable to thread coherent sentences 
together or speak intelligently. 

The "sports factory" mentality is an insult to all 
involved. After bringing millions of dollars into 
university coffers, student athletes are unceremoniously 
dumped without having secured a degree. And for the 
small percentage of those who do graduate, too many 
have some nothing degree— often in majors specifically 
created for scholarship athletes— which guai antee them 
what sports psychologist Harry Edwards calls "No J— 
no job whatsoever that (they) are qualified to do in our 
modern, technologically sophisticated society." 

With the new regulations, people have started to show 
concern for these athletes. Perhaps the concern will now 
translate into change. There's no one to blame for this 
sorry state of affairs but parents, athletes and educators. 
And no one but they can reverse this perverse farce 
which flies in the face of what these schwis profess to 
stand for. 

Producing changes that will benefit all athletes won't 
come easily. Reformers will have to be willing to battle 
an entrenched, financially succeasful system which is 

reluctant to change. 
But it can he done.

Tenants challenge conditions 

Owner denies charges

Mary ^wls frowned as she watched the storm 
approaching through her living, room window. 
Where there had once been glass, only a totn 
screen remained. Mildew dotted the crandllill^^ 
walls where the rain had seeped in couiriie^ 
times before. 

"It's been like that ever since we moved in a 
year ago," said Rowls, pointing at the water- 
stained rug. "When it rains, way out into the 
middle of the room gets wet." 

Rowls, who lives at Campus Lodge Apartments, 
is just oi» of the residents who feel the $140-per- 
month apartments are not being properly 
maintaimd% the owner. About ^ re^tento hs^ 
signed a petition Monday asking the owner to 
make the repairs necessa^ to keep the 128 unit 
complex habitable. 

But manager Tom West said since Homes 
Savings of Florida acquired the complex last 
March, it has made substantial repairs on the 
building. 

'i admit the place needs a lot of repairs," he 
said. "We're putting everything we collect back 
into the buiMing. We certainly haven't made any 
money out of it yet, and we probably won't for 
some time yet." 

West said he has had many of the apartments 
painted, cleaned or replaced most of the carpets 
and replaced over 60 windows. 

Records of the Florida Division of Hotels and 
Restaurants show that the complex has been 
inspected four times in the last year, the latest 




being June 27. At that time, inspectors found 
electrical problems, lack of proper locks, lack of 
building repairs and ventilation problems. The 
inspectors retur^l June 30« and fouiMl those 
problems corrected. 

The tonante, however, say only cosn^tic repairs 
have been made. In the petition, they listed 29 
possible safety violations not corrected after the 
last inspection, ranging from faulty w iring and 
broken lighting fixtures to a leaking roof

Barry Goldwater in 1964, the "Solid South" began to 
trode. With the migration into Florida of Northern 
Republicans and anti-Communist Cubans and the recent 
popularity of President Reagan, Florida voters sent 
Republican Paula Hawkins to the U.S. Senate in 1980 
and the Democratic presidential ticket carried only one 
Florida county in 1984. 

Democrats held a tight grip on Tallahasee politics until 
the early 1970s when voters elected three Republicans 
to the school board. In 1984 they elected another 
Republican, Jan Pietryzk, as supprvisor of elections. 

Partly responsible for that victory, observers agi-ee, 
was the emergence of an active local Republican 
organization. Included in that organization are the 
Capital City Republican Club of about 150 men, a 
RepuWican, Women's Club of 40, and a Leon County 
Republican Executive Committee of 50. 

Those organizations can offer candidates volunteers 
and money. Since the state Republican Party is also 
ready to pour technical assistance and money into 
targeted races, local Republican candidates can expect 
a lot of help not previously available. 

Just as important, say Republican candidates and 
officials, is the perception that the Republican Party is 
the party of '^fiscal conservatism" and 'traditional, 
family values." 

"(V oters) see national Democrats like Walter Mondale, 
Geraldine Ferraro, Ted Kennedy and Tip O'Neill, and 
it's hard for them to stomach," said Rusty Price, acting 
chairperson of the Leon County Republican Executive 
Committee. 

Over 6,000 voters have registered Republican in Leon 
County since 1983, raising the Republican share from 
14 to 18 percent. 



But Democratic officials say voters know that their 
local and state governments, run by a Democratic- 
controlled . county commission, school board and 
Legislature, are providing better services at low tax 

rates. 

What is the significance of all the Republican 
candidates this year? "All it means is they're running 
a big field of candidates— that's all," said Jon Ausman, 
chairperson of tl^ \mxi County Democratic Executive 
Committee. 

Republicans say ^ Democrats' problems aren't 
limited to the national party. Leon County's Democatic 
Executive Committee, in particular, is "very liberal, ' 

Price said. 

That committee changed hands in the late 1970s when 
a group led by Ausman calling themselves 
"progressives" took over. 

Of the four local Republican legislative candidates, 
two— Bacon and Ccwk— al» criticize the Democrats' 
"liberal" bent. Together all four have raised roughly 
$8,000. 

Moore, 47, a lifetime area resident and a tax attorney, 
pledged to work for economic development and efficient 
government. He ran unsuccessfully against for state 
House in 1976. 

Cook, 40. a homemaker and former hairdresser, is 
running on a pro-family platform, pledging to work for 
"parents' rights." 

Bacon, 31, an insurance agent and accountant, pledged 
to make up for the "lack of leadership'V displayed by 
Democratic legislators and to improve growth 
management and education. 

West, 58, owner-operator of a local moving company 
and outgoing president of the Tallahassee Area Chamber 
of Commerce, pledged to put his experience in business 
and civic afi'airs to work on issues like insurance reform, 
education and tax relief.

around the light fixture in her bedroom 
where water seeps in every time in rains. 

"When it rains, it leaks through the 
ceiling onto the bed," Marcus said. "I 
have to pull the bed aside so it won't get 
wet." 

West said he was aware (tf the leakage, 
md said his next priority was installing 
a new roof on the building. He ssM 
worliers had planned to begin last 
weekiiml, hut Uie rain prevented thm 
from starting. 

West said most tenants were satisfi^ 
With the building. He said since he began 
managing the complex, the occupancy 
rose from 50 percent to 85 percent. 

The tenants who were behind on their 
rent, according to West, are the ones who 
are eMiptaining the loudei^. 

'i haven't gotten a single complaint 
from people who have paid their rent," 
said, '^'nie people who ^ eraoplaini^ 
are the ones that are on the verge being 
evicted." 

He said some of the broken windows 
around the complex, were done by 



resictents to make ttie damages look more 
substantial than they really are. 

Residents-many of whom are 
unemployed-said West uses illegal 
tactics to collect overdue rent. 

One tenant, Troy Rowls, said the air 
conditioner taken from the apartment he 
shares , with his mother has not been 
returned for three months because he is 
behind on his rent. 

"I asked him (West) about it two or 
three days ago, and he said tf I him 
$150, he would give me my air conditioner 
back," Rowls said. 

"Let me tell you how much that son-of- 
a-bitch owes me," West said. "He owes me 
$490. Vm really not all that anxious to 
furnish him with an air conditioner." 

Bessie Williams, another resident, said 
West used the same tactic on her 

"He told me if I couldn't pay my rent, he 
would have to take my air conditioner ." 

Many tenants said tlwy wm\A like to 
find another place to live, but wre unabk 
to because of financial i^mms. T^ir 
sentiments were expressed by Gloria 
Rowls, who said, "I just can't aff«-d t« 
move anywhere else."

County ^erifFs Office spokesman Dick 
Simpson. Two people were treated and 
jreleased at Tallahassee Community 
pospital with minor injuries after the roof 
knd a wall collapsed at Service 
Merchandise Company's Apalachee 
ftffkway store. Simpson said he believed 
^ quick accumulation of water on the 
flat roof caused the coUapi^. 

1^ Park Brook Crossing subdivision in 
that section of Tallahass^ suffered 
extensive damage fi'om fallen trees. 
Simpson said four houses and one car 
were hit by trees, but no one was injured. 
■The area was also hard-hit by power 
outages caused by downed lines. 

Simpson said extra LCSO personnel 
were called in from other shifts to manage 
various traffic tie-ups around town caused 
by minor accidents, fallen trees and failed 



traffic lights. A chaimw ^ew was

Cooking up comedy for hot summer nights

SPECIAL TO THE FLAMBEAU 

The Florida State University Studio Theatre's Comedy 
Tonight!, three evenings of comedy presented in rotating 
repertory, is a sucrossful example of art created by 
committee. The rambunctious son in one play is a stage 
manager for another, and the set designer for that play 
is a desk clerk in yet another pliiy. It's somewhat 
confusing, but the result is an impressive display of 
versatility by the 21 students involved. 

With some help from School of Theatre faculty and 
staff, the students themselves have done all the work 
on this project, from learning lines to building sets and 
even serving refreshments during intermissions. And 
though there were some eccentric performances during 
the openings, the students' enthusiasm was infectious 
These productions of plays by Thornton Wilder, Joe 
Orton and Lanford Wilson are a welcome irfdition to a 
pretty empty summer. 

The most satisfying evening of the three was the group 
ot Wilder's one-act plays that opened on Friday: 1%^ 
Happy Journey to Trenton and Camden, Infancy and 
Childhood. Though not as well known as Our Town and 
The Skin of Our Teeth, these smaller works are just as 
affecting in their own way. These plays are Wilder's 
chamber music, using the same techniques apparent in 



his larger works-for example, a sparsely set stage. 

i-or the most part, the new productions evoke the 
simple eloquence of WUder's texts, but director J,m 
Lawrence has seriously damaged the ^ect erf The Happy 
Journey by adding unnecessary stem bwness at the 
beginning and end of the play. 

The Happy Journey is mostly about a family riding 
m a car to visit a daughter recovering from a 
miscarriage. Wilder didn't have Beulah, the daughter 
m tamden, enter until the end. And Wilder didn't put 
a crib for the unborn baby in his text. But Lawrence has 
created a scene for the Stage Manager and Beulah at 

m/^^'^*'**^* ^^"^^^^ pathetically at the crib. 

Ihis conftises the role of the Stage Manager, giving 
him emotional involvement in the progress of the story 
that the text doesn't specify-he fills in lines for bit parte 
but Wilder specifies that they be delivered in a detached 
manner. And the addition of the crib to a stage without 
scenery is heavy-handed. 

At the end, Lawrence has Beulah and her mother sit 
on the bed and sing a hymn while the lights fade, instead 
of honoring the play's instruction that the mothei- walk 
off singing the song alone. Here, as at the beginning of 
the play, Lawrenw has ma^ Wilder h work more

Opponents charge |

State House candidates Bocky Bevis and Al Lawson 
traded barbs Wednesday over Bevis' allegations that 
Lawson used his power as a state legislator to get more 
advertisements into a minority business directory 
Lawson puts out. 

Bevis called Lawson's' alleged pressure "veiled 
extortion at worst," while Lawson said Bevis' charges 
were the desperate acts of a "first-Class mud-slinger" and 
a "make-believe Candidate. '* 

Also Wednesday A. P. Floyd, another cancti^te in that 
House race, defended his Florida Highway Patrol 
record. Floyd pleaded "no contest" to a perjury charge 
in 1982 and was one of five Highway Patrol <^icers who 
left under a cloud of suspicion that year. 

Floyd said he was a "scapegoat" in the scandal, and 
he said most voters with whom he speaks buy his side 
of the story. Floyd's opponents have declined to publicly 
criticize Floyd for his alleged misconduct. 

Bevis, Floyd, W. Taylor Moore a^nd Joe Whitfield are 
running against Law»cm fbr^ie^Hou^^MA in Dmhii^ 
9, which includes southwertem Tallahassee and Leon 
County. 

Bevis criticized Lawson Wednesday for soliciting 
advertising from businesses, lobbying grou^ and pubUc 
agencies which stood to benefit from his work in the 
Legislature. Bevis said ^veral businesspeople, whom he 
would not identify, told him that Lawson promised them 
extra assistance if they would buy ads in the 'Black

Storms continue 
to batter the ^ 
Tallahassee area

Violent thunderstorms continued their 
barrage on the Tallahassee area 
Wednesday, damaging power lines and 
leaving parts of town without power for the 
third consecutive day. 

The storms which began Monday have 
doused the area with almost lour inches of 
rain and denied power to mete Hum 19,000 
residence ov«r the tlu<ee period. 

"We have had three separate outages," 
mmI Gary Oberschlake, assistant 
superintendent of operations for the city's 
utilities department. The worst occured 
during MoiKlay's storm when about 15,000 
people lost power and then again during 
Tuesday night's storm when 4,000 people 

lost power. 

Wednesday's storm— which began at 
about 1 p.m.— was the least severe of the 
three, but still managed to drop ^ 
of rain on the toa and strip abc^ 150 
i^d^nts of |*wer for a shorty .

Candidates pull no punches

The American passport: don't leave 
home without it. 

If international travel is in your future, 
step one is to acquire a passport. A 
passport is required for entry into almoin 
all nations, barring Canada, Mexico, the 
Bahamas, and several Caribbean 
nations. 

Jan Nichols, of Governor's Square 
Travel Agency, said passport applications 
and photos can be obtained at the main 
post office on South Adams Street and the 
post office on the corner of College 
Avenue and Bronough Street. They can 
also be found at many travel agencies 
around town. 

First-time passport applicants must be 
sworn in by a government official at the 
post office to attest to their citizenship, 
said Nichols. But for renewals— U.S. 
passports have a 10-year lifetime-^simply 
submit an application, your old passport, 



approximately $40, and allow 10 days for 
delivery. 

Many Asian, East Bl«:, African, and 
Latin Amerkan ccwntri^ al^ require a 
visa for entry. Criteria for visas varies 
from country to country so check with a 
travel agent before you take off".

Property tax hike OK'd

The Tallahassee City Commission 
tentatively approved a plan Monday that 
would increase property taxes next year 
for city residents. 

The increase— which would be the first 
in 16 years— will have to receive final 
approval from the commissioners in 
September before going into effect. 

The current property tax rate tm 
Tallahassee residents is $2,488 for every 
$1,<X)0 (tf assessed prop^y valiM. The 
commisswn approve an increase to 
$2,636 for every $1,000 of amssed 
inroperty value. 

Residents with a home asessed at 
$50,000 now pay $124.40 a year in 
property taxes. That would increase to 
$131.75 under the new rate. 

City officials said the increase was 
necessary to fund basic services that the 
city provides. 

"We were almost forced to ask for an 
increase in property taxes," said City 
Commissioner DoroUiy Inman. "It was 
either iiMareaae property taxes or cut back 
in ^nend swrvices we provwle." 

Inman said the increase is needed 
bmuse of a decision by the commission 
a year ago to draw less city operating 
funds frpm utilities receipts. That means 
the money had to be made up elsewhere.

'latere was a time when tiie roads vi^ren't wide and 
smooth. Driving to another town meant passing through 
all the towns in between, and stopping in at least one 
or two of them for a meal in a diner or a look under the 
hood. The next county was a distant and fascinating 
place. 

Now we travel by airplane or interstate, having fun 
being there, not getting there. But the Works Progress 
Administration Guide to Florida, recently published in 
paperback by PanthiBon Books, is a record of a time when 
travd ki Florida was an adventure. 

During the Great Depression of the 1930s, the WPA 
commissioned guidebooks for every state in the union. 
The logic was that writers had to eat too, and writing 
a guidebook seemed like honest labor. 

These guidebooks turned out to be one of the best ideas 
the government ever had; they were, and sometimes still 
are, the most thorough and engaging guides to any state 
in the Union. The Florida guidebook has certainly never 
been surpassed; it still makes for a summer of good 
reading, and offers the traveler many good ideas for a 
Flmda road trip. 

Tlie guide is divided into three sections. The first part 
consists of essays on such diver ie subjects as— 
agriculture, history, transportation, industry and 
commerce, and folklore. 

In the second section you find essays on the 12 principal 
cities of Florida— Tallahassee merits its own essay. 

Part three, the heart of the book, details 22 guided 
tours over Florida highways. Not the standard Chamber 
of Commerce prattle, the pieces are well-written and 
enlightened looks at the towns and people who made up 
Florida in the 30s. 

Tallahassee, according to the guide, had a population 
of 10,700. The radio station (just one?) was WTAL, and 
the legislature convened only in April of odd years. 

The city had three conspicuous landmarks— the 
Capitol, the Florida Agricultural and Mechanical College 
for Negroes, and the Florida State College for Women. 
Red clay streets intersected many paved roads, and 
"horse and mule-drawn vehicles were common sights." 

"Negi o colonies" dotted the hills and clay streets which 
lead to A&M. At the farmer's market on South 
Boulevard (now Martin Luther King Jr. Blvd.) black 
farmers sold produce on Wednesdays and Thursdays. 

Tallahassee —which means "old town" in Apalachee— 
was already a flourishing settlement when the explorer 
De Soto came through in 1539. Spanish soldiers and 
missionaries yi^fited intermittently between then and 



1633, when Franciaian priars arrived to ^ure the land 
for the Spanish. 

Ralph Waldo Emerson visited Tallahassee in 1827 and 
had this to say about our fan* city: "Tallahassee (is) a 
grotesque place, selected three years since as a suitable 
spot for the capital rf the territory, and since that day 
rapidly settled by public officers, land specualtors, and 
desperados. . " (Ralph Waldo must have been here 
during a Seminole football weekend.) 

Historical points of interest, according to the 
anonymous author of the guide, included the Columns 
on the southwest corner of North Adams and West Park. 
Legend held that there was a nickel embedded in every 
brick, and the owner had built a staircase from his 
daughter*s upstairs be<faroom through his downstairs 
bedroom so she couldn't sneak out on the town at night. 

Other sites of interest includted St. John's Episcopal 
Church, the Williams' home (217 Calhoun) the 
Governor's Mansion, and the Groves. The latter was 
known as "the home of the Tallahassee girl" because it 
was the locale of a novel. The Tallahassee Girl written 
by Maurice Thompson in 1881. The Florida Flambeau 
was the weekly campus newspaper of the Florida State 
College for Women. 

For th^e who live outside Tallahassee, the guide offers 
information on their communities as well. Every little 
town, village or popular spot is mentioned in the guide. 

Quincy was a msyor tobacco center. At the time of the 
Civil War, its citizens were consi^i^ niore belligerent 
than most Floridians, and more in favor of siecession. A 
few days before Florida seceded, the Quincy guards 
seized a federal arsenal on the Apalachicola river. 

The tourist highlights of the area were lUMid^ brings 
and Natural Bridge State Monument. Wakulla, of 
course, was known for Wakulla Springs, and 
Crawfordville was noted for having one of the few 
remaining wood frame courthouses in the state. 

Panacea u^d to be called King's Bay. Sopchoppy made 
its living from lumber. Along the Ochlocknee one could 
find "America's tallest hardwood, the sycamcw^, reaching 
heights of more than 160 feet. 

The guidebook is rich in details and full of useful, 
trivial, and historical information. It could guide the 
curious traveler through all of Florida and enrich any 
journey; however, you must be content to move at a 
slower pace than travel in the '80s usually entails— no 
interstates of airports on these trips. 

And if you try one of the many central Florida trips, 
you'll notice— no Disney world. In the 1930s, Florida itself 
was fantasy enough. We didn't need Mickey Mouse.

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Train tripping-they thought they'd never get out of Texas

% ..^ "I've got two weeks holi- 

^dfty and I'm going to 
California on the train!" 

"Oh that's nice," said 
^ most of my friends 
dubiously, not exactly im- 
pressed by my plan of see- 
ing the West-a good 5,000 
miles of it anyway— from 
the window of an Amtrak. 

So armed with warnings 
of bad food, cramped condi 
tions and missed connec 
ttons, my parents and I 
boarded the Sunset Ex- 
press which would take us 
from New Orleans, 
through Louisiana's 
swamps and bayous, the 

deserts of Texas and New photo by Deborah thomas 
Mexico and the canyons of Arizona, to the glitz and 
glamour of Hollywood and, finally, through the mountains 
of California to our final destination, San Francisco. 

As a Briton used to travelling on European trams I was 
impressed by two things: the relative luxury of American 
trains (everything's bigger, cleaner and more comfortable 
over here) and the vastness of the United States. 

It took us a day and a half to get to our first stop: 
Phoenix, Arizona. And most of that time was spent cross- 
ing one state-Texas. We had breakfast in Texas, lunch 
in Texas, ate dinner and went to bed in Texas: 17 and a 




half hours (rf flat desert and cacti. At this point I 
was beginning to think my pessimistic American 
friends might be on to semethii^-after all if you 
travel for 17 and a half hours from my hometown 
you'd be aero® the Engli^ channel, into France and 
halfway to Spain. 
But Texas isn't all bad. 

The desert seemed to spread out forever. All we 
could see were the big cacti I'd only seen in Western 
movies. We even passed through an authentic ghost 
town, complete with an abandoned graveyard, 
broken down ranches and tumbleweeds. We also 
passedthrough Langtry , a nondescript, insignificant 
place except for the fact it was named by the in- 
famous Texas lawman Jud^ Roy Bean after an 
English actress he never met called Lillie. Bean fell 
in love with Lillie Langtry when he saw her picture, 
^ but she was the mistress of the British monarch Ed- 
1 ward VII and only visited Langtry after Bean had 
1^ died. 

Interesting scenery and historical tidbits aside, we 
w^ not broken hearted to trade the Lone Star state 
for Arizona. 

From Phoenix we caught a two-hour bus to Flagstaff and 
another bus to the Grand Canyon, which is every bit as 
magnificent as the guidebooks say. We weren't prepared 
for the enormity or the beauty-I kept reaching my hand 
out to make sure it was real and not a backdrop. You can 
catch one of the planes that fly down into the canyon for 
$35 for a short trip or $50 for 45 minutes. Of course some 
travelers opt for the mule tnp-which has to be booked 
six months in advance-and takes you all the way to the 
bottom of the Grand Canyon and includes a night at the 



Phantom Ranch. 

Of course the problem with train travel i.s when you ge 
tired of looking out of the window and have finished th< 
good book you brought with you, there isn't a whole lo 
to do. 

You can, however, explwe the train. 

Up front is where the rich people sit, th<»e whox^ ai 
ford to pay $150 for an airtight compartment completi 
with sink, toilet and chair. When they want to turn in 
they just pull their bed down from the wall, hook it ove 
the toilet and sleep in a makeshift single bed. 

But further down the train in the coach compartment.^ 
where the hardier travellers (myself included) sit, th. 
seats just tilt back at bedtime. Attendants hand ou 
pillows; leg and footrests are adjusted and if you 're shor 
(which I am)y<«^tt get k fairly decent night's sleep 

At the end of the train, an ^jservatioA coach with hug 
glass windows and a dining and snack car serves mt 
prisingly good food at reasonable prices. Breakfasts o 
juice, bacon and eggs, toast, marmalade and coffe- 
average $5; lunch of soup and sandwich, beverage am 
generous desserts can run $6 and dinners rang* frojn 
$4.50 for vegetable lasagna to $8 for N Y. steak. 

Travelling by train is not for the fainthearted an. 
definitely not for the impatient, but if you want to ac 
tually me what lies between here and the West coast it' 
a great way to travel. Prom New Mexico and Arizon. 
to the coast of Cialifornia is some <tf the M(fflt beautifu 
scenery I've ever seen. The eoastal rout* fwtti Lo 
Angeles to San Francisco is particularly spectaculai 
bright green mountains flecked with yellow fields lin

Lippman, "and after going underground for a while to 
•study cultural matters,' he reappeared around the time 
of the Grenada invasion. He's jaretty much been with me 
ever since." 

But while Schrub is a relatively new fixture on the 
cultural scene, Lippman has been around for a while. 
"I was originally motivated by the farm workers strike 
in California back in the '60s, as well as the Beatles, 
Vietnam and the all the things that were happening 
then. But I was really too young to have it together at 
the time. I didn't know it was going to be 'an era.' I just 
thought it was some years that I had to live through. " 

After getting it together, Lii^man began touring 
extensively during the early '80s, no£ only around tl» 
country but around the world to plmes like Berlin and 
Nicaragua. 

The road hasn't always been easy. Lippman's show, 
which delivers bitter political truths in the candy coating 
of often-hilarious satire, has been banned from some 
college campuses by deans too fearful of the consequences 
should anyone get the joke. One university 
administration even went so far as to have Lippman sign 
a form stating that he wouldn't advocate the overthrow 
of the government before he could perform."Of course, " 
said Lippman, "George Schrub advocates the overthrow 
of Mveral governments dm-ing his show.

"Partita," the first piece offered, is performed by an 
en^mble cast seven FSU students. Next comes "Kyoto 
Etudes," the longest of the four pieces on the program 
and one that Fichter began in 1982 following a stay in 
Japan. She described the work as a highly dramatic piece 
influenced by abstract images from Japanese culture. 
Even the music is influenced by Kabuki drama and 
Buddhist chants, Fichter said. 

"Then," the third piece, shifts the tone of the pi^gram 
from high drama to the softer mood of romance with a 
duet performed to the music of Brahms- 

The final selection erf the evening is "Woogie," a 
Fichter and Ray S!t)oks elaboration. "Woogie" is a new 
work based on Brooks' musical concepts and Fichter's 
choreographic concepts. Van Ryn described "Woogie" as 
having improvised passages by the dancers pentered 
around a structured centerpiece. 

Fichter said the purpose of presenting such a variety 
of works was to "have the dancers work in four very 
different aesthetic neighborhoods" and to introduce the 
audience to different aspects of modern dance. 

FSU's dance departn^nt presents One Hour of 
Dance tonight and Friday at 7:30 in 403 
Montgomery Gym on FSU campus. Contrary to 
what the flambeau printed in Monday's paper, the 
performance is free to sta^nts wkh 10; the 
public pays $3.

lyrical movement in this piete is done to 
create an emotion for the audience," Price 
said. "A romantic (dance piece) has more 
fluid movement, and I've tried to create a 
rolhng rythm which captures the romantic 
mood." 

The second work to be featured is Price's 
restaging of a familiar ballet piece set to 
music of Tchaikovsky— "Swan Lake Pas de 
Trois." Three FSU students-Karen 
Cieslik, Patricia L. Kesten, and Josef 
Fonte— will perform the piece, which is one 
of the highlights of the first act of Swan 
Lake. 

Price's final piece, "Firebird Variation 
and Pas de Deux," is a duet with Tampa 
Ballet's Patricia Renzetti, formerly with 
the London Ballet. The short work has all 
the ingredients of a fairy tale complete 
with a prince, golden apples and a giant 
firebird with magical feathers. 

Following a ten-minute intermission, 
Contrasts takes a dramatic departure from 
the romantic style of Price's concert when 
Allen jolts the audience jnto a modern 
mood with his fast-moving piece, "Matrix 
R." 



"Matrix R" is a complex original piece 
choreographed by Allen. It uses six 
dancers— all FSU students— and is divided 
into seven sections. For the musical score, 
Allen collaborated with New York 
composer Don Slepian and FSU graduate 
student Tim Risher. Slepian, whom Allen 
described as "an electronic genius with 
music," uses sophisticated synthesi^r 
work to lend a inodem tone to the first half 
of "Matrix R." 

Allen's piece will feature both ensemble 
and solo works in a style influenced by his 
readings in micro-physics and highlighted 
by "angular and clean movement." 

"I deal more with balance and form 
rather than theme," he said. "The audience 
won't leave my concert asking 'I wonder 
what that was about.' They'll either say 'I 
liked that' or 'I didn't like that.'" One 
thing's for sure, Allen said— "They'll never 
have seen anjrthing quite like what I'm 
going to do."

Music prof lands grant to study Mozart

Amadeumania has passed us with only the tired beat 
of "Rock Me Amadeus" to remind us that it ever existed. 
But Mozart scholarship, which began in earnest in the 
1840s, presses on. 

One of those helping to keep the spirit of the master 
alive is Jane Perry-Camp, Associate Professor of Music 
and Mozart scholar at Florida State University. 

With the help of a grant from the International 
Research and Exchange Board, Perry-Camp plans to 
^i^nd the next year in the libraries of Europe studying 
Mozart manuscripts. 

As Perry-Camp explained, the grant wasn't easy to 
come by. "The IREB grants concentrate on work to be 
done in the Iron Curtain countries," she said, and 
competition for them is stiff. Also, the applications 
process can be long and tedious. "Almost all the grant 
programs— IREB, Guggenheim, NEH— have deadlines of 
at least a year before the work begins. Some a year and 
half or more," said Perry-Camp, and "each program has 
its own little wrinkles." Those wrinkles can include 
letters of recommendation, summaries and in-depth 
reports of the re^arch to be done an ether red-tape. 

But the arduous task of obtaining the grant was only 
the beginning for Perry-Camp, who must now set her 
sights on the proj^t at hand—poring over the minute 
details of a multitude of Mozart manuscripts in libraries 
across Europe. 

"I'll be looking at ink marks which are among the 
musical notation on the manuscripts," said Perry-Camp. 
"I've categorized ten or so types of marks— one shaped 
like a cross, an X, an apostrophe— a few of which are 
Mozart's." The process involves "correlating the marks 



with a particular genre or a specific time or location of 
composition, with Ute final goal being to d^rmine what 
the marks are and who put them there." 

Dr. Perry-Camp began studying the marks in 1973-74 
when she received a grant from the National Endowment 
for the Humanities to do research in Europe. 

Perry-Camp's research has unique difficulties. First of 
all, she said, "the marks ai'e very inconspicuous. We have 
to use a hand-lens to see some of them." Secondly, 
"people have long assumed that (the marks) are copyists' 
marks. (Marks made accidentally, or to remind 
themselves where they stopped proofreading.) A great 
many are. But if the copyist was re^nsible for aU the 
marks, he mu^ have had some rather unproductive 
mornings if some measures have two marks in them." 

In all, about 240 manuscripts are involved, including 
several at the Jagiellonian Library in Krakow which 
have only recently resurfaced after .mysteriously 
disappearing during WWII. 

Each manuscript contains hundreds or thousands of 
the marks. Some were eliminated from the list when 
Perry -Camp, assisted by the Conservation Staff at the 
British Library in London, determined which marks 
were of the same ink-type as that used by Mozart to write 
the music. But there were still so many marks that a 
«MW^uter {HTOgram was written to ca:talogue them. 
"There's enough information in the program to guide me 
in selecting those pieces most likely to be fruitful oncNi 
for further study," said Perry-Camp. 

That study could take a long time— beyond what her 
present grant will permit. "I don't know when I'll finish 
the project," she said. "A lot depends on what I discover 
this year. I hope to come to a resting point where I can 
draw rea«)nably good conclusions."

"The players heard about How%r*s surgery in a team 
meeting at about 5:30," Ferraro said. "The whole 
clubhouse was in disbelief.

I would like to think that once the game starts, the players 
can put this out of their minds. But we played like hell 
out on the field."

"It's really hard for me to talk about sonMthii^ like 
this," Martin said.
